E ide this a generall rule and obſeruati⸗ 
tis and doe hold it — 
cienceg, wherein men doe trauell x 
themſelues, eyther to the benefit of others, 
dn to their ownep2iuate pleaſure, and hu⸗ 
wmogss, in the beginnning of their woꝛkes to 
lay downe the ſubiect of that whercof they 
meane fo treate, which in very der de is nothing elſe but the 
ground g matter which doth nioue them to waite : which doth 
not onely fall out in all liberall ſciences, and ſtudies areatly 
accounted and reuerented of the learned of al ages, but alſo in 
the baſe and groſler trades of men, dayly p2aciſcd with the 
hand. as when the Goldimith doth determine with himſelfe 
by curious and cunning art, to faſhion a Jewell of: any pꝛice 
and value, hee is dꝛiuen to make choice of his mettall, eythcr 
goldo2 ſiluer, whereon to beſtow the excellencie of his arte, 
which cannot be named by a moze fitte oꝛ conuenient tearme, 
then to be called the Subicct of his Science, Likewiſe here 
mine Authoz in this Treatiſe, and Booke of Falconrie, fol; 
lowing the accuſtomed oꝛder of the learned, and common 
practiſe of ſuch as doe wꝛite, hath layde downe a Hawke, the 
Hubicct of his demiſe, of which he is determined at large to 
ſpeake, with full ſhew anddeclarationofthe true nature and 
pꝛoperties of all Hawkes, as alſo ſuch other matter as is in- 
tident, and appertayning in any reſpect to that ſkill, of all o⸗ 
thergentlemanly ſpozts and pꝛaaiſes, the moſt pleaſant and 
commendable. But bed oꝛe he doth aduenture to deale ſpecial 
le of any matter concerning Falconrie, to giue the Reader 
aperfect and abſolute vnderſtanding, both of his conceite, 
and of the knowledge of the thing, he thinketh it not beſides 
his purpoſe, but amatter * neceſſary to the attainement

ol his deuiſe, To frame a generall diuiſion of all Yawkes and 
Birdes of pꝛep, racking (as it were) and diuiding that one en⸗ 
tire and generall name of a Hauke into many members and 
parts, the better thereby to diſplay the true natũtce, qualitie, and 
condition of a Yawke, as alſo the skill ot Falconiie : fo the 
whole being laid out info his members and parts, it ſhalt be 
the moꝛe eaſie to come to the noticeof that, whereof he is reſal- 
ued to wꝛite, whoſe nature and ſubſtãte is included in his pars 
ticular members. Whereo2e mine Authoꝛ following that oz 
der and pꝛeſcribed rule of knowledge, hath vſed this methode,

A GENERALL DIVISION OF 
Hawkes, & Birdes of prey, after the opinion of 
one Franceſco Sforzano Vycentins, an Italian 
Gentleman Falconer. 


Irſt (ſaith he) vou ſhall vnderſtand, that of Hawkes that 
do liue by pꝛex, and are in knowledge and vſe of mon, there

This Hawke whom J terme a Patagaſſe, afterthe French, 
is in the Italian tongue called Kegel Halconera, and among 
the Gtrmains horukretrer a Hawke not in vſe with vs, and 
in truth of lender regard and eſtimation in nature. Vet neuer⸗ 
theleſle, both to foilow mine Authoꝛ, and to make my diuſion 
perfect, J hold it nerdlull to reckon that kind of Hawke among 
the reſt: and in the latter end ofthe fiſt part of this treatiſe, J 
will bꝛielly deſcribe you his nature, which is no leſſe baſe than 
ſtrange. You mult note, that all theſe kind of hawkes, haue 
thei. male birdes and cockes ol euerie ſoꝛt and gender, * As the 
Eagle his Carne, the Melion his Tiercell, the Gerfalcon 
his Jerkin, the Falcon his Tiercel gentle, y erlin his Jack, 
the Hobby his Robin, the Goſhawke his Tiercell, x the Spar⸗ 
towhawke his Muſket. And further, that p female of all birds 
ofpꝛep and rauine, is euer moꝛe huge than the male, moꝛe ven⸗ 
trous, hardie, and watchfull; but of ſuch birdes as dee not liue 
by rauine and pꝛep, the male is moꝛe large than the female.

Thus farre haue J made a gencrall diuiſion ot all kindes ol 
Yawkes that doe liue by pꝛey: and again (as you ſce) haue di⸗ 
uided thoſe kinds into twoparts.

Theſe two kinds doe ſerue to flie the pzey foz mans pleas 
fure and paſtime:of which onely Hawkes, my purpoſe is to 
treate and ſpeake in this diſcourſe here following, 

Foz all Yawkes and birds ol pꝛev, do not ſerue the Falco- 
ners vſe, but onely ſuch as are hardy, and free of mettle, able 
to flye the field and riuer. And therfoꝛe thoſe onely kinds ſhall 
he the ſubiect of my boke,and not thoſe baſe, baſtardly refuſe 
Hawkes, which are ſomewhat in name, and nothing in derde. 

As the Greekes would, that Hierax, x the Latines that Ac. 
cipiter, which is a ſpecial terme to one hawkeand bird of pꝛey, 
ſhould giue the generall name and title to all Hawkes, and 
birds of pꝛey, becauſe of his excellency: So in like manner, 
the Frenchmen of our age, haue oꝛdapned that the Falcon, 
which is a tearme peculiar and pꝛoper to one kinde of birde of 
pꝛep, ſhall giue generall name and appellation to all hawkes, 
x birds of pꝛey whatſoeuer they bee, becauſe the Falcon doth 
paſſe all other hawkes in boldnes and curteſie, and is moſt fa- 
miliar to man, oł all other birds of pzey. And thercofit pzocce- 
deth that we ſay, the Falcon Gentle, the Haggard Falcon , 
the Falcon Sacre, and ſo likewiſeofthe other Hawkes, cal- 
ling them all by the name of Falcon. 

Mozeoner,as the Falcon, which is a ſpeciall name of one 
kind of Hawkes,hath giuen name to all other Hawks x birds 
of pꝛey: So hath it beſtowed the name and title ofa Falconer, 
to euery one of what ſfate o2 calling ſoeuer hee bee, that doth 
deale with any kind of Hawkes and the tearme of Falconrie, 
to the art, pꝛoleſſion, and knowledge of luring and manning 
thoſe birds of pꝛey, by which ſingular ſkill, they are made to 
fle all other fowles, as well thoſe fowles of aye, as of the 
land and riuer. Whichin my conceit, deſerneth no ſlender 
commendation and pꝛayſe, being a matteralnoſt quite againſt 
the lawes of nature and kind, foz one fowle ſo artificially to 
vndertake, and ſo cruelly to murther another, and hauing at- 
chieued his enterpꝛiſe, with greedy + willing mind, to repaire 
to man againe, hauing the whole ſcope of the heauens, and the 
circuite of the earth at their * ure to range and peruſe: ——

yeeld themſelues in ſuch franke manner to the pziſon,+ cuſto⸗ 
die of man,beingby kinde let fer, and at liberty to pzey, and 
diſpoſe themſelues. Such and ſo great is the ſingular ſkill ot 
man, when by art he is reſolued to alter the pꝛeſcribed oꝛder of 
nature, which by induſtrie and paine we ſc is bꝛought to paſſe 
and effect.

Ofthe kinds of Eagles, 


Auing diuided all thoſe birds of pꝛey and rauine, which 

ſerue to Falconrie # Hawking, into Eagles 4 Falcons, 3 
mean firſt ofall to decipher you the Eagle and Uulture, whom 
ſome haue thought tobe compiled vnder ths kinde of an Ca⸗ 
gle. And ſo conſequently after that, to ſpeak of Falcons, which 
are birds of pꝛep, ſetuing to the vſe and myſterie of Hawking, 
and taking their names ofthe Falcon. 
Ariſtotle was of opinion, that there was ſire kindes of Ca⸗ 
gles,which are named by him, acoꝛding as it pleaſed the inha⸗ 
bitants of Greece to enfozme him. 
Plinie in making the ſame diuifion of Eagles, hath varied 
in that point alfogether from Areſtotle s touching the names 
and tearmes ol Eagles, foꝛ that they were of diuers countries, 
and did wꝛite in ſeuerall languages. But foꝛ that meane in 
this Borke onely to ſpeake of thaſe kindes of Eagles, which 
ſerue to Falconrie, 3 will deale but with two ſoꝛts of Eagles: 
fo: at theſe daycs, wee haue the vſe and experience but of the 
bꝛowne Cagle, which is the Eagle Royall,and the blacke Ca⸗ 
gle, theother kinds being of a baſe and ſlender courage, as no 
Falconer will paine himſelle to lure them, oꝛ manne them foz 
vie o2 pleaſure.

Firſt of the browne or yellow Egle 
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He bꝛowne oz ycllow Eagle after Ariſtotles opinion, is 
called in Greek G ſeon, which doth ſigniſie in the French 
tong kindly e no baſtard bozn)becaus it is of al other kinds of 
eagles, the true + right eagle,x he doth tal him by greek wo 
Chryſaitosby reaſon of his goldt may le, ⁊ in latin he is termed

Stellaris, 
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Stellaru and Herodus. This is that Eagle, heine wecall the 
Eagle ropall, king of birds, and ſometimes the bird of / upter, 
and that Eagle which ought to bee taken and accounted the 
pꝛincipall beſt, being moꝛe huge and large then the beſt, and 
beſides moꝛe rare ⁊ daintie to be ſeene.oꝛ the dothhaunt moſt 
commonly the toppes of high and craggie mountaines, and 
dotb there pꝛey vpon all ſozts of ſowles, as alſo Hares,lzidds, 
Goats, ⁊ ſuch other like wild and ſanage beaſts of the field. 
This Eagle doth liue alwayes (oltary and alone, vnleſſe 
happily ſhe hath her bꝛode with her, whome ſhe doth conduc 
and guide from place to place, the better to inſtruc them how 
to kill their pzey,and feeve themſelues But no ſoner hath ſhe 
made them pertit, thꝛoughly ſchwled them therein, but pꝛeſtt⸗ 
ly ſhe chaſeth thein out of that coaſt, ⁊ doth abandon them the 
place where they were eyꝛed, and will in no wiſe bꝛoke them 
to abide nere her, to the end(that the country whele the diſclo- 
ſeth) and maketh her eyꝛie, bec not vnfurniſhed of conuenient 
pꝛep, which by the number 4 exceſſine ſtoꝛe ol Eagles, might 
otherwiſe be ſpoyled and made bare. Foz it is very likelie, 
that if her bꝛod and increaſe ſhould there make ſtay, being ſo 
huge birds, and ok ſo great rauine, there would in ſhozt ſpace 
lacke pꝛey foz her ſelie, and by meane thereof bꝛeede her to a 
carthcr euill and miſchietc:fo2 the auoyding of which, this pꝛo⸗ 
uident and carefull fowle doth pꝛeſently fozce herbzwd to de⸗ 
part into ſome otherpart and Region, 

This Cagle may with caſe be diſcerned from the Culture, 
becauſc this Eagle Royall, being bꝛowne, oꝛ yetlow maylde, 
hath not her arms 02 ſet in any condition couered withplume, 
as the Uulturc hath. 

True it is, that the arme of the Eagle is ſhoꝛt, yellow maild, 
x all beſet with ſcales, the pounces large, hei bean black, long, 
and croked at the top. The traine ot the Eagle Nopall, as alſo 
the traine of the lender blacke Cagle, is ſhoꝛt and ſtifle at the 
point, euen as the traine ofthe Aultuxe is. 

The Cagle is alwapyes of one ſelfe hugenes, in reſped of her 
nature, and it cannot be ſaid, in that ſhe is an Eagle, that ſheis

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e ther larger oz lefler,at any one tune o2other,vnleſſe you wil 
giue her the ſurname and addition of blacke,yellow, oz ſome 
other ſuch pzopername and tcarme,which doth altar her aco2- 
ding to her accidents, but nothing at all in regard of her ſub⸗ 
ſtance and nature. And were it not that ſhe is ſo maſſie a fowl, 
and not poꝛtable on the fiſt, (as in troth ſhet is exceeding huge) 
and beſides, it is ſo hard and difficult a matter to pꝛouide her 
pꝛey and fode, Pꝛintes and puiſſant ſtates, would moꝛe vſual⸗ 
ly haue her, and hawke with her loꝛ their ſolace and pleaſute, 
than they now do. But by reaſon ſhee is ſd huge and ventrous, 
ſhee might happily offer foꝛce and violence to the eyes and face 
of her keeper, if at any tune ſhe ſhould conceiue diſpleaſure a⸗ 
gainſt hun. And ſoz this cauſe in chiefe, the Eagle is not in vic, 
as other meaner hawks,and or leſſe fo2ce be in theſe dayes. 
Her that will haue the Cagle to be god andtfracable, muſt 
deuiſe to take her an Eyeſſe in the En ie, manning and accuſto⸗ 
ming her among houndes and greyhofindes, to the end that 
when her goeth and addꝛeſſeth him to the field, the Eagle ſoa- 
ring aloft ouer the hounds ſtarting the game, ox, are, Gote 


o2 ſuch like beaſts of the wod,ſhe making het downe came, 4” 


ſtwping from her wings, may lo ſtay, x ſeaze vpon the game, 
vntill the dogs come in, and pꝛocure the fall thereof. A man 
map ferde her with any kind ol ſleſt, and chiefly ol ſuch game 
and pꝛep, as ſhe ſlapethin the field hy flight. 

Tawny 02b2zowne mayleinan Eagle, depe and hollow 
eycs,ſpccially if ſyee bee bꝛed in the weſt parts ofthe wozld, is 
an aſcured ſigne of her godneſſe: fo2 the tawny Eagle is euer 
found god in p2ofe. 

Alſo the whitenes on the headofan Cagle, oꝛ on her backe, 
is a ſingular token of an extellent Cagle.. 

That Cagle, that when the fie th fromthe fit of her keeper, 
wileyther flce vpon the man, ſoaring round about him,o2 light 
on the ground, and take the ſtand, is by all pꝛobability 4 con⸗ 
ieaure, no in ward Eagle, but a fugitiue, and arangler. 

At what time the Eagle diſplayes her traine in her flight, 4 
makes a turne in her mounty,it is avery great ſigne that ſhs 
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determmeth to flye on head, and gadde: the next remedie fo: 
which miſchiefe,is to thꝛow her out her meat, + {ure her with 
as loude a voyce as you pollible may. And if it be ſo that thee 
then ſtoope nat to that which is caſt out vnto her, then eyther 
hath ſhe ouer goꝛged her ſelle, o; othertoiſe ſhee is to hie, to 
full offleſh.A meane to auoide this inconuenientce, is to ſowe 
the feathers of her train together, to the end ſhe may not ſpꝛond 
them abꝛoad, noꝛ vſe the benefite of her traine feathers in her 
flight. Oz elſe another way is, to deplume and make bare her 
tuell and fundament ſo as it may appeare, and then certainly 
foꝝ feare of the colde ayzeſhee will not aduenture to mount ſo 
hie: but fecling her traine feathers faſt ſowed together, ſhe wil 
ſtand in awe of other Eagles, whome by the meane of that de⸗ 
uice and pꝛadiiſe, ſhe ſhall in no wiſe be able to auoide. 

Uhenthe Eagle maketh a ſhoꝛt turne vpon her keeper in 
her flight, x fiyeth not out afoꝛehead, that is one pꝛincipall god 
token that ſhe will not away. 

It hath been ſaid, that an Cagle is of foꝛce to areſt, and 
cauſe a Wolfe to ſtap, and will take him, with the aid and aſ⸗ 
ſiſtance of dogges, making into her reſcue, and that it hath ban 
ſence and experimented. But fo my part J finde the oddes of 
them ſo great, as 3 leaue the bekefe of it to the Reader, not re- 
citing it as a troth, but a thing wꝛitten to ſhew the great hardi⸗ 
veflſe and vndaunted nature ofthe Eagle. 

It is repoꝛted that the men ol the country where the Eagle 

zeth, knowing thereof, and intending to bereaue her young 
bꝛode, doe arme and well furniſh their heads, foꝛ fear leaſt the 
Cagle do offer them fo2ce and violence. And ik ſo they ſhew 
the old b2eeder one ol her chickens, oꝛ tie it to the bough of a tie 
neare the place where ſhee buildeth, ſhe will call and cauſe the 
damme to 1epay2e thirher by continuall cleping, who findeth 
her, and pittying her tries, will bꝛing it ſo much pꝛoniſion and 
pꝛep, as he that commeth to take her from the eyꝛie, ſhall there 
dayly be ſped of as much fleſh and pꝛouiſion as will very rea- 
ſonably ſerue him and fire others. Fo2 the old Eagle wil con- 
ueythither hares,Comes,fowles,and ſuch other like vittell x 
viands, 
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vianvs;fo2 the ſnpply ot her neceſſity, 

The Eagle doth not commonly vie to pꝛey neare vnto her 
eyꝛie, but to kill hex pꝛouiſan abꝛoad as faric off as ſhe may. 
And it ſo it happen, ſhe leaue any fleſh aftet ſha is ful gozgcy, 
that doth the reſerus carefully foꝛ the next dax, to the end that 
iffoule weather ſhould happily grow to hinder her flight , vet 
ſhe might be ſtoꝛed of ſufficient pzey ſoz the day following, 
without any further trauell. 

An Eagle doth not foꝛſake o2 change her Eyꝛie all her life 
time, but of cuſtome doth ycacely returne, and make repayꝛe 
to one ſelle plate, and there bialdeth moſt aſſuredly, by meane 
whereof it hath bern noted and obferued in times paſt, that an 
Eagle doth liue very many yeares. Beloꝛe her old age, her 
beake waxeth ſo exceeding long and cxoked at the topp, as ſhe 
is much hindered thereby ol her lerding: in ſoꝛt as ſhe dyeth 
not of diſcaſe,o2 by cxttemity of age, but onely by reaſon ſher 
cannot poſſible vſe the benefite of her beake, beingacrewde x 
growne to ſuch an exceeding length and diſpꝛopoꝛtion. Wher- 
of commeth theP2oucibe as J take it, A qua ſencttus, the 
age of an Cagle, which is pꝛaperly applyed to men that doe 
liue onely by dꝛinke, as old men are wont to doe. 

The Cagls doth euer wage warre with the little Noytelet, 
whome the French men doe ſo tearme, fo2 that this fowle is 
thsught to be alittle kingamong birds, as the Etimologie of 
the woꝛd doth ſerme to impoꝛt, the Latines hkewile they call 
him Regulus, and the Germanes a Golden line. The occaſion 
and chiefe ground of this controuerſio betwixt the Eagle and 
the Goldhenline is by the repoꝛt of A otle) onely vpon the 
name, ſoꝛ that ſhee is called the Ring of birds:of which title x 
pꝛeheminente the Eagle would willingly bereaue her. 

Againe, thereis one other kind of little fo wle, whom A 
ſtotſe calleth a S /t ta the Latines Reptitatrix 02 Scandulaca, 2 
the Frenchmen Grimpereas, that doth the Eagle very great 
outrage,and offence. Foz no ſoner perteiueth ſhe the Eagle to 
be abſent from the eyꝛie, but pꝛeſently in great deſpight thee 
b:caketh all her egs in peætes.

When J ſaid befoze, chat the Eagle ropall was of a yelloty 
mayle, meant nothuigelſe hy that ſpeech, but that the Cagle 
was maylde, of the very colour of a Dears haire, which is in 
deede not pellow, but bzowne oꝛ tawny, And albeit 4r//orle 
G3 his pleaſure, termed it by the Greek woꝛd, Chriſatos, which 
is as much in effect,as to ſay,the golden Eagle:pet muſt it not 
thereloꝛe be concluded, that this Eagle is of a right golden 
mayle, but of a moze bzowne oz tawny maple, then the other 
kind of Eagle is. 

The Paynters and Statuaries oſ Rome haue diſguiſed 
this Eagle in their poztraytours, ſoꝛeuery man knoweth that 
it is farreotherwiſe, then they haue d2awne it. 

As well the bꝛowne Eagles as the blacke, are ſkinned and 
vncaled, as the Uultures be, and they2 ſkinnes ſent to the 
Furryers and pellitours of France, with their wings, 
heades, and tallons, and euen of the ſame very co⸗ 
lour,as I haue here ſet it downe and decla- 
red it vnto you, 
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Of the blacke Eagle. 4 
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Haue ſignified vnto you, that there are onely two ſoꝛts of 

Eagles which ſerue foꝛ Falconrie, which are the yellow o2 
tawme Eagle, whome J haue hitherto treated of, and the 
blacke Eagle whome J muſt now decypher vnto you. 
Ariſtotle 
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Ariſtele doth terme the blacke Eagle Melanratns, and La- 
£0 hanos, becauſe ſhee taketh the Hate: and this Cagle theLa- 

tins call , Fuluta, Leporaria ànd Valeria, the oddes and dif; 

ference _— theſe two Eagles is eaſie to be found, fo2 this 

elle than the Eagle royall, whichis the yellow 

and tawmgETagle, and the blacke Cagle doth as much differ 

from the yellow Gagle, as the blacke ilion doth from the i⸗ 
lion Royall. 

Plimie hath placed this blacke Cagle in the firſt oꝛder and 
rancke of Eagles, as one that would willingly pꝛelec hit beſdꝛe 
allother kinds ol 8. And heere Ariſtotle hath ſet her but 
in the third oꝛder and place. 

The blacke Cagle (ſaith he) beinglefſehuge and coꝛpulent 
than theother, is of farre moze fozce andexcellencre. 

Poꝛeouer, heiuneththat the Cagles doe tow2e vppe and 
mount ſo hie, of puip;oſe ſoʒ pꝛoſpett, and to ſee from farte. And 
byreaſon that their ijght is ſocleare andperfect , men hauere- 
poꝛtedthemof allo be p only birdes that do participate 
with the diuine nature. 

Moꝛeouer, foꝛ the feare the Eagle hath of her ertellent eies, 
ſhee maketh not her ſtoping from her gate at onte, and raſhly, 
as other kind ol long winged hawkes do, but by little x little. 

The Hare is a p2ey in whome ſhe taketh great pleaſure, yet 
when ſhe findeth the Hare running, ſhe offercth not foꝛthwith 
to ſeaze vpon hun on the Mountaine, dut can fo2beare and ſtaie 
her tune, vntil he be onthe plain champion, and then ſeazing on 

hun, chee pꝛeſently carrieth hjm notaway, but doth fi: {f make 
triall and experience af him, - poyſing and weying him in her 
pounces, andafterthat lifting vp the ſillie beaſt, doth beare hun 
cleane albar, and p:cycthonhim at her beſt will and pleaſure. 
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are fo ſoꝛts of Uultures,to wit, the aſhe mailde , 
oꝛ blacke Uulture,and the bzowne 02 whitiſh Uulture, 

Firlt will J ſpeake ofthe blacke oz aſhemailde Uulture , 
who is inderde moꝛe huge then the bzowne, fo2 the aſhe co- 
loured Uulfureis the moſt large bird of pꝛey that is to be found, 
and the female Nulture moze large then the male, euen as it 
falleth out by e xperiente in all kinds of birds ol pꝛey and ra- 
ume. 4

This Pawke is apaſſengerin Egypt,mozeknotvne by her 
toate and caſe then otherwiſe, becauſe the farryers do vſe their 
ſkinnes fo2 ſtomachers, to guard and defend the byeaft againſt 
the fozce of feruent cold. 

All other birdes ofp2ey doe differ from the Uulture, in that 
they are deſtitute and voyde of plumage vnder their winges, 
whereas the Uultures be there veſted aud couered with an cx- 
cellent fine downe. Their ſkinneis thicke like a Goats ſkin, 
and namely vou ſhall find vnder their gozge, a certaine patch 
of the bꝛeadthol your hand, where the plume is ſomewhat in⸗ 
clining to a red, like the haire of a Calfe,foz that kind of plume 
hath not a web faſhioned,as other feathers are vſually ſhapt £ 
pꝛopoꝛtioned, but axe like vnto the downe which is to be found 
on eyther ſide the necke, and on the vpper part of the pinion 
and bent of the wing,in which parts the down is ſo white that 
it gliſtereth, and is as ſoft as ſilke, 

The Uultures haue this one point ſpeciall, and peculiar to 
themſelues, in that they are rough legged,a thing that hapneth 
not to anpother kind of Eagles oz birds of pzey. 


Ot 
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Of the lefie Vulture , which ir the browns 
or whitiſh Vulture, 
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Hebꝛown oꝛ whitiſh Aulture doth differ from the blacke 

maylde Uulturc, in that hæ is ſomewhat lelle then the 
blacke Uulture is, hauin the plumage of her th2oate o: 
goꝛge, of her backe, the feachers vnder the belly neare the 
pannell, and ofthe whole body tawme, 02 bzowne of co⸗ 
lour: but the bꝛayle feathers, and of the traine, like to thaſg 
of the blacke mailde dulture, which induceth ſome to thinke 
that there is no difference at all betwirt thoſe two kinds, ſaue 
that the one is male, and that other female, in the ſame gen⸗ 
der and kind. But this is moſt certain and aſſured, that with 
Noble perſonages you ſhall ſœ aſwell the one kinde as the o⸗ 
ther. Eyther ſoꝛt hath a ſhoꝛt trayne in regard of the largenes 
of their wings, which is not the nature and ſhape of other 
birdes of rauine and pꝛey, ſaue onelp that ſowle whoms the 
French tearme (Peer, the Italians, Pigozo, £ in our mo- 
ther ſpecch, J may call the Wodwall. 

Pou ſhall cucr find the Tlultures rough, and hcary legged, 
which is an cuident ſigne that they fret and rubbe them a- 
gainſt the rockes, where their chiefe abode and ſtay is. And 
further you ſhall note that the b2zowne oꝛ blancke Unultnrcs 
are moꝛe rare aud dainty to bir ſeene, then the blacke oꝛ alhe⸗ 
maylde be. 

Againe this is peculiar to them in their kind, that the fea 
thers on their heads bee ſhoꝛt in reſpect ofthe Eagles feathers, 
which hath beene ſome cauſe that they haue beene thought to 
bee balde and without plume, though in very derde it bee no- 
thing (0. 

The Uulture that is aſhe coloured.o2 blacke maylde, hath 
ſhoꝛt armes all beſet with plume, euen to the very Talons, 
which is a ſpetiall note among all thoſe birds of rauine, onclic 
peculiar to them, and not to any other fowle, hauing croked 
Talons, vnloſſe it be the Owle, who is rough legged euen in 
ſoꝛt as theſe Cultures be. 

To diſcerne the bzown from the aſhemayled Uulture, you 
muſt note, that the bzowne Tulcure hath her necke feathers 
very ſtraight and long, muchlike to thoſe that the Cocke hath 
0; 
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oꝛ the Stare. In regard oithoſe feathers on herbacke⸗ſides, 
and the coꝛner of the plye of her wings, which are little and 
lender, in manner of ſcales, but the bzcaſt teathers, as alſo 
thoſe on the backe, and the couert feathcrs of the traine are 
to the red Uulture red, and to the blacke Uulture blacke, and 
to both kindes very large:by meane of their hugenes they can 
not be vpon their wings, noꝛ riſe from the ſtand witheut ſome 
aduantage. 

Aman ſhall ſeldome ſe them vpon the plaines, and cham⸗ 
pion of Italie, Almanie, and France,vnleſſe happily ſometime 
in the winter, foꝛ then they raunge and wander into cuerie 
part, foꝛ at that tunem chiefe they abandon and foꝛſake the 
toppes of the ſtately and high mountaines, to auoide the ex⸗ 
tremitie of cold, and doe take their paſſage info moꝛe hote re⸗ 
gions and countries, where the climate doth better ſerue their 
purpoſe, and better agra with their nature. 

The Uultures at the moſt, doe not diſcloſe aboue two oz 
thꝛee Chickens oꝛ young birdes, and it is a very hard matter, 
and almoſt impoſſivle foꝛ any man to robbe their Epꝛie, foz 
that moſt commonly they build in ſome hanging cliffe whe- 
ther there is very hard and daungerous acceſſe. They may 
ber nouriſhed and fedde with tripes, offall, and inwardes of 
beaſtes. And becauſe they doe vſually haunt the fieldes of 
purpoſe to deuoure the offail,and refuſe parts of ſuch beaſtes 
as men haue ſlaughtered and ſlaine, and ſuch like carrton, 
ſome men are ot opinion, that they doe pꝛeſage and detoken 
great murther and bloodie ſpoyle of men that are in armes. 


The opinion of William Tardiffe a frenchman, con- 
cerring the diuiſion of birds of prey, and other things 
wort hie the ob ſeruation, 
Bzw of pꝛey(laxeth he) which we vſe in Falconrie, be of 
thꝛer kinds.

The Eagle muſt euer be taken when ſhe is in the epꝛe, 
fo2 her condition is to waxe afterwards very bold 4 outragi 
dus. It is ſaid, that when the Eagle beginneth to grow to li⸗ 
king, neare cawking oꝛ calling time, ſher cõmonly flpeth with 
other Eagles, bearing with them to their ſtand where they 
vſe to pꝛep, a pecte of Arſemicke, otherwiſe called Oꝛzpiment, 
which doth delay and moztifie their luſt and deſire. 

The Eagle will ſeaze vpon the Goſhawke, and any other 
fowleofrauine,o2 pzcy that doth fle with Jeſſes, making ſure 
account that it is a fit pꝛey fo2 her. And foꝛ that onely cauſe 
and none other, coueteth to appꝛehend and take them in then 
flight, ſoꝛ when they are wild and ramage, vſing the deſerts, 
ſhee offereth them not any ſuch violence. 

Ameane to auoyde the Eagle, when a manis determined 
to flie with his Hawke, is to plucke ot the Hawkes Jeſſes be⸗ 
ſoꝛe ſher fice,ſo2 othetwiſe let her do her beſt, ſhe ſhall not el⸗ 
tape the Cagle. 

That Eagle, which is the kingly endricht Cacleinded, 
will lay the Hale, the Foxe, and ſuch like beaſts ol the fo:.cll 
and geld.

1 This Falcon is called the Falcon Gentle, foz her gentle 
and courteous condition and fathions. Jn heart and courage 
ſhe is valiant,ventrous,itrong, and god toboke both heate 
and cold, as to whome there commeth no weather amiſle at 
any tune, whereas the moſt part ofother Yawkes, epther ate 
lightly offended with the one oꝛ the other, and muſt haue a 


hand kept vpon them accozdingly, oʒ otherwiſe, there is no 
— pleaſure to be taken in them. 


The Haggart Falcon. 

2 Theſecond, is the Yaggart Falcon, which is otherwiſe 
tearmedthe Peregrine Falcon. The Haggart is an excellent 
god bird,but(as my Autho: —— — choyce, and ten⸗ 
der to endure hard weather: but in mine owne conceit ſhe is 
in nature farre otherwiſe. And my reaſon is this, that ſhe 
ſhould be better able to endure cold thenthe Falcon Gentle, 
becauſe ſhee doth come from fo2raine parts a ftraunger , and 
a paſſenger,and doth winne all her pzey and meat at the har⸗ 
deft by maine wing, and doth arinein thoſe parts, where the 
is taken when the fowles doe come in great flockes, which is 
the very hardeſt part of the yeare. Mozeouer being a hote 
Hawke by kind, ſher ſhould the better ſuſtaine the foꝛce of 
weather, and that ſhe is a hote Yawke of nature, map ber 
gathered by her flying ſo high a pitch, which J talte to be, fo; 
that in the higher parts , ſhe findeth the colder ayze, ſoꝛ the 
middle region is moꝛe cold then the reſt, becauſe thether com- 
methno reficaqion. And againe,ſhee meweth with moze expedi⸗ 
fion(ifſheonce begin fo caſt her feathers) then the other Fal⸗ 
cons doc. But theſe points of controucrſie J leaue:to the lcar- 
ned, and ſuch as haue the experience of the matter. :

Theſe ſeuen kinds 
of Falcons are all hardy and god, accozding to the pꝛey that 
belongeth to their fozce and nature. Foz they are diuers in 
nature, and of ſeuerall plumes, and beſides that, diſcloſed and 
tyꝛied in diuers countries. UWlherefoze J meane to touch eue⸗ 
ry one of their natures, and to declare you, whereuntocach is 
enclined,aco2ding as they aremanned,and gouerned:and firſt 
ofall J will treate of the Falcon Gentle, 

But befoꝛe J ſpeake of the Falcon Gentle, J will ſomwhat 
tauch the Etimologic of the name, and lay downe the opinions 
ol two learned men, and ancient wziters, as touching that 
matter. 

Firſt Suidas a Gritte Authoz doth afirme, that Falco 
which in our mother ſpcech doth tmpozt a Falcon, is a general 
name to all Hawkes of pꝛeꝝ and cauine, as ¶Accpiter is in 
Latine, and H:erax in Grteke. 

he ſtue, he is of opinion, that the Faltonis ſo named, becauſe 
of her pountes, and crwked talons, which doe bend like vnto a 
ſith o2 ſickle, which in Latine is called Fx. 

But wherehence ſoeuer the name is deriued, this is moſt 

ured, that of all other birds ol pꝛey, the Falcon is moſt ex- 

leut, and the very Pꝛince of all other Hawkes, bath foz her 
godneſſe of wing, and great hardineſſe and courage.

M ozcouer ſhe is god to flee the ſhoueler, a fowle hike the 
Hearon, but ſomewhatleſſe, the wilde Gooſe, and ſuch o⸗ 

ther like fowles,and thereloꝛe is excellent at the riuer 02 bzok, 
It you take the Falcon gentle aneyeſſe, you may boldly flee 
the Crane with her, but if ſhe ber not an Cyeſle, ſhe wilne- 

uer be ſo hardy as to venture on the Crane. And thereſoꝛe 

being an Eyeſſe,and neuer ſeeing , no2 knowing any other 
icſſe fowle then the Crane. It you caſt her offto the Crane, ſhe 
foꝛthwith thinketh it to be a fowle fit foꝛ her, and by meane 
thereof fleeth the Crane very well,snd becom meth a very gad 
Cane ficer,foz hawks commonly pꝛoue eyther cowardes, 02 
hardie alter they are firſt quarred. 


An Obſervation. 

| Faman doe well, her ſhould neuer take the Falcons out of 

the Eyꝛie, till time they be fully ſummed a hard penned, 02 
if hee do happily commit that errour, he ſhould not man her, 
but pꝛeſently cauſe her to be conucighed and placed in an Ey⸗ 
rie that moſt doth reſemble the Eyꝛie ofa Hawke, if hee may 
conueniently come by any ſuch, and there bzced her, and feede 
her with god fleſh,ſuch as the fleſh of Pullets , Chickens , 
Pigeons,andſuch like, foꝛ otherwiſeher wings will not grow 
to anyperfeaion, and her legs and other parts would quicklie 
be bꝛoken 4 ware croked, and her traine feathers, and fo2 the 
moſt part, all her long feathers and flags be full of taints. 


The good ſhape of a Falcon. 
at vou may the better make choyce of pour Falcon, and 
know a god Falcon from arefuſe,J will deſcribe you the 
perfect ſhape ofa right god Falcon,ſucha one as is very like 
to bee god, though many times wee ſee,that in p2ofe,the moſt 
likely things to ſhew,and to the eye, becom in p2ofe,the woꝛſt 
and of leaſt regard.

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Qhcthape ofa god falcon therefozeis, ſixſt to haue wide 
nes, high and large cye⸗liddes, a great blacke eye, a round 
head, ſome what full on the toppe, a ſhoꝛt thicke beake, blew 
as azure, à reaionable high necke, barbe feathers vnder the 
clappe of the beahe, a god large bꝛcaſt, ound, fleſyy, ſtrong, 
hard and ſtiffe bonded. And that is the true cauſe, why the 
Falcon doth greatly affie in her bꝛeaſt, and ſtriketh with it, 
and gageth it moſt at her encounter. And by meane ſhee is ve⸗ 
ry ſtrong armed, ſher vſeth the moꝛe feel allo to ſtrike a foule 
with her pounces and talons. Moꝛcouec ſhee mult be bꝛoade 
ſhouldꝛed, ſher muſt haue ſiender ſaples, full ſides, long and 
great thighes, ſhe muſt be ſtrong and ſhoꝛt armed, large fw⸗ 
ted, with the ſcarce of the fot foft, and all one foz hew with 
the ſeare of the beake and nares,blacke pownces,long wings 
and croſſing the traine, which traine ought to be ſhoꝛt, and apt 
to bend and bow tocuery ſide. Fo2in the traine of a Hawke 
doth conſiſt a great helpe, when ſhee flycth. And therefoze(as 
well as fo2 beautie) ifa train feather oꝛ couert feather be bꝛo⸗ 
ken oꝛ bꝛuiſed, we doe couet to pmpe them againe, oz ſet the 
to right, becauſe it may be the leſſe hinderance to the hawkemn 
her flight. 

Pou muſt note that thoſe very Falcons, that are of one 
kinde and ſoꝛt, haue very great difference and odds bel wirt 
them, and ace called by diuers names, actoꝛding to the time 
that aman beginneth to deale with them, 4 doth vndertake 
them, accoꝛding to the places where they haunt, and accoꝛ ding 
to the Countries whence they come. 

They are diuided into mewed Yawks,Rammagchaſvks, 
Soꝛe⸗hawkes, and Eyeſſes, ints large Hawkes, meane 
hawkes, and lender hawkes, all which are of diuers and ſe⸗ 
ucrall plumes and mayles, actoꝛding to the diuerſity of the 
regions. Alſo they are ot diuers pꝛices, acco2ding to the good- 
nelle and eſtimation ot them. Againe, ſome are blacke Fal- 
cons, ſome ruſſet Falcons, ſome other blanck Falcons: ſome 
of which are riuer Hawkes, to ſlay the fowle at the b2oke, 
and other ſome field hawkes, to flye the land, and there to

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kill the Feſant, Partridge,and ſuch like ſowles. Thus you fre 
how diuers and many they be, acco2ving to their outwarde 
attidents, and yet in nature,all Falcons. Therefoꝛe becauſe 3 

am to treate of cuery kind ſeuetall, J will not longer holde 
you in this place, with deſcription of the Falcon Gentle, but 

hereafter when J wute in another place of the diſeaics, cures 

and the manning of theſe hawkes,J will as neare as J may, 

let paſſe nothing that ſhall belong in any reſpect vnto the Fal- 

con, but that in one place oꝛ other you ſhall find it. 


Of che names cf a Fa cor, according to her 
age and taking. 


He firſt name and tearme that they beſtow on a Falcon, 
is an Eyeſle, and this name doth laſt as long as ſhe is 
in the Epꝛie, and fo2 that the is taken from the Epꝛie. 

Thoſe Falcons axe tedious, and doe vie to crie very much, 
in their feeding they are troubleſome and painefull to be en⸗ 
tred: but being once well entred and quarred, they leaue a 
great part of that vice, and doe pꝛoue very god to the Yearon, 
and to the riuer, and all other kinds of fowle. They archardy, 
and naturally full of god mettle, 

2 The ſecond name is a ramage Falcon, and ſo ſhee is cal⸗ 
led when ſher hath departed and left the Eyꝛie, that name doth 
laſt, and ſhe is called a ramage Hawke, Map, June, Julp, 
and Auguſt. Theſe Falcons ate hard to bee manned by reaſon 
ol the heat, and fo2 that they can ill bꝛoke hunger, oꝛ to ſtand 
emptie panneld: but who ſo can vſe them with patience and 
iudgement, ſhall find them palling god, foꝛ that they are with 
out fault. 

2 Lhirdly they are called ſoꝛe Hawkes, from the end of Au⸗ 
guſt, to the laſt of September, Odober and Nouember, 

Thoſe Hawks are of god diſpoſition, they will doe verie 
well, and are in their pꝛime, and full pꝛide fo2 beautie and 
goodnes. Neuertheleſſe thole firſt plumes that they haue, 
when they ſoꝛſake the Cyzie , thoſe do they keepe one whole 
verre

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eFciire be.o2ethey calt oꝛ mew them, and that kind of feather, 
is called the S02e-teather.Accozding to the diuecſity of theſe 
tearmes and times, theſe Hawkes doe become better and 
better to bemanned and bept. 

4 The fourth ſpœech and tearme that is beſtowed on them, 
(as my Italian Authoz doth call them) is, that they are tear- 
med /7sr24r0/:,and ſo are they called rom January, Febzus 
ary, Parch, Apꝛil, vntill the middeſt of May. J haue no pꝛo⸗ 
per Engliſh phꝛaſe fo2 them, but they are very tedious and 
painefull, and the reaſon is, ſoꝛ that they muſt bee kept on the 
fil all that ſpace. Diuers of them are greatbaters, and therc⸗ 
ſoꝛe not very greedy of meate oꝛ hungrie , they are but badde 
Hawkes, much ſubiec to Filanders and the woꝛmes, who 
lokes to winne credit oꝛ god by keeping them, muſt be of god 
experience, and no leſſepatience. 

5 Fiftly,they are called (Entermewers) oz Hawkes of the 
firſt coate, thatis, from the midle of Map, til June, July,Au- 
guſt, September, October, Nouember, December. 

Thoſe Vawkes are called Cntermewers,fo2 that they caſt 
the old, and haue new feathers, and they pꝛoue very god, and 
hardy Hawkes, but no great truſt is to be giuen the,fo2 that 
they are giddy headed and fickle: whereloꝛe he that loks to 
haue god, oꝛ credit by keeping of them, muſt be very circum⸗ 
ſpect,andregard their natures very well, and muſt keepe a 
god hard hand on them, and muſt make his fiſt their pearch, 
t neuer in a maner let them be from the fiſt. [| And thus vs 
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Addition ſed, they are in that peare the higheſt flyers, z moſt apt foz the 


tiuer.) 

Beſides in thoſe ſeuen kindes of Falcons, which J ſpake 
ofin the firſt diuiſion, there are included ſondꝛy ſoꝛtes tears 
med accoꝛding to the Countries and places where they are 
eyꝛied, and whence they come:the ſpetiall names and pꝛoper⸗ 
ties of all which, J hold it not ſo needfull to diſcourſe vpon, 
ſpeakfng fully « ſufficiently of thoſe ſeuen kinds of Falcons in 
their times and places, as they ſhall offer themſelues in oꝛder 


vnto mee to bee decyphered vnto the Reader, to whoſe god 
iudge⸗ 
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judgement and induſtrie. J meane to referre and leaue ſondꝛie 
things which J leaue vnſpoken of, fo2 that there is no man 
that is deſirous of ſkill, but may with caſe and will with dili⸗ 
gente (J doubt not) flee ouer to thoſe very Authozs in French 
and Italian, from whence J haue made this bꝛiefe tolleuion, 
where hee ſhall be allured to find things moꝛe at large ſet out: 
but the effect,(vnleſſe J be deceyued) compꝛiſed in theſe few 
pages of paper aſwell concerning the kinds of Bawkes,as al- 
ſo their manning, lurtiff, flights, mewing, diſeaſes, and cures 
in euery condition, as ( truſt) to the pleaſure and p2ofit of the 
gentle and willing reader. Mhereſoꝛe J will now p2ocede to 
the Haggart Falcon, a moſt excellent bird, if her nature and 
pꝛoperty be obſerued in due maner. 


Of the Haggart Falcon, and why ſhee is called 
the Percgrine,or Haggart. 


Haue many times ſtudied with my ſelſe, ſoꝛ what cauſe the 
Haggart Falcons, the moſt excellent bir des of all other Fal- 
tans, haue beene tearmed Yaggart oz Peregrine Hawks. And 
at firſt was of opinion, that men ſo called the, foꝛ that they are 
bꝛought vnto vs from farre and foꝛraine Countries, and are in 
derde meere ſtrangers in Italie, (and as a man may cal them) 
trauailers. And this J know fo2 truth, they are not diſcloſed oꝛ 
eyꝛced in Italie, and beſides that there are few in Italie, that do 
take them at any time, but the greateſt ſtoꝛe of the are bꝛought 
and tonueied thither from foꝛraine Regions, but if they ſhould 
be tearmed peregrine oꝛ Haggart Falcons, foꝛ this only cauſe, 
and onely in refpect hereok, and nothing elſe, then might we as 
well beſtow that name alſo vpon all other Falcons, that are 
not bꝛed in Italie, as vpen the Tunician and other Yawkes 
that are paſſengers. TAhereſoꝛe I em of opinion, that ſoꝛ thꝛtee 
cauſcs pꝛincipallp, end in chiefe, they are called Yaggart oꝛ pe⸗ 
regrine Falcons. 
1 Fiifſt becauſe a man cannot find, noꝛ euer vet did any man 
Chꝛiſtian oꝛ Heathen find _ ey2icin any Remton, ſo as it 
| may 
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may wel be thought, that ſoꝛ thatoccaſion they haucatchieuey 
and gotten that name and terme of Peregrine oꝛ Yaggart fal⸗ 
cons, as if a man would call them Pilgrims 82 Fozrainers, 

2 The ſecond cauſe is, becauſe theſe Falcons do rangle and 
wander moꝛe then any other ſa⸗t of Falcons are wont to doe, 
ſeking out moze ſtrange and vntouth countries, which in⸗ 
derde may giue them that title of Paggart,4perearine hawks 
foꝛ they2 excellency,becauſe they doe ſecke ſo many ſtrange : 
fozraine coaſts, and doe rangle fo farx#ab2oad. 

3 The third and laſt cauſe, J doe thinke, may be their beau- 
ty and excellency,becauſe this wozd(Peregrino)o2 Peregrine, 
doth many times impozt an honourable and choice matter, had 
in great regard: but it ſkilleth not much which of theſe thꝛee 
alleadgedis the true tauſe, wee will not ſtand vpon that nice 
point, foꝛ that a god Falconer ought much moꝛe to regard the 
ſcarching out of the true nature and p2operty of Hawkes, 
then to haue ſo great and ſpeciall reſpec vnto their names, 
and tearmes. 

Wherfoze J conclude, that theſe Baggart Falcons are not 
of Italie, but tranſpozted and bꝛought thither from foꝛraine 
places, as namely from Alexandzie, Cipꝛus, and Candie.And 
vet this is foz certaine, that in Italie, there are taken of theſe 
Paggart Falcons, as in the dominion of the renowned Duke 
of Ferrata, in the countrie neare Rauenna, being bzought 
thither by fozce of weather and wind. And by that meanes 
there arc none of thoſe Haggarts found Epeſſes, but they are 
al either ſoare Hawks, oꝛ mewed Haggarts. 

zDfſhape and pꝛopoꝛtion they are like the other Falcons, e 
are ofth:c& ſoꝛts, as touching their making and moulde, that 
is to ſap, large, little, oꝛ Falcons ofa middle ſize. Some of 
them are long ſhapt, ſonie ſhoꝛt trulſed Falcons, ſome larger, 
ſome leſſe. 

They are oꝛdinarilp of foure mayles,epther hlancke, rullet. 
bꝛowne, oꝛ turtle mayld, and ſome pure white maylde, with- 
out any iote oꝛ ſpot of any other colour, but thoſe a man ſhall 
very ſeldome ſee. And fo; that cauſe mean not to ſay — 
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ofthat kindofmayled Falcons, but will deale with ſuchas 
are'moze o in vſe.

Good ſkilfull Falconer, will quickly diſcern a god Yag/ 
gart Falcon, from a fleight Falcon, though he be far off, 
by the ſtirring of her wings. Foꝛ that a Haggart Falcon vſcth 
not a thick ſtroke, but ſtrireth her wingby leaſure and ſeldom, 
t getteth vp to her mou nter, without any great making out, 
And although perhaps ſhe be not ſo large as the ficight oꝛ ſoare 
Falcon, vet to ſeeming and ſhew,ſhe is moꝛe large, which hap 
peneth by meane of her ſaples, which in very deed are ol grea- 
ter ſcope and tompaſſe than the fleight Falcons are. Contrari⸗ 
wilc the fleight Falcon ſhce: vſetha moze ſhozt and quicker 
ftroke with her wingthen the Paggart doth, +doth not deale 
ſo leaſurely. There are beſides this one difference,ſond2yother 
betwirt theſe two kinds of Falcons, which in this place J will 
deliuer pou, ſoꝛ that you (hall the better indge the ods betwirt 
them, bering both very god Falcons, and the beſt of all other , 
both foz ſield, and riter.

Firſt the Haggart is a larger hawke then the Falcon gentle, 
and a longer armed Hawkc, with a reaſonable large fot, and 
her talons moꝛe long then the Falcon Centles are, a hie necke 
and a long, a fapꝛe ſcaſoned head, and a moze long beake then 
theother hath. © | 2 | 

1 The beam feathers ofthe Haggart, as ſhe is in her flight, 
arelonger then the Falcon gentles, her traine ſomewhat lar⸗ 
ger, the Haggart hath a flatte thigh, but the Falcon gentle a 
round thigh. | | 

2 The Haggart will lie longer on her wings then the Falcon 
Gentle, and hath a moꝛe delberate and leaſurely ſtroke then 
the other Falcon hath, as J ſaide befoꝛe. 

From the fiſt, it is repoꝛted by ſome, that the Falcon Gen⸗ 
tle doth fic moꝛe ſpedily then the Paggart, but at a long 
fight the Haggart is farre the better of both, and doth exell all 
other kind of Hawkes both foꝛ god wing, and maintenance of 
her flight, which is a perfect pzofe of a very god backe. 

4 The Falcon gentle is moꝛe haſty and hote in all her do⸗ 
ings then the Haggart, and is thought moꝛe raſh and out- 
ragious of nature then the Haggart is. And when they flee to⸗ 
gether, the Falcon Gentle will make her ſtoping 4 downe- 
tome moꝛe vnaduiſedlp, and will vſe the greater haſte to be at 
her pitch againe then the other, and miſſing the fowle at the 
ſtoping, the Falcon gentle is in the greater chafe, and will 
pꝛeſt᷑tlp flee on head atthe check, ſo as many tinies ſhe is hard 
to come by agatne. Whereas the Yaggart is moꝛe deliberate 
better aduiſed, which pzoccedeth in my opinion, foꝛ that ſhee 
better knoweth the aduantage of her flight, than the Falcon 
gentle, becauſe ſhee hath bene fozced often to pꝛey fo2 her ſelfe, 
thath not been ſubtec to the oꝛder of any keper, neither hath 
had any hand kept vpon her, to make her eager a gredy ofthe 
pep, moꝛe then naturally ſhe is accuſtomed to flee at her 
ſeaſons to go2ge her ſelfe, which ſhe doth bothaduiſedly and to 
great aduantage. 

5 The Haggart Falcon is taken in Candie, Rhodes, and 
C 3 many 
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many other — ol that Sea which is called Archipelagur, 
o2 the Aegean Sea. 

6 The beſt ſoꝛt of thoſe Haggart Nalcons,hauc their beakes 
of the colour of azure. 

7 Thoſe ot Cypꝛus which are ſmall Hawks, and of aruſſct 
mayle,they are the moſt hardie and ventrous Hawkes of all 
others. 

Much moꝛe might be ſaid, as touching the Haggart, and 
Falcon Gentle, but foz that the Hawkes are dayly in hand 
view, and becauſe J hauea larger ſield to eare, which is to lay 
you done the manning of them, and ſuch things as are moꝛe 
neceſſarie toa good Falconer. J leaue it, and will pꝛoceede to 
the next kind of Falcon, which is the Tartaret oz Barbarie 

Falcon. As touching whoſe name and nature J meane 

to deliuer you, what J haue gathered as well out 
of the French Copie, as alſo boꝛrowed from the 
Italian, whome J do much reuerence as 
well fo; his language, as fo2 his 
rare and derpe deuiſe in al things 
wherein he doth deale. 
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They are not full ĩo large as the Tiercell Gentill, though 
ſozne men doe waite ofthe: wie of them, they ere red plumed 
vader the wing, ſtrong armed with long talons 4 ſtretchers, 
They are very ventrous vpon all kind offowles,and wil lie 
af any game that the Yaggart doth. With this Tartarot, oz 

Larbary Falcon, and the Yaggart alſo, you may fler all May 
and June, ſoꝛ they are Hawkes that are very ſlacke in mew⸗ 
ing at the fitſt, but when they once beginne, they mew x ſhedd 
their feathers very faſt, 


For what cauſe this Falcon is called aBarbary, 
or Tartarer Falcon, 


Heſe kind of Falcons are called Barbane Falcons, fo; 
that moſt commonly they make their paſſage thꝛough 
Barbary and Tunpſe, where they are taken moꝛe often tha in 
any ether place: As namelp, inthe Illes of Leuant,Candy,Ci- 
pꝛes and Rhodes, where theſe Hawkes do moꝛe frequent, and 
vſc then in any other Region, a the country men will ſoner 
take them, by endeauour if they may, then any Hawkes that 
are eyed in their Countrie. And truly 4 do not thinke, that 
in any other place, there are ſo many godCrane-flayers, as 
there are to be had in the Ille of Candy. The reaſon of it is,fo; 
that the Nobility and ſtates of the Country, are much moze 
enclined to keepe thoſe kind of Bawks that will kil the Crane, 
then any other people are elſewhere, and they doe enure and 
make their Falcons to that kind of game, moꝛethen to any o⸗ 
ther fowle, And ſurely you ſhall there haue excellent good 
Hawkes. 

Thus much it hath pleaſed mine Authoꝛ to waite of, and in 
commendation of the Barbarie Falcon: but here with vs in 
England, neuer ſaw o: heard ofthe p:zofe of thoſe hawkes, 
to be ſo god oz excellent, as by his repozt J find them. Sondꝛy 
other kind of Falcons pꝛoue better with vs here, as namely, 
the Falcon Gentle, the Baggart,and ſuch like,which eyther 
are paſſengers, oz bzought to vs from other . 2 
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Barbarie Yawk is muchlelle then eyther the Falcongenfle, 
o2 the Haggart, and therefoze J will onely follow mine Au- 
thoꝛ as touching her pꝛayſe, and ſo pꝛotede to the next kind ol

Sher hath a great bending beak, large nares,amaylelike vn- 
to a Laner, very long ſaples,and ſharpepointed,a train much 
like the Laner, a large fot,marble ſeared, blanke,ruſſet, and 
b:own plumed ag other Falcons be, moꝛe beautifull to the eye 
than any other kind of Falcon. 

Theſe kind of Hawkes are made to fle fromthe fiſte to the 
Heron,Crane,Goſe, Buſtard, and ſuch other like fowles . 
When they are mewed,they doe very much reſemble the Las 
ner, they doe not change the marble ſeare of the fote. Mheyz 
Tiercels,(whome we call Jerkyns) are had in great pꝛize, 
they are bzought from Keuant, Cypꝛes, Candy, and Alexan⸗ 
dꝛia, by Merchants. 

The Gerfalcons by repoꝛt, do moſt commonly Ey2eein the 
parts of Pꝛuſſia, and vpon the boꝛders of Ruſſia, and ſome of 
them come from the confines and mountaines of Noꝛwap. 
But moſt commonly they are taken about AlmaynePaſſebye 
es (as we tearme them)o2 paſſengers. 

With the Gerfalcon, pou map naturally fle all kinds of 
fowles, as J haue already waitten of the Haggart, and the 
Barbarie Falcon. 

Let it not diſcourage 02 amaze vou, that the Gerfalcon is ſa 
hard to be reclaymed and manned, foꝛ the fierceneſſe and har⸗ 
dines of their nature, is the only cauſe thereof, but in the end 
being once wonne, they pꝛoue excellent god Hawkes. 

They will ſit very vpꝛight and ſtately on the ſiſt. Theyꝛ 
beakes are blelv, and ſo axe the ſeaxes of their legs and fiete, 
their pounces and talons are very long, and in troth then will 

lightly refuſe to flee at nothing, Fg 
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ut my veing in $ulcowa,z ſaw ſond ie Gertalcons vene 
fayꝛe and huge Hawkes, and of all other kinds or Hawkes, 
that onely bird is there had in account and regard, and is of 
greater pꝛice then any other. The reaſon whereof q learned 
of certaine Engliſh S archants my country men, who tolde 
me, that the Emperoꝛs aieſtie luan Vazaluich, did vſe to ſlee 
the Rauen with acaſt of Gerfalcons.and take no ſlender plea⸗ 
ſure and delight therein. 

The Nauen truely is a monſtrous ſtrong flight, by meane 
ſhe is ol ſo great fozce and wight ol wing, 4 withall doth vſe 
to make ſo many turnes in the ayze, as you ſhall fee no other 
foule doe the like. Yet neuertheleſle as they told me, they had 
ſerne a caſt of Gerfalcons beate her in ſuch wiſe, asſhe& hath 
bene foꝛced to take the ſtand, and to peaxchin a Pyne oꝛ Fir 
tree fo2 her ſuccour and ſafety. But that ſhift little pꝛeuayles, 
fozno ſoner is ſhe pearched,bat pꝛeſently by commandement 
ofthe Emperour, each Pnſconte dꝛawing his hatchet from 
his backe, without which twle they neuer trauell in that toũ⸗ 
try) beſtoweth his fo:ce to the felling of the tree, wich is light⸗ 
ly done by meane of many hands, and the tenderneſſe of the 
timber,the hawkes all that while lying vpon their wings, lo, 
king foz their game: who finding the tree to fayle her, at the fal 
is dꝛiuen to truſt her wings again, and ſo by a freſh flight and 
new encounter, doth perld exceeding pleaſure to his Maieſtie, 
and ſuch as are in the field, and in fine,is ſlaine by her mightie 
aduerſaries the Gerfalcons,who moſt grerdily doe ſeaʒe vpon 
her, as their kind hath taught them to do. J imagine the flight 
to be very ſtrong, and truely the paſtime and pleaſure cannot 
be ſmall, but a game ſit fo2 ſuch a mighty Pzinceas his Maie⸗ 
ſtie is. Thus much of the Gerfalcon.

to all kind of fowle, as J haue already. repo2ted of the Hag⸗ 
gart and Barbarie Falcons, but not ſo ventrous and free to 
flee the Crane, oꝛ ſuch like game as the Haggart Falcon is. 
This Satre is a paſſenger, euen as the Yaggart Falcon is. 
No manis able truty to ſav, when ſhe eyꝛeeth oꝛ diſcloſeth, but 
at the Rhodes they ſay they come from the parts of Ruſſia, + 
Tartaria,and the Ocean ſea. Ther Sacres are taken in great 
number in the Jles of Leuant, Candice, Cypꝛes, 4 Rhodes, x 
foni2y other 3 lands in the Ocean ſea.

And ſome hold opinion that 
thoſe Laners that haue the largeft and beſt ſcaſoned heads, x 
the ſeare of the fot azure oꝛ blewiſh, be the Eyeſſes oz ſoare 
Hawkes, they are the beſt and choyſeſt Laners, 

With this Yawke may you flye the riuer, as well with the 
Laner as the Laneret, foꝛ they are both god, and likewiſe may 
you vſe them to other kinds of flights, and ſpecially to the 
field to kill the Partridge, the Feſant, the Hare, the Choffe, the 
Dabwe, and all ſuch fozt of leſſer fowle. 

The Lancr is notoner dainty of her feeding, but tan better 
b:oke groſſe and courſe victailes then any Falcon elſe can do. 

MPewed Laners and Sacres, are hardly knowne from the 
ſoare Yawkes,becaule they doe not change their plume. By 
theſe th2e& ſignes you ſhall beſt know the Laner. 

Tbep are moꝛe blancke Hawkes then any other, they haue 
leſſe beakes then the reſt, and are leſſe armed and pounted the 


other Falcons be. The Laners ol all Batkes are the fitteſt Addition. 


ſoꝛ young Faltoners, betauſe they will hardly take ſurfaits,x 
ſeldome be ouecfiowne oꝛ melt their greaſe.] 


Of the Italian Author. 


He Laners doe commonly Eyꝛein the Alpes that diuide 
Italp from Almaine: dine oſ them are reaſonable hawks, 
ſome of a middle ſute, and ſome leſle. Their heads axe white, 
flat aloft, blacke and large eyed, lender nares,ſhozt beake and 
thicke, and leſſex then the Yaggart Falcons, oz the Falcon 


gentle, 
They 
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They. are marble az ruſlet mailde, the bꝛeaſt featyers white, 
full of ret ſpots, the points and extremities of their feathers 
full ofround white dꝛoppes. Their ſayles and traynlong,thcy 
are ſhoꝛt legged, with a fot ſomewhat leſſe then the Falcons, 
marble ſcered;but bing mewed,they change the ſere of the 
fot to a yellow. 

ZheleYawkes will b:oke to ſler long on their wings alter 
their maner,and when they eſpie one that goeth abꝛoad with 
a @parowhawhke to the field, they pꝛeſently follow a couer the 
ſpaniels, ſo as no ſanet is the ſparowhawk caſt off to the par- 
tridge but if ſhee miſſe oꝛ coms ſhoꝛt of her game, the Laner 
ſtopeth with great nimblencſſe of wing, and eyther killeth the 
fowle,o2 otherwiſe enfozcethit to ſtope and fall anud the flight 
tothe ground. 

Pou ſhall neuer lightly ſee a Laner lie vpon the wings, af- 
terſhc hath flien to marke, but after one ſtouping, ſhe maketh 
à point, and then doth awaite foꝛ the ſowle after the maner of a 
Goſhawke:fo2 if ſhe miſſe at the firſt down⸗come, 02 kill not 
in the fte, ſhe is by nature ſo ſlothfull and dull, as ſhee will 

ſeeke the aduantage to her greateſt eaſe: and there ſoꝛe dooth 
commonly vſe vpon the queſting, and call ot the @panicls, to 
attend very diligently, and ſo to pꝛey at her pleaſure. 
They are highly eſteemed in France,x(as they ſay) ther made 
to the riuer, and there doe they vſe to fler with a cafte oꝛ leaſh 
of Laners to the bꝛooke, and ſometimes with the Laners and 
Lanercts together, and ſometimes doe fle the field with the 
Laner: but in Italy they doe not vſe this kinde ol Hawke at 
all. Mith vs in England this kind of Hawke is in pꝛice, but 
accounted very ſlothfull and hard metteld, ſ@ as vnleſſe you 
keepe a very hard hand vpon her,ſhe will doe little god, cleane 
contrary to the nature ofa Falcon gentle, who fo2 one god v- 
ſage will ſhew a freblecurteſie,andthe better ſhe is rewardcd 
the better wil ſhee flee: but ve the Lancer wel, and (hee maketh 
fender account thereof, but becommeth llothfull, and vnapt to 
lle eyther field, 02 riuer,

12 Falcon is tearmed a Tunycian,fo2 thato2dinarily x 
1 moſt vſually ſhe is found to ey2ein Barbarie, euen as J 
haue repozted to you, that theLanerdoth in France and others 
where. And becauſe Zunyceis the head and chiefe Citie in all 
Barbarie, and the Pzince and ſtate there, commoꝛant and moft 
abidin g, holding the Court there, and doe moſt chiefly vſe to 
flee with theſe kinde ol Falcons of all others, they are moſt 
chiefly tearmed Tunycians. 

The Tunycian map alſo be called a Punytian Falcon, foz 
that which we reade of the warres Punicke,againlt the Car- 
thaginenſes,being maintayned againſt the inhabitants of that 
plate, where now is ſituated Tunyce. 

The Tunycian is large, appꝛoaching neere the nature of a 
Laner, and very like in plume and male, and not vnlike foz 
the ſeare of her lot, but ſomewhat leſſe, and ol a longer ſlight: 
her head is large and round. 

They are excellent god fo2 the riuer, and will lye well vpon 
their wings, and flye the field well, as J haue ſaid befoze ofthe 
Kaner. They doe naturally take pleaſure to ſtrike and ſeaze 
vpon the Hare, and all other kind of pꝛey whatſocucr. 

This kind of Falcons is not ſoo2dinarie oz common in 

all parts and regions, as other hawkes are, ſane 
onely in Barbary and Tunpte. 
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of the Merlyn, 
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Pere is a kind of Falcon that is called a Perleyn. Theſe 

Merlyns are very much like the haggart falcon in plume, 

in ſeare of the ft, in beake and tallons. So as there ſemeth to 

be no ods02 differente at all betwirt them, ſaue only in the big⸗ 

neſſe, foꝛ ſhe hath like demeanure, like plume, ⁊ very like con- 

ditions to the Falcon, and in her kind is ol like courage, z there 
foze muſt be kept as choicely;and as daintily as the Falcon. 


Alluredly diuers of theſe Merlyns, berome paſſing good 
D 2 Mawkes 
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Hawks and verie ſkilfull, their pꝛoperty by nature is to kill 
Lhzuthes,Larks,+ Partridges. They flee with greaterfierce- 
nes,+mo2e hotely then any otherhawke of pꝛey. They are of 
greater pleaſure,and fullofcourage, but aman muſt make 
greater care,and take god herd to them,fo2 they are ſuch buſie 
t vnruely things with their beakes, as diuers times they cate 
off their own feet and tallons very vnnaturallp, ſo as they die 
of it. And this is the reaſon and true cauſe, that ſeldom oꝛ ne⸗ 
uer ſhall you ſee a mewed, oꝛ entermewed Merlyn. Foꝛ that in 
the meim they do ſpople themſelues, as J haue befoꝛe declared. 

My Italian Authoꝛ haththeſe woꝛds, bothof the ſhape and 
in commendation of the Perlyn. 

Zhc Merlyne is (ſaith he) of the ſhape of a Falcon, leſſe than 
the @parowhawke,moze nimble and wight of wing than any 
other Hawke, ſhe doth n ill all ſuch game and pꝛey as the Spa⸗ 
rowhawk doth vſe to ſlap, ſpecially ſmal birds, namelp Larks, 
Sparowcs and ſuch lcke, all which the doth purſue with extæ⸗ 
ding cruelty and courage. 

Oe is repoꝛted to be a Yawke of the fiſt, and not of the lure, 
albeit a man may it he will, make her to the lure alſo. hee is a 
very ventrous hawke and hardie, by this wee may comeaure 
it: Fo2 though ſhe be little bigger then a pigeon, pet notwith- 
ſtanding, ſhe will haz ard her ſelfe to flee the Partridge, the 
Qual, and ſuch other like fowles,moze large then her ſclfe, x 
willpurſuc them in fo cruell manner, as ſundꝛy times the fol 
loweth them, euen to the villages and townes, whether the 
ſillybirdes doe flee ſoꝛ ayde and reſcuc,from their naturall foe 
the Hawke. 

The Merlin is the only hawke ofall others, in whom as my 
authoꝛ affirmeth, there is no difference be twixt the male 4 fe- 
male, but pet by experience we find it othcrwiſe,fo2 the female 
is p largecbirdofthe two, moꝛe big then the other iu ſight. 

Some are of opinian,that Lydos, Hierax in Greek, f Levis 
eAccipiter in Latine, is our Perlyn of whom we ſpeake,+that 
thoſe birds of pꝛey whome Ar-/o:/ terxmeth Lever) to our 
iudgement ſhould be the erlyns, becauſe they ate the leſle 
Hawkes of all others that are tobe found. / 
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Fall birdes of p2ey that belong to the Falconers vſe, J 
know none leſlc then the Yobby,vnles it be the Merlyn. 

The Hobby is a Yawke of the lure, and not ofthe fiſt:alſo thee 

G is ofthe number of thoſe Hawkes that are hie flying e towze 

t Þawks,asthe Falcon,theLaner,and the Dacre be. Jfaman 

c be diſpoſed to deſcribe the Hobby, he cannot do better,no2 deale 

t moge axtificiallp, then to match 3 fo2 ſhape with the Sacre. 1

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Foz in gad faith there is but ſmall difference o; inequality bes 
twirt them, ſaue that the Satte is farre the huger birde. 

The p2operty of the Yobbye in all countries and regions, 
where they are cy2cd,o2 otherwiſe bꝛought, is to ſoar, and flee 
vpon the huntſmen and Falconers, ⁊ ſo to follow them verie 
watchfully,to the end that whe they ſpꝛing oꝛ put vpany ſmal 
birds, ſhe may ſtoope from her wings, and ſeaze on them, as 
on her pꝛey. And this is ſo o2dinarie a Hawk, x the pꝛadiſe that 
I ſpeak ot ſo general, as there is not the ſimpleſt bowꝛe o2 pea⸗ 
ſant but doth knowit. I can make no fitter noꝛ moꝛe apt com- 
parifon, then to reſemble the frye 4 ſmall fiſh of the ſea, being 
had in chaſe by the huger ſoꝛt of fiſh deſirous to deuourthem:ta 
the ſmall fowles and birds of the ayze,partued by the Hobby. 

Foz as ſwne as the ſilly fiſh that is chaſed by the Dolphin x 
ſuch like, do perteiue their ſafety to be nothing in the Element 
of water, where, vy God and Nature they are allotted tolius, 
eitſon haue they their recourſe to the ayze to ſaue themſelues, 
choling rather to lie at the mercy of the rauening ſea-foules.,. 
ſoaring vpon the water, then ts perlde themſelues in pꝛey to 
their naturall aduerſaries the fiſh: Cnen ſo the Hobbies per⸗ 
ceyuing the Huntſmen o2 Falconers in the fielde to hunt the 
poo2e Leueret,o2 flee the Partridge, do foꝛthwith accompanie 
them, ſoating vpon them, in hope to encounter ſome one ſmall 
bird oꝛ other, whom the honnds oꝛ ſpaniels ſhal by foztune put 
vp, t ſpꝛing by ranging the ſield. Then the Larks, r ſuch like 
ſmall faules, whoſe nature is not to bꝛaunch oꝛ take the tre, 
but altogether to liue vpon the ground, finding theielues purſu⸗ 
ed by the hounds ſpaniels to beguile tht̃, areenfozft to truſt 
to their wings to take the ayꝛt, a being there, finding theſelus 
moleſted by the Falconers Pobbies, doe make their choice x 
election to become a p2ey rather to the dogs, oꝛ ſecke mercy a⸗ 
mong the hoꝛſe legs, ſo to be ſurpꝛiſed altue, then to affic in 
the cnrteſie ot the truell Hobbies, and to be taken in their cru⸗ 
ell taltons, where they are moſt aſſured to dic the death... 

The Nobby is ſo nimble 4 wight of wing, that ſhee dares 
encounter the Crow,andto giue ſouſe fo2 ſouſe, —_— | 
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blow with him in the ayꝛe. ; TRAY 
This is a naturall and ſpeciall tricke that the doth vie, e- 
ſpying the Falconers in the field,ſhe doth follow them, and at- 
tend on them, but it is but foz a certaine ſpace,as though in ve⸗ 
tie deede ſhe had her limits and boundes pꝛeſcribed her, and 
appointed how frre he ſhould flee. Foz as ſame as ſhe lea- 
ueth them,ſhee p:eſently ſcourcth along the ſive of ſome groue 
A 


The Hobby hath a blew beake, but the ſeare of her beak and 
legges is yellow. The crynet oꝛ little blacke feathers vnder 
her eyes be very blacke, ſo as muſt commonly they continue 
and p2oceede from the beake to the templeso2 care burres, and 
in like manner is there an blacke ſtreak that deſcendeth 
to epther ſide of her goꝛge. As touching the toppe of the head 
if is betwirt blacke and yellow, but hath two white ſcames 
bpon the necke. The plumes vnder the goꝛge, and about the 
b:owes are reddiſh without ſpott oz dꝛoppe. Che plumes vn- 
der the belly(02 as J may beſt tearm them) the bzcalt feathers 
ae b:owne fo; the moſt part, and yet poudered with white 
ſpots as Ermines. All the backe, the trayne, and the wings 
are blacke aloft,ſhe hath no great ſcales vpon her leggs,vuleſſe 
it be a few that begin behind the th2ce ſtretchers and poun- 
chies, which are very largeinreſpect of her chat legs. Yer bza- 
ele feathers areengouted twixt redde and blacke. The pen- 
dant feathers(which are thoſe behind the thigh) are of a ruſtie 
and ſmokte verniſh complection. When a man ſeeth her ſoare 
aloft in the ayze,he wil iudge her vnder the winges, that her 
plumage and down,as well oſher wings as betwirt her legs 
is ruſſet and reddiſh mayled. | 

There are two fowles,whereofthe dne is called, ( 7a» Je 
blanche) lohich J take to be the Yarroheno2 capped Bite, and 
P other (blanche queue) the ring tayle, who do alwaies ſiee with 
her foz tompanꝑ, beating and ſouſing the Larks, and if happi⸗ 
ly they ſpie the Hobby encountring the Larke, whome they 
put and foꝛce tu her wings,itis — behold the —_ 
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that is betw xt this caſt of buſſarvs and the hawke. Foz their 
deſire and intent is to bereaue the ſilly hobby ol her p2ep : but 
the being nimble and wight of wing,encountreth withthem, 
entercepting the Larke from them, mauger their might, and 
ſond2y times they buckle ſo together, as you ſhal ſee them come 
tũbling down both J fear, one faſt griping e ſeaʒed on the other. 
Some would haue that this Hobby of whom J waite ſhould 
bee that bird whome Ayiſtotle calleth Hypowiorchis , and the 
Latines Subutoo:hut I am not of that mind, but that it ſhould 
rather be the Sacre! whome Ariſtotle doth meane. But let the 
learned reader iudge the controuerſie, Jam tolay down their 
natures and pꝛoperties, and not to decide any matter of con⸗ 
trouerſie, which indeed doth belong to the curious Falconer, 
and not to him that doth embꝛate moze the ſpoꝛt, then the vi- 
uerſity and oddes of ſperch, which in euery Art a man ſhalbe 
affured to find.

There 
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13 are (ſaith he) ſiue kinds of Autours oz Goſhawkes, 
ſpeaking oftheGoſhawkein the largeſt name nature , 
tompꝛiſed in that woꝛd Autour. 

Theficſt and moſt noble kind, is the female Gaſhawke, 
which is with vs moſt oꝛdinarilp in vſe. 

The ſecond is named a demy Autour,oz Goſhawke, as it 
were a kind betwirt two other ſoꝛts, and that is a ſpare ſlender 
hawke,and ot little regard, in reſpec of any god the will doe. 

The third is the Tyertell which is themale, oꝛ cocke to the 
Goſhawke,who doth ſlay the Partridge,x is not of ſufficient 
foꝛte to kill the Crane. He is termed a {Lyercclet,foz that there 
are moſt commonly diſcloſed the birds in one ſelfe ey2e&,two 
Hawkes,and one Tiercell. 

The fourth kindoof Autour is the Sparrowhawke, whoſe 
nature is to kill all kindofpzey that the Goſhawke doth,ſaue 
onely the larger ſoꝛt of ſowles. 

The fift kind is called S bech) whom the Egyptians term 
(S dach) which doth very much reſemble the Sparowhauke, 
but is teſſe then the S parowhalwke, and hath a very blew eye. 

There are ſund:y ſoztsof Goſhawkes, and thoſe bꝛought 
and conueped out of ſondꝛy fozraine parts and regions, but a⸗ 
mong them all, that Goſhawke that is bꝛed x ey: in Arme⸗ 
ma # Perſia,is the pꝛintipall beſt hawke, ꝛ then next to her in 
godneſſe,the hawkeof Greece,andlaſtly that of Aﬀricke. 

The hawke of Armenia hath her eyes green, but the beſt of þ 
kind is ſhe that hath blacke eyes, black plumes on her backe. 

The hawke of Perſia is large, well plumed, cleare and derpe 
tyed, with hanging and pendant eye-lids and bꝛowes. 

The Hawke of Greece hath a great head, well ſeaſoned, +- 
ſtrong necke, and is reaſonable well plumed. 

The Goſhawke of Atf.ike hath blacke eyes in her ſoarage, 
but being a mewed hawkezher eyes betome reddiſhaud fierÞ, 

At what times Vawks begin to fall to liking, which is at 
Cawking time, all birds of pꝛey do aſſemble themſelues with 
the Goſhawke,and do flocke together. As namely the Falcon, 
the Sacre, and ſuch other that liue on pzey, and rauine. * 
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And hereol it pꝛocœdeth that the Goſhawkes become ſo di 
uers in godneſſe,fo:ce, and hardineſſe, acoꝛding to the diuer- 
ſity of their choyce and cawking. 

The beſt Goſhawke ought to be waighty, and a heauy bird, 
as thoſe of great Arwexia be. 

In Syma they make choice of their hawkes,by the Paſſines 
t poyle of them, and do efteem the moſt weighty hawke foz the 
beſt: as fo2 the male i conditions they doe litle regard 02 pꝛize. 

Che blancke Goſhawkeis the largeſt, the fayzeſt # moſt apt, 
and eaſie to bee reclaymed, and withall the ſtrongeſt of all 
Hawkes ofthat ſoꝛt, fo2 ſhe can kill the Crane. And by reaſon 
the is eyꝛerd in a very hie and lofty place, e can beſt endure the 
told, which is moſt rife in the middle region of the ayꝛe, ther⸗ 
foꝛe is ſhee god to flee all fowles of that ſoꝛt and condition. 

The Goſhawke that doth encline r tend to a blacke male , 
and that hath ſuperfluous plumes on her head, reaching down 
her front oz foꝛehead, like a peruque 02 bozrowed hayze,that is 
a very fapꝛe Hawke foz beauty,but nothing ſtrong.

The good proportion and ſhape of a Goſhawke. | 

Hee ought to haue a ſmall head, het face long x ſtraightlike 

the Nulture oꝛ Cagle,a large wind pipe oꝛ thꝛoat, grrat cics 
deepe ſet, and the apple oꝛ middle part oi the exe blacke, nares, 
cares backe and fert, large and blancke, a blacke long beake, 
long necke, big bꝛeaſt, hard fleſh, long thighes, lleſhie, 2 viſtant 
one from the ot her, the bone of the legge and knee ſhoꝛt, bug 
and large pountes, and talons. 

The ſhape from the ſterne oꝛ traine fo the bꝛeaſt fo2ward, 
ought to grow to a roundneſſe. The icathers of the thighes to- 
wards the traine ſhould be large, and the traine leathers thozt, 
ſoft and ſome what tending to an yꝛon male.

The ſignes ofa god Goſhawke, are hautie courage, de- 
ſire and greedy luſt to ferde, olten tyzing and plucking of her 
meat, ſodaine ſnatching ol her fwd vpon the fiſt, gad enduing, 
and great fozce in aſſapling her game. 

The ſigne of boldnelle in a Goſhawke is this, tie her in an 
open light place, and after a while darken and obſcure it, by 
ſhutting ſome window, oꝛ ſuch like deuiſe, then touch her vp⸗ 
on the ſodaine at vnawares, if the then iumpe, and leape to the 
filt without feare oz aſtonithment, that is an aſſured ſigne of 
harvineſſe in aGoſhawke. 

The token ot foꝛce in a Goſhawke,ts this, fie diners Goſ⸗ 
hawkes in ſundꝛy places of one ſelf chamber 02 mew, and that 
Pawke that doth ſli e and melt hieſt and fartheſt of from her, 
vndoubtedly is the ſtrongeſt Hawke, foꝛ that one point decla⸗ 
reth and argueth a god ſtrong backe in the hawke. 

A token ol godneſſe and extellency in thoſe demie Go- 
ſhawkes,whome my Authoꝛ doth terme per-te Autouri) is to 
haue large andcleare e pes, a ſmall head, long necke,low, and 
cloſe plume oꝛ downe, hard fleſh, a grene ſere of her fte, 
large ſtretchers, and not nowtie o2.fleſhic, quicke enduing, 
lacge panell, and able to ſliſe farre from her when ſhee me w⸗ 
teth. The point of the beake to be blacke, is a very god ſigne. 


The ill ſhape of Goſhawkes.. 


L beit there bee a generall rule, that (cot triac ontruri- 
dineſcen ur) which is that one conttatie is known ſuł⸗ 
ficiently by the other, + therfoꝛe hauing made you full ſhew of 
the god ſhape of Golhawkes; the ill pzopoztion wil cafily ther 
by fall out,+ be difcerned of it ſelf without any further trauel, 
vet neuertheleſle following mine Authoz,Jthink it not amiſſe 
to decypher you the ill ſoꝛme of a Goſhawke:which is to haue 
A 
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a great head, a ſhoꝛt necke, to be thick and groſſe plumed, ſoft 
lle ſhed, ſhoꝛt thighed, long armed, ſhoꝛt tallons, tawnie hew⸗ 
ed, tending to blacke, and hard and rough vnder the foote, 

A Goſhawke that when ſhee is loſe in the houſe, flees ag 
though ſhe were at large and liberty, bꝛeaking out of a mew, 
hauing great groſſe ſeathers, epes as red as blod, that is e- 
uermoꝛe bating, and being ſet on the pearch, offereth to flee at 
the face of a man, ſuch a Hawke ifſhee bee kept low in fleſh 
cannot be boꝛne on the filt;ifſhe bee hie and full of fleſh,ſhe 
will not then abide with her keeper,but rangle g gad: where⸗ 
foze of ſuch Hawkes, there is no account to be made at all. 

A fearefull Goſhawke is hardly to be reclaimed and mã⸗ 
ned, fo2 the feareſhee hach, will al wayes cauſe her to refuſe 
the fiſt and lure, and make her checke, and not willingly re⸗ 
papꝛe to any deuiſe where with ſhe is called and rappeld, al⸗ 
ter her flight, which is a very greati nconuenience in a Gol⸗ 
hawke, and no ſmall hinderance to the ſpoꝛt of him that ſhall 
happen to haue ſuch a fearefull Hawke: foz commonly vn- 
leſle they be firſt fond ofthe keeper, and in loue with the call, 
they will not flee their game to the liking of theirowner;and 
the tediouſnes in comming bythem againe after the flight, 
doth bꝛeed foꝛgetfulnes of the paſtume, how god! and deleda⸗ 
ble ſoeuer it were beloꝛe. 

That Geſhawke that hath pendant plumes ouer her eyes, 
and as they ſay in the Country) whoſe feathers hang in her 
light, the white of whoſe eye ts very watriſh and blanck, that 
is red mayld, oꝛ bꝛight tawny, hath the moſt aſurcd token 
that may be of ill conditions, and is not like to bee well com⸗ 
ming. But if happily ſuch aBawke fall once to bee god, ſhe 
will then pꝛoue a palling Hawke. 

Sometimes (though very ſeldome) do wee ſe a Goſhawke 
of bad ſhape, and in condition clean contrary to thoſe ſignes 
that ought to bee lokt fo2 in a god Goſhawke, pꝛoue light, 
luſty, able to hold out and maintaine her flight, and ſuch a 
one as will very well ſlay the greater ſoꝛt of lowles 

The Goſhawkes pꝛeyis the Fezant, the Mallard, the —

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Goſe,the Hare, andConie: beſides al which, the wilftrike 
ventroufly,and ſeaze on a Kidde oz Goat, and keepe hun play 
lo long, as the dogs at length ſhall come in to aſſiſt her and 
further the lall ot it, which doth manifeſtly decipher the great 
ineſtimable courage aud valour of the Bawke. 


Out of the French Ihaue collected this concer- 
ning the Goſhawke, 


Ome men haue thought, and beene of this reſolute mind, 
the(Anutour)o2 Golſhawke hath bene of the kind of a 
Uulture, foz the affinity and neareneſſe of their tearmes and 
names: fo2 (Autour)in the trench, is that Hawke whom ws 
call the Goſhawke,and (Uautour) is the Uulture, which 2. 
tearmes as pou ſce, dꝛaw very neare to one ſpgch. 
Some ather haue been ol opinion, that betwirt the Goſhawk 
and Dparowhawke,is no ods oꝛ difference in nature, ſaue on⸗ 
lyurreſpect ot the hugeneſle of that one, and the ſlenderneſſe ol 
the other: but my purpoſe is to treat of the Goſhawke ſeue⸗ 
rally from the Sparowhawke,andlo to p2oceeds to the par⸗ 
winhawke, of whome J will waiteacco2ding ta the French & 
Italian Authoꝛs, in a ſeuerall Chapter by it ſelfe,toanoidethe 
confuſion, which otherwiſe might happen in that behalſe. 
The Goſhawkets euer moꝛe regarded than her Tiercell, 
fo2 the males oꝛ cockes among Hawkes and birds of pꝛep, doe 
make euident pꝛole, and ſhew to the exe, of their difference fro 
the females and Hawkes. 
Againe we may with eaſe diſcerne the Soſhawke from her

The Falconers x Oſtregers, haue to theſe two ſoꝛts, added 
a third kind as J ſaid befoꝛe) whome they tearme the Demy- 
goſhawke,as abird indifferent, betwirt the other two. 

Both kinds of them are moꝛe hie, and longer armed, then 
tyther the Falcon, oꝛ Gerfalcon : they are hawkes of the fiſt, 
and (as we call them) round winged Hawkes, quite Om 
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to thoſe J wꝛote of befoꝛe, all which are Hawkes of the lure, 
and long winged Pawkes,otherwife called Towze hawkeg, 

The Yawke( J meane the temale) is very much like the 
Eagle in mayle,andifwemay make bold to compare þ lefte 
with the larger, ſhe hath a moze ſtately high necke then the 
Eagle, t of a moꝛe red 92 vꝛon mayle, the ground of her plume 
and downe tending to a red colour. 

Thoſe Goſhawkes that are of Slauonia, are god at al ma- 
ner of game, large, hardy, x fayze plumed, their tongs blacke , 
and their nares great and wide. 

There are Goſhawkes, whome the Italians call Abiſen, 
oꝛ hawkes ofthe Alpes, which are much vſed in Lombardie,x 
Tuſcane, they are moze thick the they are long, ſierte, hardy. 

But thoſe Goſhawks that our Oſtregers haue now a dates, 

are chiefly conueied out of Almapne, hauing their eyes g the 
ſeare ofthe beake,as alſo of their feet and legs yellow, contra- 
rie to the Gerfalcon, whoſe ſcare is blew and azure. 
Their traines are garniſhed with large dꝛoppes o2 ſpottes, 
troſling the feather,party blacke,and party gray, as alſo the 
plumes of the necke and head are mioꝛe towards a ruſſet, and 
powdzed with blacke, but thoſe of the thigh, and vnder the 
belly oz pannell, are other wiſe marked, foꝛ they are not full ſo 
vellow, hauing round dꝛops on them, not much vnlike thoſe 
that are on the Peacockes traine. 

The Goſhawkes of Almayne are not very fapꝛe, though 
they be large Hawkes, redmapled, and yet not hardy. 

There are ſundꝛie of them good in their ſoarage but being 
once mewed pꝛoue nothing wozth:there be diuers of them ta⸗ 
ken in the foꝛꝛeſt of Arde, and in ſundꝛie places of Almapne. 
The Grecks haue called the Goſhawke Hierax, the Latines 
Accipuer flellaru, und the Jtalians Aſtuy. 

Thus much haue J collected out of another French authoꝛ, 
as neceſſarily belongiug to the deſcription of the nature ot a 
Goſhawxk, becauſe you ſhall ſec the ſeuerall opinions ot ſundzy 
waiters,and gather to pour owne vſe, what ſhall occurre and 
thwart beſt with your liking, loz it is not the mayle and plums 
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ofthe Hawke that Jſogreatlyregard, o2 doe meane to ſfand 
vpon, as themakin diſeaſes, and cures of the

The Goſhawke of Ki and Sarmatia, is a large and 
huge Hawke, the moſt part of them are blanke Hawkes, and 
taken vp of great Pzinces and Nobles ſkates, they are apt x 
able to dor any thing that may be loked foꝛ from Yawkes of 
that kind. Py ſelichaue ſcene great ſto2c of them in the Citie 
of Moeſqua, which is the chiefe Dukedome of all & . The 
Mo ſcovites and Jartarians do vic to fle with thoſe Goſhawks 
at the bꝛanke, and there do beat vp the fo wle with the dzumme, 
without which you ſhall ſeldome ſ& a Boparon (as they 
tearme them) which is a Gentleman, ride at any time.

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] Will now \vzite ſomewhat of the Sparowhawke, foz that 
ſhe is in hei k nd, and to2 that game that her ſtrength wil 
giue her leaue to kill, a very god hawke, and much vled in 
France, And beũdes, he that knewes wel how to manne, re⸗ 
clayme, and flee with the Sparowhawke, may eaſily know 
how to kæpe, and deale with a!lotherYawkes. Pozeouer, 
t is a Yawke that ſerues both winter and ſummer, with 
great plcaſure,and the game that thee fleeth is ozdinarie,and 
tommon to bee had, and ſhe will generally flee at all kinde of 
game moze then the Falcon,o2then any other kind ofhawke 
will. And the winter Spaiowhawke, if ſhe pzoue god, will 
kill the Pye, the Jap, the Chough,the Wodcock,theThzuſh, 
the blacke-birde , the Nelfarc, and ſundzy other (oztes of 
irdes.

The good ſhape and proportion of a 
Sparowhawkc, 


—— are ot diuers plumes, ſome are ſmall plu⸗ 
med, e blanke hawkes,otherſom of a larger feather, which 
are not ſo god in our opinion as foz their ſhape. The 
Hawke that is well ſhapt is large and ſhozt, with a ſlender 
heade, large, and bꝛoade 8 „ bigge armed, large

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and wide fanted, and blacke mayld, with a god great beake, 
her eyes ſomewhat hollolo and derpe ſet, blanke eye-lids, the 
ſeare of her beake twixt greene and white, a high bigge necke, 
lang wings, reaching quite athwart the body of the Bawke, 
fo as the point ol the wing met with the toppe of the trayne 
very neare,andthather traine be not ouer long, but ofa reaſo⸗ 
nable b2oad feather,ſharpe pounces, ſmall and blacke, and 
euermoꝛe well diſpoſed to fæde hungerly,and with great ap- 
tite. 

2 The Nyaſle Hawke is god, and will come to the fiſte very 
well, and not lightly ſoare a wap, oꝛ be loſt. 

The Soare hawke is hard to bee manned, but will pꝛoue 
god, if ſhee will once bꝛooke company: this Pawke, fo2 that 
ſhe hath pꝛeyed fo? her ſelfe, is veryventrous and hardy. 

The beſt Sparowhawkezis that Hawke whome wee call 
the bzauncher.

What kinds of Sparowhaukes there are. 


ere are Sparowhawkes, whome the Italians call (4; 

vcutumig li which are large and long Hawkes, with a 

great beake, large fot, and with 12. feathers in the traine. 
Thoſe Hawkes are excellent to flee any kind of game. 

There are other called $/avo» Yawks,god fo: all purpoſes 
and full of hardines, long and large Hawkes, hauing a great 
long beake, and blacke bꝛeaſt feathers. 

There are others of Calabria not very large, but of great 
courage, plumed like the Quaile, that will doe acco2ding as 
they ace taught and manned. 

There be Sparowhawkes eyꝛecd in Cora, i bꝛought from 
Sardinia, ſmall Hawkes, bꝛowne oz canuas maylde, that will 
flee very well. 

Thoſe of Alanis arc very ſlender, and nothing god. 

The Vawkes of Verona, and Vicentia, are of meane ſize, 
and many of them doe pꝛoue to be gad Hawkes. _ 

ere 
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There be Þparowhawkes called e Alpiſannof the Alpes, 
that are large, wight ol wing, ana ventrous to fler any kinve 
of lowle. 

There are others ey2&din the vale of S441, ofa reaſonable 
ſlze, xullet mayld,enterniedled with golden ſpots,02 d2oppes , 
like the Turtle, thoſe be very god to flee great towles. 

There is one other kind of Sparou haus, ev:ad in Berg a- 
maſca, in a vallie called the Black vale,neare the confines of 
Doltolina, ſiender Hawkes, bꝛowne mayld, god to be manned 
and reclapmed, and thoſe axe the pꝛincipalleſt of all other Spa⸗ 
rowhatwwkes. 

J do not here in this place deale exacly of the mayles, and 
plumes of theſc kind of hawkes, in part, to2 that the hawkes 
are of ſundꝛy and ſeuerall plumes, acco ding to the diuerſity 
of countries and regions where they are ep2ced:and part, foꝛ 
that the hawks themſelues are fo o2dinauly in vſe, as it were 
to be eſtermed but a ſuperſluous lab ur, to waſte much time 
therein, in penning ol that, which is in the opinion of men) of 
no great impoꝛtante. y chiefe care and induſtry ( if health 
allow me leaue, and ſickneſſe to much offend not my caſe ) 
ſhall conſiſt in the reclapming and manning or all theſe kinds 
of Halbkes, accoꝛding to their natures and pꝛoperties, and in 
diſplaying the meanes to fler with them, and to kerpe them, 
both foz the field, and bꝛooke. And after that, in declaration of 
their diſeaſes, oꝛdinarily incident vnto their kindes, and the 
beft remedies fo2 the ſame, which (J doubt not) are the onely 
and chiefeſt points that the diſcrat and learned reader will 
accept from mee, and ſuch as will moſt ſtand him in ſteade 
that doth meane to deale with hawkes. Miherefoꝛe J thus 
make the Epilogue and cencluſion of the firſt part ofmy trea⸗ 
tiſe and collection, whereinarecontayned all the kinds, names, 
and the cauſes of thoſe names, of all ſuch Yawks and birds of 
pey às are moſt in vſe, and regarded among noble men and 
gentlemen at theſe dayes, crauing the Reader to beſtom no 
leſſe god liking vpon the tranflation and collection hereof (if 
it inany part deſerue it) than J haue employed trauell and 
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paines inthe true ſearch and examination of the ſane, both 
out ofthe French and Italian Authoꝛs, where J muſt con- 
feſſe, I haue not tranũlated Verbatim, andby woꝛd oꝛ line 
what J found, (foꝛ then had Jnot dealt ſo exactly as x now 
haue done, ſoꝛ that q found ſond2y thinges not ſo well agræ⸗ 
ing to our humoꝛs and vſe, ) but haue taken my pleaſure of 
them, in making choyce of the chieleſt matter, which did oc⸗ 
curre in them, hoping that the moꝛe my paines haue been, the 
leſſe ſhall be mine offence, and the greater the liking of the 
Reader, and the better his acceptance: which if J find, both 
J foꝛ my trauell,ſhall thuike m (clic ſuſficientiy guerdoned, 
and the care rull Pꝛinter deeme both his coſt and charge well 
employed, being meant, tothe benefite and pleaſure ot his 
natiue Countrymen, whoſe auayle he chiefly reſpeacth hep 
in, and not any great aduantage that ſhall pꝛiuatelp fall out 
to him,

Of the Matagaſſe. 


Voughthe Patagaſſe bee a Yawke of none account, o: 

pꝛite, neyther with vs in any vie, pet neuerthelcde, foꝛ 
that in my deuiſion J made recitall of hex name, accoꝛding to 
the French Authoꝛ, from whence J collected ſundꝛie of thoſe 
points and documents, appertapyning to Faiconrie : J thinke 
it not beſide my pur poſe, bꝛietly to deſcribe herre vnto you , 
though J mult needes confcfſe,that where the Hawke is of ſo 
fender value, the defimifton,o2 rather deſcription of her na- 
ture and name, muſt be thought of no great regard. 

The tape ot her is this. 

Shce is beaked and headed like the Falcon, her plume is of 
two colours, her bꝛeaſt white,her eye, veake, and fte blacke, 
a long blacke traine, her flags and long feathers partly blacke, 
and white, and the colour of thoſt tcathers the changeth not, 
though ſhe mew neuer lo okt. 

Her 
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Her leeduig is vpon Kattes, Squirreils, and Liſards, and 
ſoinetune vpon cectaine birdes the doth ve to pzey, whome 
ſhe doth int cappe and deceiue by flight, fo2 this is her deui e. 

She will ſtand at pearch vpon ſome tree oꝛ poſte, and there 


make an exceeding laàmentable crye, and extlamation, ſuch 


as birdes are wonte ts doe, being w:onged, oꝛ in hazarde of 
miſchie s, and all to make other iow!es belieue x thinke that 
ſhe is very much diſtrelled, and ſtandes necbe full of ayde, 
whervpon the credulous ſellie birdes do flocke together pꝛe⸗ 
ſently at her call and voice, at what time ii any happen to 
appꝛoach neare her, ſhe out of hand ceazeth on them, and 
deaoureth chem, (ungratefull lubtill fowle) in requitall of 
their ſumplicity and pains, 

Theſe hawks are in no accompt with vs, but poze ſimple 
fellows and peaſants /ometines do make them to the fifte, 
and beeing reclaimed atter their vnſkilivil manner, do beare 
them hoved, as Falceners doe their other kinds of hawkes 
whome they make to greater purpoſes. 

Heere J endot this hawke,becauſe J neither accompt her 
woꝛthe the name ora hawke,in whome there reſteth no va- 
lour oꝛ hardines, ne pet deſeruing to haue any moꝛe wꝛitten 
of her pꝛopertie and nature, moꝛe than that ſhe was in mine 
Authoꝛ ſpeciſied, as a member ot my diuiſion, and there re⸗ 
puted in the number of long winged hawks. Fo2 truelp it is 
not the p2operty of any other Hawke. by ſuch deuiſe and co⸗ 
wardly wile to come by their pꝛey, but they loue to winne it 
by mayne foꝛte ol winges at randon, as the round winged 
hawkes doe, oꝛ by ire ſtœping as the hawkes ot the Tower 
doe moſt commonly vie, a the 3 alten, Gerfalcon, Sacre, 
Geilyn,and ſuch like which doe lie vpen their wing, roving 
in the apꝛe, and rufe the lo wle, oꝛ kill it at the encounter. 

I tannot ſay, that at any time J haue ſcene this kinde of 
Hawke neyther in any ble read of her natu:e aꝛid diſpoſi⸗ 
tion, as I haue here made mention oi it, aue onely in my au⸗ 

5 who waiting of 5falconvie, was ſo bold as to rauke her 
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among other Yawkes of greater account and value, and in 
Geſner, where he treateth of all kind ofbirdes and fowles, 
where J remember well J bane read of the name and nature 
of the Patagaſſe, and there haue ſeen her p2opoztion x ſhape 
ſet down in colours,ſuch as I haue befoze declaredyou in this 
d in mpiudgement, no oddes 02 diffe⸗ 
rente to bee found betwirt Geſnerus 
deſcription, and mine Authozs, 
in that behalfe.

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The Second Part or Booke of this Collecti- 


Certaine ſpeciall points neceſſarie for a Falconer,or Ofire- 


ger, collected out of the Italian Author, 
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cat elp, and with which late, becauſe all Hawkes ate not dif 
ro ed oꝛ mettcld alike. UGhecetozethe firſt and ſpeciall ob⸗ 
ſeruation is, to note the natur all inclination and diipoũtion 
ot his hawkes un that behalte. 

Then next is it neceſſacie foꝛ him to be fond ouer his hawk, 
patient, and withall carefull to keepeher cleane out oi lyſe, 
mytes, and all ſuch other diſeaſes, as J ſhall hereafter treate 
of in the latter part of this collemon, with ſuch remedics,ag 
I ſhall lay downe io2 eucne griefe. And of the two, ha 
mult rather keeve his Hawke gie, and full of fleſh,than pwꝛe 
and low. Beſides that, this is one generall rule, which by 
experience vou ſhall ftud to be moſt true, that all kindes of 
hawkes ate moꝛe ſubtect to infirmifies, being poꝛe and low, 
then when they are luſty and full in fleſh. 

Euerp night, after he hath flyen with his Hawke the day, 
eyther at the field oꝛ bꝛolte, he muſt giue his hawke caſting, 
ſomewhiles plumage, ſome other while pellets of Cotton, 93 
ſuch like, z again, ſomtimes ſome one medicine oz other, acoꝛ⸗ 
ding as by her caſting, oꝛ mewte, hee ſhall percepue her to 
ſtand ner de full thereof, which point J will moze at large de⸗ 
ſcribe in another place, pꝛoper and peculiar to that matter. 

Euery night hee muſt not foꝛget to make the place vente 
cleane vnder the pearch, ſo as he map both finde the caſting 
of his Hawke, and be certainely aſſured whether ſhe hath al⸗ 
ready caſt oꝛ not, whereby he may the better iudge and diſcern 
her ſtate. Foz by the caſting is found, whether the Hawke do 
need eyther vpward oꝛ downcward ſcewz2ings, 02 ſtones, 0; 
any ſuch like remedy. 

Ve muſt remember euerp euening to tpe out his hawkea 
weathering, ſaue onely in ſuch dapes, as ſhe hath bathed be 
foꝛe, fo2 becauſe then the taking ouermuch moyſture , will 
bꝛerd her a thouſand euils, and inconuentences. Foz ſuch 
euen ings as ſhe hath bathed the day, ſhee ought of right to 
be placed in ſome warme chamber on a pearch, with a candle 
burning by her, where ſhee mult fit vnheded, if ſo ſhe be gentle 

and 
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and not rammage, to the end ſhe may tricke het ſelfe, and re- 
iopte by enoyling her alter the water, beloꝛe ſher fice againe. 

Euerp moꝛning earely he muſt not foꝛget to ſet her ant to 
wether her, where il ſher haue not already caſt, ſhe may taſt, 
and there keepe her hoved, till ſuch time as on goe to the 
field. 


In fieding his hawke, he muſt beware of giving her tw 
ſo:ts of meat at one time ta goꝛge her neyther muſk 
he giue her ſuch fleſh,as hath any cuill ſauour, i is not ſwerte, 
but muſt reſpect to allow her wholeſome meates fo2 b:eding 
ill diſeaſes. Foz hawkes are dainty birds in their kind, and 
the moze tobe conſidered of when they are in hand vnder a 
Falconers keeping and vſage,becauſe they were wont to pꝛey 
fo; themſelues at liberty,and therein follow ſuch law and oꝛ⸗ 
der, as nature had pꝛeſcribed them, but being reſtrayned, the 
courſe of kind is quite altered in them, and therefoze the grea- 
ter art and regard to be vſed fo; Art muſt ſupply the 
reſtraints of kind by cunning. 

He muſt beware, ifhappily he haue occaſion of neceſſarie 
buſinefſe,athis departure from home, not to leaue his hawke 
tyed on a pearch of any great height from the gronnd, fo2 fearc 
ofbatingand hanging by the heeles, foz then erther twill Mer 
caſther go2ge,o2 otherwiſe ſpoyle her ſelle: but ſhee muſt bee. 
placed on a low blocke oz ſtone, and if there bee moꝛe hawkes 
then one, they mull beſondzed ſo far one fr the other as they 
may not appꝛoach oz reach one the other, neyther with beake, 
lalons,o; othertwile,becauſe that naturt is to bite,andbuckle 
together,if they come within reach. 

When he add2eſſeth him to make his flight with his Fal- 
ton, it is behonefull fo; him to haue all her fellow Falconers, 
g ſuch as haue hawkes in the field,to ſet down their hawkes 
on the ground, to bee in the mozereadineſſe to aſſiſt him in 
— gy tye themſure,foz feare of,ill accidents that 
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ſo placing the reſidue ofhis company, and thcirhawkes?2 as 
they may fice eke without any encounter, which is not onen 
the lefſe ofthe fo wle, andhinderance to their ſpoꝛt, but alſo 
the zune and ſpoyle oftheir hawkes on both parts. Ve mull 
be carelull that his hawke keepe her gate, and flee it god, ſo as 
in no wiſe hee plucke her not downe,noz make her bate of her 
pitch. 

He muſt alwayes be aſſured to haue mummy in powder in 
his bagge in a readine le, whatſoeuer ſhould happen, with 
ſuch other medicines as J ſhall hercafter treate of,fo2 that it 
may ſo fall out, as his hawke may recciue a b2wſe at the en- 
counter of a fowle. Poꝛeouer hemuſt not be unfurniſhed of 
Aloes waſht, Cloues, Putmegs, @affron, caſting, cryance, 
and ſuch like neceſſary implements. Andhe muſt remember 
that his Aloes be ſhiaing and cleare, fo; then is it of the beſt 
ſoztofAlces. 

Laſtly, hee muſt be able to make his lures, hoodes, of all 
ſozts, Jeſſes, Buets, s other needefull furniture ſuʒ his hawk; 
and muſt not be without ſtoꝛe thereof to allow his betters and 
ſtates in the field, if happily they want any ſuch deuiſes. Yee 
cannot well be without his coping Irons, to tope his hawkes 
beake il it be ouergrowne, which will be a hinderance to her 
feeding, and to cope her pounces and talons, ifneed be. Yee 
muſt haue his cauterizing buttons, and other pꝛon oz ſiluer 
toles, to cantenze oꝛ burne his hawkes if cauſe require ſuch 
cure Fo2haning all theſeneceſſaries, and deing as J haue : 
will tell you, all his game ſhall ſucterde and ſozt well, her ber 
aſſured that foꝛ the moſt part of god paſtume in the field, ohen 
other ignoꝛant groms ſhall both lack ſpoꝛt, loſe their hawks, 
the greateſt cozſie that may happen to a gentlemã that loues 
the game. Let theſe few aduertiſements 4 inftructions ſuffice 
in this place, it other points neceſſarie notreatedhere,be remi⸗ 
bꝛed at the full in any other part ofthis bone, A craue but 
thanks fo2 my paines, curteſie at the Falconers handes, foz 
whole learning and pleaſure J partly and chiefly wzote _ 
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The firſt inſtruction is, how to make a Falcon, and cther 
Hau kes fle eing, attet the opinion of lean de 
Ftauchiers. 


— your hawke be taken on the fiſt and hodded, then 
let her be watched thꝛee dayes and nights, beioze you vn- 
hode her, and feede her alwaycs hoded in an caſie rufter hod. 
At the end of thee dayes you may vnhoode her, and feedc her 
vnhooded, and when ſhee is fed, hoode her againe, ſo that ſhe be 
not vnhoded but whe pou fed her) vntil ſhe know her meat : 
then wh en ſhe beginneth to be acquainted with vou, hood her 
and vnhoode heroftentimes , to the endſhee may the better 
abide the hwd.1But vſe her gently, and be patient with her at 
the firſt,and to the end your hawkemay be the better manned 
the ſoner reclaimed, you ſhall do well to beare her common 
ly nplaces where moſt people doe frequent,x4 where moſt ex- 
erciſes are vſed And whenſheis wel manned,make her come 
alittle to the fiſt foꝛ her meat. And when you haue ſhewed her 
the pearch oꝛ ſtocke and tyed her vpon it, put with her vpon 
the ſaid pearch oꝛ ſtocke ſome Pullet,o2 other quicke fowle ag 
often as you may, and let her feed thereon at pleaſure vntill 
the bereaſonably goꝛged, and doe in like manner vpõ the lure 
untill ſhoe know it perfectly. Afterwards you map giue her 
moꝛe liberty, and lure her with a cryance, luring her twice a 
day further and further off. And when ſhe is thzoughly 
lured, vou ſhall teach her to flee vpon you, vntil ſhee know 
both how to get to her gate, and to flee round vpon you. 
Then ſhall vou caſt her out ſome quicke Fowle, and when 
te hath taped and ſeazed vpon it, you ſhall ſuffer her to 


pune it,andtofotit at herplealuce, giuing her a reaſona- 


gaꝛge thereon, as is befo2e ſaid, and continuing alwayes 
toreward her vpon the ſaid lure, in ſuch ſoꝛt that ſheeneucr 
indthe lure without ſome reward fyed vpon if, and by 
that 
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that meanes ſhee will alwayes loue the lewer and her keper 
well, and wil not lightly rangle oꝛ be loſt. Thus you map cons 
tmue her foꝛty dapes o2 there abouts, and then you map flex 
with her ſafe inough.1Butbefoze you ſo do, let herbeſkowzey 
and bathed,and fed withcleane meat, and wel waſhed, giuing 
her caſting euery night, euen as men vſe to giue fleing 
Makes. 


The manner of fleing with Hawkes, as well to 
the field, as to the Riuer, and firſt to the ri- 
ver, according as Martine teacheth. 


Ou muſt vnderſtand that the riuer hawkeought to be let 

into the wind, and aboue her pꝛey to get the vantage of 
her gate, and to be at her pitch: then ſhall you make in to 
wards the pꝛey. And when they are got vp to their full pzide, 
runne vpon the fowle,and land them, laying them out fun 
ofthe water, and if you fayle in doing thereot, then you ſhould 

take downe pour hawke tvith ſome pullet, Pigeon, oꝛ o⸗ 
ther quicke fo wle, to teach, and the better to win 
ſuch hawkes as are but lately entred, vntill 
they know their pzey, and their fleeing 
perlectip. 
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here is another manner of fleeing, which is called the 
flight at the Bearon,this is the nobleſt flight of all othery, 
Fo2 the Hawke ought to be well lared and well trayned ts 
gette vp to an high gate, and therewithall ſhe muſt wel know 
a quicke fowle, and ſuch a Falcon as is apt to flee, the Bes 
ron ſhould not be flowen with, to any other kind of fowl, 
but onely to the Hearon moſt commonly. Foz almuch ag 
amongſt all other flights, there is no ſuch mountey mate, 
noꝛ ſuch fo:ce vſedas in the flight at the Hearon, and therfoꝛt 
reaſon would that ſuch Falcons ſhould not be flowen withal, 
e2 inured to any meaner 02 leſſe pzey than the Hearon. An 
if a Hawke bee a god Hearoner, it is ſufficient, and if afte; 
pour Hake haue flowen the Hearon, pou ſhould let her la 
any other ſleighter fo wle oꝛ pzey, Sher will lightly (by your 
owne default) betome a ſlugge and take diſdaine, in ſuch ſozte 
that ( where befoze ſhee was a god Yearoner)ſhee will ber ſom 
moꝛe, and will turne to her owne eaſe, ſo that ſhe& will m 
uer care to flee the Hearon. Fo2 aſmuch as ſhe will giue hn 
ſelfe to pꝛey vpon fowle,that is moꝛe eaſie to reach, and vil 
ſoꝛget oꝛ fozeflow her valianthardineſſe, the which is much 
to be lamented, if a man haue once a god YVearoner,anddo(s 
ſpill her. Neuertheleſſe you may ſice with the Sacre all n 
ner of fowie moꝛe eaſily thau with any other kind of Bawke, 
becauſe ſhe is alike common to al ſowle, euen fo is ſhe han 
to be made, and of a hard and dull capacity, but deſpaire nt 
therefoꝛe, fo? in the end they pꝛoue god, if the Falconer takt 
ſuch paines with them as he ought ta doe. 
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For the fliglit to tie fie Id as Xlaſter Aue Caſſian 
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Dme kinde of Yawkes there bee which are made foz th 
field. Foꝛ aſmuch as there be ſom men which delight mon 
ta haue Hawkes foz the field than foꝛ the riuer, the Hatun 
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which are god to flee the field, are firſt entred by the Spa⸗ 
niels, and aſwell accuſtomed to know them by the heare # 
p;opo2tion, as they know their p:ey by the feather 4 flight: 
andſecondarily, they are alſo entred by cuſtomary know- 
ledge of their pꝛey, and therfoꝛe it is not lightly poſlible that 
this kind of paſtime ſhould be perfectly handled, vnleſe the 

and Hawkes beſo well acquainted andknowne one 
to the other, that each of them doe loue others, foꝛ although 
naturally t he Hake be hardly entred to become familiar 
with the dogges, and will not lightly, noꝛ at the firſtloue the, 
yet maruaile you not thereat, foꝛ in the end all field hawkes 
will loue them, and become familiar with them, but to bꝛing 
that to paſle, vou muſt continually beare vour hawk amongſt 
Spaniels, and acquaint her with them, that ſhe may the bet⸗ 
ter abide them, and that being done, the oftner that your 
Hawke fice the field, the truer you ſhall find mine opinion: & 
ſurely you may eaſily haue god hawkesto the field, if you 
kope them in god oꝛder and diet as reaſon requireth, giuing 
them vpon their firft,ſecond,andthird pꝛey, a reaſonable god 
goꝛge, and afterwardes you may Wwichdzaw and abate pour 
reward by little and little, to make your Hawke the eaſier 
toꝛget it, fo2 by that meanes vou ſhall make your Hawke 
know her liue fo wle the better, if you reward her with the 
head and bꝛaines of the fowle taken, and ſo of cuery one 
which he ſhall day, vntillyou would giue her a goꝛge, at time 
andhow2e conuement,and by that meanes, vou may haue a 
god field Yawke vnleſſe the fault be your owne.

F you would haue pour Hawke hardy, kœpe her often 
times all day long vpon your fift, and feede her with Pul- 
lets fleſh earelyin the moꝛning, aſmuch as ſhall bee ſufficient 
foꝛ a beaching, that done, ſet her ab2oad in the Dunne, with 


water beloꝛe her, to the end ſher may bath when ſhe wil, am 
bow3e,as naturally they are enclined to doe, and it doth them 
ſingular great pleaſure, foꝛ bowzing map oftentemes p2eſerue 
them krom ſicknefſe, and pet ſometimes a Yawke bowzeth 
after ſome diſeaſe, whereof ſhe hath long languiſhed, and di 
eth, oz elſe ſhee is thereby recurev:fo2 after ſucha diſeale,bow- 
zing doth epther cure her, oꝛ quite diſpatch her.

F you haue Eyaſſe Hawks, you ſhall fedethem-moſt with 

Poultrie, Bœfe, o2 Goats flelh : and this is done to kœpe 
them from ill toyes: and when they be well lured and traps 
ned, then beare them vpon the fiſt hoded, and ozdered in al⸗ 
points actoꝛding to the rule pꝛeſcribeb beloꝛe in the fiſt chap- 
ter, and after thirty oz fo:ty dates paſt, bʒꝛing them ta the flight 
and the ficſt, ſecond and third flight, vou may bee fond oucr 
them, abating pour fauour after wardes by little and little, 
vntill they be bꝛought in perfect tune, ſpowting them often- 
times with Mine and Water , Foz ( as Martine ſays 
8th) ſame Eyaſſe Hawkes will not much bath than. Ne- 
uertheleſſe you ought therein alſo to vie diſcretion, ſoꝛ by often

A conſideration of the Diverſity of 
Hawkes Naturcs, according 
ro Martine. 


Here are ſome ſoꝛtes of Falcons which haue this diuer⸗ 

ſity of nature, that ſome ot them will ſlye well, being hie 

and full of fleſh, and ſome other flee beſt when they are kept 
low. Vhereloꝛe a Falconerſhould haut eipcciall conſide⸗ 
ration thereunto, fo2 Falcons are fitte fo2 all ſlightes, as 
is beloꝛe ſaide, but the blanke Falcons are of one nature, 
and the blew Falcons of another, and the Falcon of the red- 
diſh plume hath alſo her pꝛoperties diuers from the reſt.

And both by reaſon 
and experience J finde that ſhe would be kept higher, and in 
better plight then other Yawkes,foz2 you ſhall ſee the blanke 
Falcon keeping alike hand vpon her, and other Falcons 
pꝛoue higher and in better plight when ſhee is fleeing then any 
other Hawke. And the reaſon is, becauſe ſhe is very gentle, 
and with moze eaſe manned then any other kindof Falcon , 
and loueth her keeper better, ſo that thereby ſhee kee- 
peth her ſelle higher, and in better plight then ſuch 

Hawkes as batemuch, and axe fe

Sparowhawke newly taken ſhonld be thus vſcd, take

Thi 
on the mozrow walh her with warme water, and wipe her 
with acleane linnen cloath, vntill you haue wiped off all the 
aas. lime, which by this deuiſe will eaſily be remoued.

Foꝛ a feather that is bꝛoken o2 b2uiſed with 
inthe quill, take another quill that is leſſer, that it may go in⸗ 
tothe bꝛoken oꝛ bꝛuiſed quill, then cutte of the leather in that 
plate, and the ſtalke of the quil being put into the old quil, foꝛce 
the end of the feather into the new quil that is tut: Afterwards 
loyne together the two peeces, with the quill that is ſo put 
in, coucring the place where it is ſo ioyned, with Cotto oꝛ ſmal 
downe feathers, with lewo2 — „ Oz if you _ 
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not ympe it, glew it in with Semond oz Roſen , and war 
molten together. Jfthe feather be dꝛopt away cleane, then put 
in another oflike ſyze and colour, Foꝛ to bind in a feather 
that were ſlipped out of the pynion, take flare ſmall chopped, 
mingled with the yolke of an egge wel beaten, put them toge 
ther vpona linnen cloath, which is very neare wozne, with 
the which you ſhall binde on both ſides the place where the 
feather ſlipped, oꝛ elſe annoynt that place with Myꝛrhe and 
Goates blood ming led together. To make a feather come a. 
gaine, which is caſt and loſt by bꝛuiſe oꝛ otherwiſe, and eſpe⸗ 
cially in the traine of an Hawke, take ople of Malnuttes, 
and ople of Bapes, as much of that one as that o⸗ 
ther, minglethem together, and dꝛoppe them 
into the place where the Feather grew, 
and it ſhall put out a new feather 
ſpeedily 
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Falcon lately taken, ſhould be ſœled in ſuch ſozt, that 

when the ſ&ling beginnes to flacken, the Falcon may 
ſee fozwards, to ſ&themeate befoze her. Foꝛ the is better 
content when ſher ſceth the meate plainely beto:e her, than 
if ſheeſawit ſivewayes, 02 loking backe. And ſhe ſhoub 
not bee ſceled tw ſtraight , neyther yet ought the thꝛeed wher 
with ſhe is ſeeled, be ouerſtreight bound 02 knit about her hen 
but twifted and twyꝛled together. 

A Hawke newly taken, ſhould haue new furniture, as new 
Jeſſes, Leaſſe, and Bewets, allof god leather, and the Jelles, 
mapled, and the Leaſe made with a button at the end. Then 
mulk you haue a little round ſticke hanging in a little ſtring, 
with the which pou ſhall oftentimes ſtroke and handle pour 
Falcon. Fo2the moze ſhe is handled, the better ſhee wil by 
manned, ant become the gentlier, andthe moꝛe familiar: am 
alſo if you ſhould ſtroke oꝛ handle her with your hand, you 
migbt chance to catch a knappe of her beake now and then, 
She muſt haue two god belles, to the end ſhe may the betta 
be found and heard when ſhe ſtirreth oz ſcratteth. She muſt 
haue a hode of godleather, well made and faſhioned, well tar 
ſed and boſſed againſt her eyes, depe, and pet ſtraight mough, 
beneath that it may the better abide on her head, and yet neue 
hurt her. So muſt you alſo a little cope her beake and along, 
but nat ſo much that you make them bleed. 


How you ſhall manne a Falcon, and 
bring her out of her ramage-: 
neſſe. 


me ſap, that the ſoare Falcon which hath beene timely 
taken, z hath already paſſed the cas, is both the beſt Fal 
ton, alſo the hardeſt to be won zmãned. UWhecfozeobſermng 
the oꝛder which is befoꝛe rehearſed, vou muſt feed ſuch a falcon 
V gad e warm meats (as pigeds)⁊ ſuch lie quick birds 7 
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hebe full goꝛged twice a day foz th2e dayes. Foz you muff 
not b;eake her of her accuſtomed dyet all at once, and being 
lately taken, ſhc will moze willingly feedeon warme meats, 
than any thing elſe. When you fede her, you mult whope 
and lcwze as you doe when vou call ahawke, that ſhe may 
know when ycu will giue her meate. You muſt vnhad her 
gently, giuing her two oz thzce bittes, and putting on her ho 
againe, you muſt giue her as much moꝛe. But take herd that 
ſhee ber well and cloſe ſceled: thze dayes being paſſed, if vou 
perceiue her to bee eager andgreedy ol meat, and that ſhe fee- 
deth with god appetite, then beginne fo abate her her meat, 


that is to ſay , giue her but little at once, and often, ſo that 


ſhoe haue not much aboue at one time, vntill it be Euening, 
and beare her late vpon pour fiſt befoze you goe to bedde, ſet⸗ 
ting her vpon a treſtle o2 ſtole very neare you, ſo that you 
may wake her often in the night. Afterwards pon ſhould 
take her on pour fiſt againe befoze day, with ſome quicke 
bird 02 ſuch like meate: and when you haue obſeruedthis 
oer with her two o2 thzee nights, and that you pertepue 
th& beeginnes to bee much better fellow thenſhe was wont, 
and that ſher ſeemeth to beginne to bee reclaimed, and fee- 
deth eagerly vpon good meat, then beginne tochange her di 
ef, giuing her often, and little at once, the heart of an 
Hoggeoz a Sherpe. Jn the Euening when it to 
be late, (without caſting of her) lette her ſ«lingthzead a 
little loſe, ſpowting water on her face, that ſhe may ieouke 
the leſe, and watching her all ths night, holde her vpon 
pour fiſte vnhoded. But if ſhee ſer any thing that miſlike 
her, and make ſemblance to bee afeard, then let her bee cars 
tied info ſome darke plare , where pou haue no moze but 
light to hodeheragaine. And afterwardes gine her ſome 


beaching of god meate, and let her bee watched — 


nights together, vntill ſhee bee retlaymed, and Jeouke vpon 
the filf by dap time, * let her Jeouke alſo ſomes 
3 * times 


po 
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ſometimes in the night, is a thing which maketh her th he 
ſ@nermanaed. In the moꝛning by bzeake of the day, let 
her haue ſome warme meat to beginne with. 

And becauſe there bie ſundzy Falcons al ſundzy ſoꝛteg and 
conditions , as ſome mewed at largein the Wodes, ſome 
other taken at ſtand, where they haue long vſed, and ſame 
other taken ſaare Vawkes (wherrof wer now treate) whi 
ther they bee Soate⸗hawkes, Mewed oꝛ Nyaſſe, pet are 
they ofſundpy; natures and pꝛoperties, and thecefoze' they 
muſt be dinerſly gouerned and entred, which is the cauſe 
that it is hard to giue generall Rules. Foz thoſe which 
are Gentle, eaſie to be. reclaymed, and ot a gad kind and 
nature, ought alſo to bee the moze fauoured; and the moze 
genfly handled. But -when pour-Yawke is bought tu 
the point befoze rehcarſed, as well fo the hoding, as alſo 
fp Jer cagerneſle to feede , if you perteiue that ſher beginne 

nted therewith, you may vnhode her by day 
ala farro from Company , firſt giuing her a bitte 02 two 
of god meat, Aſterwardes have her againe gently, giuing 
hera little meate | againe hoded. 

Aboue all thinges you muſt beware to hode o2 vnhave 
her in anp place where the may be frayed, fo2 that were 
able to marre her at the firſt. When the beginneth to be 
acquainfcd with Company, if you pertepue that ſhe be 
cager, en ſet, vnhode her, and gius her a bit oꝛ two ol 
meat, holding her right againſt our face and countenance; 
Foz that will cauſe her to dꝛead no company. And when it is 
night, cut the thꝛead where with ſhe is ſected, and you ſhal 
not need to watch her, if you percepue her bold inough a/ 
mongſt Company. But pet let her he ſet vpon atreſtle by you, 
that vou map awake her two oꝛ th: times in the night, an 
take her on your fiſt befoze day. Foz ouei watching of 4 
Hawke is not god, as long as a man may reclaune ache. 
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| Andif by ſuch god gouernement, and by dealing couite- 


ouſly with her, and keeping her from ſodaine feare, you pers 
teiue that the beginne to be acquainted wich vou, and to know 
vou aſluredly, and that ſhee. fedeth eagerly, and ſticketh to 
her meate befozecompany, then giue her walht meate, and 
beach her in the moꝛning, ſo that ſh& map alwayes haue ſom⸗ 
what in her gaꝛge: which meate you ſhall lay in cleare wa⸗ 
ter hal le a day, and vou ſhall cauſe her toftede in tompanp, 
giuing her in the moꝛning about Sunne riling the wing ol a 
Hen oꝛ Pullet, and at evening, hoding her againe, take the 
foote ofa Cony 03. an Mare, which is cutte off aboue the 
ioynt, and-flay it, ſtripping away the Tlawbs alſo, and 
temper and ffrepe the ſkinkean layze dxlator, (p:ciling and 
wꝛinging it a little) the iich you ſhall giue her with the 
ioynt of the pynion of a Hennes wing. You mult take god 
hede, how you giue your Vawke any Feathers, vntill ſhee 
be thꝛoughly reclaymed. Foz vntill ſhe ber thꝛough⸗ 
ly wonne and reclaymed ſhe& dares not caſt vppon the 
fiſte., And on the fiſt you muſt beare her continually, till 
ſhe be thzoughly manned. But when ſhemakes ſemblance 
to caſt, vnhodher gently by the taſſell of the hade. Pou 
may giue her two dayes waſht meate, and the thirde day 
plumage, acco2ding as ſheets cleane o2 ſolole within. And 
when ſhe hath caſt, then hoode her againe, giulng her nothing 
to feede on, vntill ſhe gleame after her caſting. But when ſher 
hath caſt and gleamed, then giue her a beaching gf bote 
meate,. in company gining her tino oa chat bittes' af. ince: 
and at euening make her plume a hennes 0 any 


alſo. 
When you find her wel reclaymed,and thꝛoughly manned, 
= eager,and ſharpe ſet, then it is time to feede her vpon the 

re. 
And you mult marke whether the feathers ol your Hawkes 
caſting be fowleoz flymie , and whether the flims therofbe 
G 4 yellow 
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yellowoznot. Fo: i they bee, you mult bee very circnm- 
ſpec to make hercleane with waſht meat and caſting. am 
if the becleane within, then gue her not ſo ſtrang caſtings ag 
Hares feet 02 Conies feete: but giue her the Pynions of an 
olve Hennes wing, 02 the plumage that is to be taken there: 
vpon, oꝛ the necke bone chopped foure oz five tunes between 
the ioyntes, waſhed and ſteeped in fayze Water. Tomake 
anendofthis Thapter, it is certaine that it requireth mo: t 
time to winne and to watch a Falcon once mewed in the 
wode, then one which is taken ſoꝛe at paſſage. And like⸗ 
wile it is harder to winne a Hake taken at ſtand, 
when ſhe hath long time beene accuftomed, 
then it is to make aYawke which hath 
beene handled befo2e. 
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How to lure a Falcon lately manned. 
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Efoꝛe vou ſhew the lure to a Falcon newly reclaimen,rc u 

muſt conſider thzee things. Airſt, that the be well allured, 
aid boldned in Companp, well acquainted alſo with dogges, 
and with hoꝛſes. Secondanily, that ſhee be ſharpe ſet, and 
eager, hauing regard to the howꝛe ofthe noꝛning oꝛ euening 
when vou will lure her. And the thud conſideration is, that 
ſhee bee cleane within, the lure muſt bee well garniſhed with 
meate on both ſides, and you mit be apart in ſome ſecret place 
when you would giue her the length of the leaſe. You muſt 
firſt vnhode her, giuing her a bitte oꝛ twaine vpon the lure as 
ſhe ſitteth on your ſiſt, afterwards take the lure from her, and 
hide it thatthe ſer it not, and whenſhe is vnſeazed, caſt the 
lure ſo neare her that ſhe may catch it within the length ol her 
leaſe, and if ſher doe ſeaze vpon it, then ſhall you vſe the voice 
and accuſtomed ſperch ofa Falconervntohis Hawke, and fad 
her vpon the luro on the ground, giuing her therupon the warm 
thigh of a Henne oz Pullet, and the heart alſo. 

When vou haue ſo lured her at Euening, gue her but a 
little meat, and let her bee lured ſo timely, that when ſhe is 
therewith accuſtomed,you may giue herplumage,anda iucke 
ofatioynt. Afterwards,and in the moꝛning betimes, take her 
on your fiſt, and when ſhe hath caſt and gleamed, giue her a 
little beaching of god warme meate. Afterwards, when the 
day is further foꝛwardes, and that it is time to feeve her, take a 
Criance and tye it to her leaſe, and goe info ſome faire pleaſant 
meadow, and giue her a bitte oz two vpon the lure, agbefoze 
ſaid,then vnſeaze her, and if pou perteiue that ſhe beſharp ſet, 
x haue ſeaſed vpon the lure eagerly,then gine her to hold unto 
ſome man which may let her off to the lure, then ſhall you vn- 
wind the Criance,and dꝛaw it after vau a god way, and hee 
which holdeth the Hawke, muſt hold band og right handon the 
Taſſcltofthe Yawkes hoodina reavineſe 2 
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hoove her as ſoone as vou begir ne to lure, and if ſhee come 
well to the lure, and ſtoope vpon it coundly, and ſeaze it ea⸗ 
gerly, then let her ſeede two oꝛ thꝛee bittes vpon it, and then 
vnſeaze her and take her from off the lure, and heode her, and 
then deliver her againe to him which helde her, and gee fur- 
ther oft ano lure her, feeding her alwayes vpon the lure on the 
ground, and vſing the familiar voyce of Falconers as they try 
when they lure. And thus you ſhall lure her euery day further 
and further off, vntill the be well taught to come to the lure, x 
to take it eagerly, 

Atterwards let her be lured in company, hauing regarde 
that neither dogges no2 other thing come in ſodainelp to fray 
her, and when you take her vppe from the ground, hode 
her vpon the lure, and when you haue well and often lured 
her on fate, then vſe to lure her on hoꝛſcbacke: the which 
you ſhall the eaſlier winne her too, if when you lure her on 
fate, you cauſe ſome on hoꝛſebacke to come neare pou, that 
ſhe may ſee them, and cauſe them to comeneare her when ſhe 
feedeth vpon the lure,cauſing them alſo to turn and toſſe their 
hozſcs abqut her, but let they2 hozſes be rulp, leaſt they ſhould 
vpon the ſodaine affright her. | 

Farthermoze the better to acquatat her with Yozſes,and 
that ſhe may the better know them, carrie your Falcon 
( whiles ſhe fer deth) on high vpon the lure neare vnto 
ſome man on Hozſebacke, oz gette vour ſelte vp on hoꝛſe⸗ 
backe, and reward her vpon the lure amongſt Yozſemen, 
and when ſhee is well accuſtomed to them, and well ac- 
quainted with them, making no reſemblance to feare 
them , you may then lure her on hozſebacke in this mans 
ner: Yee which holdeth her to let her come to the Lure, 
muſt be on fte, and you where yon Lure ſhall be on 
Þozſe-backe , and when vou tall and caſt the Lure aboute 
your head, then hee which holdeth her, ſhall — 


— 
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vt het hadby the taſſell, and you the meane while ſhall call 
and lure in the cunningeſt wile pou can, as Falconers vſe to 
do:and if ſhe ſeare eagerly vpon the lure, and feare neyther 
people noꝛ hozſes, then take off the luring line oꝛ Creance , 
and lure her loſe ſurther and further off. And to make a 
Falcon come which is but newlie reclaymed, and to make her 
come incompan of another Haske, there muſt bee two ts 
hold a caſt of Falcons, and two which ſhall lure them, but 
hee which holdeth the Falcon that is but latelie lured, ſhall 
not let her come ſo ſone as the other ſhail doe: then ſhall the 
lure bee thꝛowne out vnto the Falcon which is but latelie 
lured, and when ſhee is fallen thereupon, her keeper ſhal car⸗ 
ry her vpon the lure, to feede amongeſt the other make 
Hawkes. This being done twice 02 thzice, ſhe will follow 
them andloue them : and if you would haue her loue dogges, 
which is moſt neceſſary, you mult cal dogges about you when 
you ferde her, oꝛ giue her tyꝛing o2 plumage. 


How you ſhall bath your Hawke becing but lately 
reclaimed, how you ſhall make her fleeing, 
and to batethe checke, 


V your Falcon is well lured aſwell on ho2ſebacke 

as on fate, and that ſhe is ready to be caſt off, and 
bath beene well rewarded vpon the laure, and is now alto⸗ 
gether reclaymed from her ramage toyes, and when ſhe is 
alſo ſomewhat recouered of the paine and trauell which you 
haue put her vnto in making and reclayming her, and be 
vet in god plight , and haue her thighes ploompe, and well 
b:awned,then offerher Water to bath her, ſpie out a fayze 
day when the Weather is cleare and temperate, then take 
a Baſon fo deepe that your Pawke may ſtand therein vppe 
to the Thighes, and fill it with water, and ſet it in ſome 
ſecret place: afterwarves your Yawke being lured and well 
rewarded in the mozning with warme moate, beare her 
dp 
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vp vpon ſome high place oz bank, andthere hold her in the ſun 
vntill ſhe haue endued her goꝛge, taking off her hood, that thee 
may pꝛoyne and picke her ſelfe:that being done, hod her again, 
and ſet her neare to the baſon,afterwards taking of her hode 
againe (if ſhe will) let her leape dolon into the Baſon oz vpon 
the graſſe by it, and to make her know the water, flappe there⸗ 
in witha little wand, and let her bath therein as long as ſhe 
liſt: when ſhee commeth out of the Mater, take ſome 
meate in thy hand, and p2offer it vnto her, and bee well ware 
that fhee come not out befoꝛe thou pzoffer her thy fiſte to 
giue her a bitte 02 twarne, then take her vp, and hold her in 
the ſunne, and ſhe will picke and pꝛoine her on pour ſiſt, oꝛ vp⸗ 
pon your knee,ifſhe will not bath her in a baſon, then pꝛoſſer 
her to bath in riuer water at ſome fo2zde. Bathing giueth an 
Hake great courage, much boldneſſe, and eager appe⸗ 
tite: that day that ſhe batheth, giue her no waſht meate. To 
make a new lured Falcon, and to make her vpwardes, the 
mo2row after thee hath bathed, get on hoꝛſebacke in che moꝛ⸗ 
ning oꝛ in the euening, when lhe is ſharpe ſec, and chaſe out 
ſome field oꝛ paſture, where feweſt doues 02 choughes ber, 
then take your lure well garniſhed on both ſides, 4 hauing 
vnhooded your Hawke, giue her a bitte oꝛ twaine vpon the 
lure, then taking it away from her, hoode her againe, then 
going fapꝛe and ſoftly againſt the wind, vnhoode her:andbe- 
faze ſhe bate oꝛ find any checke in het e e, whiſtle her from off 
pour fift fayꝛe and gently, and when ſhee flyeth about, (trot- 
ting fozttards with your hozſe)caſt out pour lure, and ſuffer 
her not long to flee about you at the firſf. Continue this both 
mo2ning and euening fo2 a few dapes, and if you percepue 
that your Yawke haue no great liſt to flee about you,no2 to 
ſtoope to the lure, and that ſhee maketh no ſemblance to 
bue other Hawkes, then muſt pou make her flee with one 
which loueth other Hawkes, and which will not gadde out to 
any change oꝛ checke: and that muſt firſt be done at the Par⸗ 
tridge, fo; they fice not farrebeioze qu Hawke: and it — 

Falcon 
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zrulcon haue flowen, and retutne to pou twice 02 thꝛice, caſt 
out the lute vnto her, reward her vpon your Bozſebacke, 
and aſterwardes la de her vppe, on the lure vponthe ground 
with god hote meate, to make he: reſolute in her lleeung, and 
that ſhoe may returne to vou with the better will, and it the 
fowle which you flew vnto be killed by any other Hawke, let 
pour Hawke fecde with the other Hawke, and when ſhee is [0 
rewarded a little, take her ort, and feed her vpon the lure. 

If vou flee to the Riuec with your Falcon, and that the 
flight be fayꝛe and likely to be landed, tay and dꝛaw vnder 
the wind, and taking off pour Hawkes had, caſt her off with 
the reſt. When you would haue your hau ke pꝛoue vpwardes 
and a high flying hawke, you mult let her flee with a verie 
high fleeing Hawke, but ſee that your hawke be well taught 
to held in the head, and that ſher loue welito flee with the o⸗ 
ther Hawkes, and if the fo wle be in a pole, o2 cn a pitte o: 
plaſh, vou muſt fir ſt caſt ot the high ſla ing Vawke, and hee 
which holdeth your newlured hawke,ſhall dee well to gette 
him vnder the wind, and when hee ſerth his vantage let him 
vnhode her, and if ſhe bate then, it is to get vppe to the other 
Pawke. Then let him caſt her off, and ſhe wil clime againſt 
the wind right vnts the high flaing Hawke, and beſoꝛe ſhe 
weary her ſel e to much with climbing to reach oꝛ couer that 
other Wawke, lay out the fo wle, when the high lleeing hawke 
ſhall be at her pitch, and lay them out behind her, ir ſhe kill the 
ſowle, then giue pour hawke rewarde of the Harte and the 
bꝛeaſt with the other Hawks. If your Hawke goe out to any 
checke, and kill a Doue oꝛ a Crow, oz any other checke and 
feede vpon it, 02 haue ſedde vpon it befoze- you come at her, 
ſteme not roughly to rebuke her at ſirſt, but take her downe 
to the lure, giuing her a bitte of meate, and hod her vppe, and 
ſiee not with her in two oꝛ thꝛee dapes after, but when pou do 
fice,flee as neare as you can where there be no checke, but if 
by no meanes you can kœpe her from checking and going 
out, then foz your laſt remedy, doe as followeth. If your 
Yawke 
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Hawe haue killed a checke, and you tone to her beioze thee 
haueſcdde thereon, take the gall of a Benne, and annoynt 
therewith the bꝛeaſt ofthe chicke which ſhe hath killed, when 
ſhe hath plumed it, and is come to the bloud, and let her fade 
but little thereon leaſt vou make her ſicke, foꝛ ſhe will ſurely 
calt it againe, yea though ſhe ſhould not caſt it, yet would ite 
haue ſmall luſt to flee at ſuch a fowle againe, but will hate and 
loaththe meate thereof, oꝛ put any bitter thing thereupon, as 
powder of mirte, oꝛ vong ſmall woꝛmes cut in gobbets, but 
take heed that the bitterneſſe be not ouer ſtrong, and if that 
the bitter taſte haue diſcouraged the Hawke, then wette her 
meate in ſugred water, Some put on two payze of belles vp⸗ 
pon their hawkeslegges, 02 ſtitch together their pꝛinci⸗ 
pall long feathers of their wings, and alſo it ſhall be 
god when ſhce goeth from checke, to caſt her 
aut the lure, oꝛ to lap out an hurt 
fowle befoze her which ſhe 
may kill.

it that you may lee whether the aiewte bee full of ſtrakes 
92 ghinnes, oꝛ not, and whether it be kullot ſlime and 02dure 
oz not, and if it bee, then continus this kind of caſting th:ee 
oꝛ foure nights together with waſht meat, as is befo:e ſavy, 
and if you pexteiue the ſrathers digeſted and foft, and that 
der caſting be great and ſull ot᷑ oꝛnure, then take the neckt 


Ca olde Penne, and cat it all alongit betweene the 
oents 
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ioynts,and lay the ioynts in cleare cold water, and giue it to 


your Falcon without ony other thing: and this is done be- 
cauſe it bearethdowne beſoꝛe it into the pannell, the meate 
which is vpon the toynts, and there in the pannell the flesh 
conſumeth, and the bones remayne ſharpe pꝛicking, which 
b:eake the kels and ſkins, and the groſſe oꝛdure, and bear them 
wity them: and giue her ſo th2ce nights together, giuing her 
by day waſht meat as is befoze rehearſed, 4 afterwardes giue 
her caſtung oꝛ plumage againe, accoꝛding as her ſtate dothre- 
quire And thinke it not ſtrange that a Falcon which is to 
bee enſeamed, is ſometimes a foztnight oꝛ moze befoꝛe ſhe 
wil take caſting: neyther pet that ſome Falcons wil eaſlier 
be enſeamed in a month, tha: ſome other in flue werkes, ac- 
co2ding as they be ſtronger oꝛ weaker of nature, and fedde 
with cleaner oꝛ fowler meates, oꝛ acco2ding as they haue been 
ſhoꝛter 02 longer time in mens hands and keeping. Mhen 
you haue dꝛawne your Falcon out ofthe mew, and that her 
pzincipall feathers be full ſonimed, oꝛ that ſc haue ſome yet 
inthe quill, do not giue her waſht meat, but quicke birds, and 
god goꝛges thereof, and ſet her aſmuch as may ber in open 
places, ſoꝛ otherwiſe her feathers may chance to ſhzinke in the 
quill, and come to nothing. 


To enter or make aHawke after the faſhion of 
Lombardy, 


WV bur aSparowhawke is manedand reclapmed, thẽ 
giue her nine oꝛ ten traines at the leaſt, 4 when ſhee 


killeth, feed her vpalwayes, and let the Quaile wherewith⸗ 

all you traine her, haue a feather pulled out of each wing, amd 
taſt off the Sparowhawke to her a far off, ſo often that ſhe wil 
recoucr the Quaile farre off, and then calf her out a Quaile 
which hath her full wings, afterwards you may flee the wilde 
Quaile with her: and euermoꝛe when ſhe doth kill, foede her 
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vp with a full gozge: the Almaines are of opinion, that the 
tercell ot the Golhawkeis moze waighty and moze valiant 
than the Yawke,both to Partridge  Fezant. At you would 
make a Sparowhawke to the. ye, then diſmember the Pye, 
and caſt her on the ground to the Hawke, and ſede her vpon 
her with a hote meale, as with a Fincho2 ſuch like bird, 4 vſe 
that oꝛder with her twice oz thꝛite, and afterwards you may 
caſt vp a Pye to your Hawke that is ſeeled, beeing diſmem⸗ 
b:ed as befo2e ſaid,and let her kill her, and feve her vpon her, 
alſo you may take a feather oz two out of the es wing, and 
ſet her vppe in ſome trier, and let your Pawke kill her there, 
and make her as god reward as you can thereof,and this be- 
ing thus vſed,you may flee with your Yawk to the wild Pye, 
but euerremember thatinmaking theſe traines your Pye be 
diſmemb2ed,that is to ſap,her billand her tallons cut off,o2 ſo 
tyed and abated,that ſher may not ſpoyle o2 hurt your hawke. 
Goſhawkes,and Tercels of Goſhawks are better when they 
are taken haggards ofa Cote oz two Cotes out of the wod, 
than they are when they be Soarchawkes,but then they muſt 
bee kept with moꝛe delicate feede than the Soarehawkes, foꝛ 
they are made dangerous. Fo2 aſmuch as in the wodes they 
didcommonly pꝛey vpon warme meates, and therewithall 
tey are ſoner loſt then Soarehawkes be, by reaſon they 
remember thepr ep2ie, but they ſhould not be a⸗ 
boueone, oz two Cotes at the moſt. 
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To enſeame 4 Falcon and 
to make her. 
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Ake your Falcon, and vic her as vou vſe the Ooſhawke 
in manner befoꝛe declared, ſauingthat when you feede her 
vou ſhall call and lure, as if you calted her to the lure:and cue; 
ty day you ſhall pꝛoſter her water, and euerp night giue her 
caſting accoꝛdingly as vou ſhall ſœ that the endeweth: 4 take 
off her hode ofcentimes amongſt company: and to the end ſhe 
ſhall not bate, hold alwayes the hod by the taſſel in pour hand 
ready. And in the euening when day light beginneth to fayle , 
take off her hwed amongſt company of people by the candle 
ught, vntill the rowze ard mewle, x then ſet her on the pearch 
and not befo2e,and ſet light befoze her, and when ſhe is well 
wonne to know the fiſt, then beginne to make her know the 
lute, and ſo by little and uttle reclapme her, vntill you may 
call her lwſe without crtance. Euery Falcon hath neede ofa 
make Yawke to teach her to hold in the head, and eſpecially- 
the Baggart Falcon,thc which may be peraduenturean Yags 
gart ot twooꝛ thee cotes, & yet ſhallbe the bettet Yearoner: 
but it᷑a Vaggart mewed will not hold in the head, then cutte 
off ſome part of her two pꝛincipalles in each wing, the long 
feather, and that which is next to it, and that ſhall fo2ce her 
to hold in. ou muſt alto feat her beake, x cope herreatonably, 
Zheyalwaycs giue their Hawkes ty2ing both moꝛning and 
euening, but the Falconers of the Eaſt parts are ofa centrary 
opinion, and ſay that it weakeneth a Hawkes backe. If you 
would make your Hawke vpwards, oꝛ high fleeing, then alter 
ee is reclapmed and lured, and ready comming, when you 
luce her, and that ſhe commeth towards vou, ſtape the lure 
vpon he, and let her paſſe by vou, and when ſhe returncth to 
wards vou, thꝛow hee out the luxe, and make much ok her, 
and do thus oftentimes vntul r ou map ſuffer her to fie longer 
about you, and to get vphigher, the which you muſt doe in a 
plaine field where no wod 0; tres axe: i if thee get vp to any 
pitch, then let her fler a turnco2 two of iolity, and when ſheets 
at the higheſt, and right ouer pon, th:ow her foꝛth the lure, 
92a Pigeon o: Pullet, and giue her a gad gozge thercon,

making the moſt of her that you can deuiſe, and take heede 
that you caſt not your lure into the water, leaſt ſhee ſhould 
therby be rebuked. And when ſhe is at her gate, it pertaſe ſhe 
gadde out after ſome check, and kül it, then take the pꝛey from 
her angerly, and beate her therewith about the head, and hode 
her vp without any reward: and hereby ſhe will the leſſe de- 
light to rake out after a checke. Then pour hauke hath kil- 
led a fowle, take it out of her ſot, and caft her vp againe, and 
when ſhee is right ouer pou, caſt out the lure, and feede her 
vp vpon it, to make her laue the lure the better. But at the 
beginning reward her and ferde her well vpon the quarry, # 
that ſhall encourage her and keepe her from going out to the 
checke. NAhen ſhe is well in blood, and well quarried, then 
let her fice with other hawkes, vntill ſhce be well acquainted 
and invred. 

If vou would make your Yawk to the Crane, take an Ny 
alle Falcon gentle, and in entring of her, let her kill the grea⸗ 
teſt fowle that you can find. Her lure ſhould alt ube a coun⸗ 
tcrfaite Crane. And when you would make her flecing, lette 
her fiee from the fiſt, and ſuccour her quickly. Fo2 you muſt 
haue dogges made ſoꝛ the purpoſe, which may helpe and ſuc- 
conr her ſooner then a man can doe And let ſuch dogges 
fede alwayes with your hawke, to make them the better ac- 
quainted Ik vou would make a Falcon to the Pate, her 
lure ſhould be then a ares ſkinne ffuffed with ſtraw, and 
when ſhe is well lined, and that you would enter her, tye the 
ſaid Hates ſkinne to the end of a crpance, and faſten it to 
your ſavdic pummell, and when you gallope it will bee like 
vnto at unning Hare. Then vnhode your Bawke, and cry, 
Backe with the Greyhounds, backe with the Grephoundes » 
And when rour Vawke cometh to ſenze the ſaid? Yares 
ſkinne, let goe your cciance, and ſufferherto take it, and re⸗ 
ward her well vpon it, z make the moſt of her that vou tan 
deuiſe. And when yougo about to enter her the ſetond time, let 
nat ſlippe your cryanceat the firſt, but rather pull it com - 
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by foꝛte, and aſterwards let herſeaze vponit, and ſo by little 
and little you ſhall teach her to beate it and ſtope at it. Foz ſo 
muſt ſhe doe at a wild Hate. And you mult ta de her alwapes 
amongſt the dogges, and when the is wel nouſced and entred 
in this manner, take a liue Hare, and bꝛeake one of her 
hinder legges, and let her go in ſome fayꝛe place amongſt your 
dogs, and your Falcon will ſtape her and rufie her, vntill the 
dogs may take her. Then take her item the dogs, and caſt her 
out vnto the hawke, and cry backe, backe. 
It you would make pour Hawke flwing to the Partridge, 
o2 Feaſant, when ſhee is reclaimed and made, then euery tune 
that you lure her, caſt your lure into ſome low tree o2 buſh, 
that ſhe may learne to take the tree o2 the ſtand. And if ſhes 
take the ſtand befoꝛe ſher eſpie the luxe, let herſtand a while. 
And after dzaw the lure out bi fe her and cry, Loe bird, lo, 
Hey lo bird. hey lo, andrewarde her well. Foz in this man⸗ 
ner.ſhee will learne to take ſtand. But feede her alwayes on 
the ground, and in ſome thickeplace, fo2 in ſuch places ſhe 
muſt encounter with the Feaſant at Pearch.And at the firſt 
flee with her at Feaſant,o2 Partridge that be vonng, ts giue 
her the aduantage , and afterwardes at the old. If a Falcon 
will not take ſtant, but will keep her on wing, then muſt you 
flee with her in plaine places, where you may alwayes ſe her 
vpon you. Sacres and Laners will commonly take ſtand 
both in a free, and on the ground, but the Falcon gentle taketh 
ſtand moꝛe willingly vpon the ground. And when you dꝛaw a 
Hawkeout of the mew, bear her not much in hot weather, fo; 
feare leaſt by much bating in heate, ſher may get the Pan- 
tiſe. But ik there be no remedy, then keepe her alwayes 
hoded, and take as god herd to her as pon can. If pour 
Hawke be cop and dangerous, then giue her ſalt with her 
meat, I meane a dꝛamme of the ſalt called S Inde, 02 Sal ge- 
me, oꝛ Salis albi pulveric ati, and mur her water, fo2 ſhee ſhall 
haue neede thereof. And make her Jeouke all night in paine, x 
in 
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in a moyſt oz colde plate, and ſo ſhall ſhee watch moſtof the 
night, and thereby her greaſe and pꝛide will be abated. Sacres 
muſk be nouſled and entred as ſoone as they bee manned, foz 
elſe they are very hard to be entred. Dꝛaw your Hawke out 
al the mew twenty dayes befoze you enſcame her. Jfa Falcon 
truſſe and carry, to remedy the ſame, you mult cope her tal- 
lons, her powlie, andher petty ſingle. Neuer reward your 
hawke vpon riuer fowle,but reward her, and make much of 
her vpon the lure,tothe end ſhe may the better know it, and 
eſteme it. The Souldane fleeth to the Crane, wild Gooſe, + 
Buſtard, with thꝛer oꝛ foure Hawkes atonte, (02moze) fro 
thefiſte,yea and thoſe ofall kind of Hawkes alſo, as Sacres, 
Gerfalcons, peregrine Falcons, and Mylanes. And af ter⸗ 
wards a man may make them flee to the mowntie. You 
ſhould flee to the Crane beſoꝛe Sunne riſing, fo ſhee is ſlug- 
giſh and ſlothfull, and you may caſt offtohera caſte oꝛ aleaſe 
of Falcons, oz vou ma hawke to her with the Goſhawke 
fcom the fiſt without dogs. Mild geeſe are flowen to in the 
fame manner. Andifyou haue dogs to helpe and ſuctour your 
bawkes,ſce that they be ſtanch and gentle, and well made foz 
thepurpoſe,and a Greyhound will be moſt readily made ther⸗ 
unto. You ſhall flee butonce ma day at the Crane, and there- 
dpon reward her liberally, and make as much of her as you 
tan. The Millaine ſhould be let flee down the wind. The Al- 
maines doe fle at the Pye with a leaſe oꝛ two caſt of Falcons 
at snce, and they make them to mount and to ſtope, as they 
doe at the Riner. But this muſt be in a playne, where there be 
no tres no2 wod,but little ſh2ubbs and buſhes. If you bſe to 
giue your hawke a bzeakefaſt oꝛ beaching very timely in the 
mo2ning,it will make her eager to flce at ſuch time as will be 
tonuenient fo2 her to flee. Andeſpecially a Falcon which you. 
would haue high flering, z thoſe ſhouldnot be highly kept, but 
Hould be fed nine dayes together beſoꝛe Dun riſing, and at 
night late in the freſh oz cole of the Euening. 0 ſhall 
you; 
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vou make them high ficcing, 4 by that means they will euery 
day get gate higher and higher, ſo that theybee flowen with 
enermoꝛe in theplayne champion. The Falcon gentle iscem- 
monly better inward when the hath mewed, than in her 
ſoarage. The Falcon will kill the Yearon naturally, ii ſhe 
be a peregrine 3falcon, and yet you ſhall doe well to giue them 
trapnes. A Falcon may flee ten flights at riuer in one day, if 
the tcaſonbe not extreame, and that is the moſt that vou ſhall 
flee with her. The Falcons which are riuer Hawkes, ſhould 
. alwayesbc boꝛne vpon the fiſt. d hawke ſhall haue ſoꝛty ca- 
ſtings befoꝛe ſhee bee perſcaly made, Foz a Hawke which hath 
not caſting eucry night, will be ſurcharged with aboundance 
and ſuperfluity of humo2s,the which doe ( from the ſtomacke) 
ſo ouerflous their bꝛaine, that they cannot flee ſo hich as elſe 
they would doe. And therefoꝛe all Yawks ſhould haue caſting 
euery night naturally, if you would haue them ſound and 
cleane:and it is god to giue them tyꝛing oꝛ plumageat night, 
eſpecially field hawkes, but not riuer hawkes, foꝛ weakening 
their backes. And eucry third day you ſhall pꝛeſent them to 
the water at the longeſt. Tauch vour Yawks feathers as little 
as pou can, foꝛ much handling will make them out ofoꝛder. 
The Millaine and the Laneret may bee ſet vpon the ſtone 
incontinentlp, as ſone as they bee made. Mhen your hawke 
hath flowen o2 bated, feꝛde her not as long as ſhe panteth, oꝛ 
bloweth,no2 vntill ſhee bee in bꝛeath again. Foꝛ if pou ſhould, 

it is perilous to bꝛing her into the diſcaſe called 4, and 
(ina Hanke) the Pantiſe. Jf a hawke (epther Falcon, oꝛ o⸗ 

ther) chance to ber out of heart, and diſcouraged, (which hap⸗ 

peneth oftentimes) then take ſuch paines with her, that the 

may kill ſome pꝛey, and feede her vpon it with a full goꝛge 

euen as long as ſhe will eate, and the ſame night ſette her a⸗ 

bꝛoad that ſhe may Jeouke in the open ayꝛe at her owne plea⸗ 

ſure : and on the mozrow take her and ferde her with ſmall 

birdes to enſeame her, neyther moꝛe no: leſſe than you would 

doe with an Hawke that were new d2awne out of the _ 
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If a Falcon es otherhawke willnot ſeaʒe oꝛ g02ge, take the 
illofawilde Gwles feather, and tre it vnder her lang ſin⸗ 
thee will ſraze and gripe. and when ſhe beginneth to 
ſeaze, take awaythe (aydqutH, and ſhee will ſeaze long af-- 
terwards . If pan cannot giue tauert ta your Falcon, z 
pour Goſhawke , then caſt her off with the Sunne in her 
backe. Alhawkes maybe made fice at the ſow2ce 02 ſp2ing. 
But in what ſozt ſoeuer you Cee with your Galhawke, let 
her haue the @unnein herbacke.

A 4 Jeſſesand Bewets of god leather, 5 chill belles, ac- 
coꝛding to the hugenefſe oz condition of his hawke. So muſk 
he 
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healſo haue a hade fo2 het: and therewithall hemutt often” 
times hode and vnhode her, in ſuch ſoꝛt that ſhe be not afraid 
thereof,no2 of her keeper when he handleth her. In 9.nightes 
he ſhould not ſufferher to ieouke at all, noz to come on any 
pearch,bnt ſhould keepe her continually lo long vpon his fiſt. 
And when he will call her, let him obſerae this ozder: Set the 
Falcon vpon the pearch and vnhode her. then ſhew her pour 
lite with ſome meate in it, and call her ſo long tiil ſhe tame 
toit. And when the commeth ſerde her, and re warde her as 
pleaſantly as vou can: ut if ſhe come not, giue hex nothin g 
at all vntill Ge be vory ſharpe ſet. And this oder mutt you 
kepe with your Hawke ſeauen ozeight dapes together. 
When you would lure her, giue her vnto ſeme other man 
to hold, and call her with a lure well garniſhed with teat on 
both ſides,as you called her to pour fiſt. After pou haue vſed 
that maner ofcalling 6.dayes oz thereabouts, cauſe her to bee 
held further from pou, and caſt the lure about your head, and 
thꝛowing it out vpon the ground a little from you:and if ſher 
come to it roundly, then fade her g; rewarde her bountifully . 
And whilcs your Hawke is vpon thelure,go about her fayze 
q oftly,luring and crying, wo, ho, ho, as Falconers vſe. And 
when you haue thus done by the ſpace of certaine dayes,take 
pour luxe garniſhed as befoze ſaid, andeuery day call her to 
rouas farre as ſhee may well heare and perceyue vou: 
and let her bor loſe from all her furniture, that is without 
eyther loines oz criance:and if ſhe come fo far off to you, then 
feed E reward her well, q ſtop her in her fieding oftentunes, 
foz that will make her come the bettet: but take hed that you 
hurt her not in ſo doing. You ſhall alſo ſometimes call hex on 
hozſeback. And when you haue vſed her thus a month, oꝛ vnti 
the tome well and roundly, and that ſher be familiar with the 
man without any ſtrangeneſſe oꝛ coyneſſe, then may you ſtop 
the lure vpon her, and make her flee vpon vou. But befoze you 
ds ſo, it ſhall bee mert to bath her, leaſt when ſhee is at libertie 
the rangle to ſeeke water, and ſo you might lerſe your Balke:

ſo to doe vntill ſhee haue endewed and mewted ſutficientlp. 
When pour Falcon is thus made and manned, go abꝛoad 


with her euery moꝛning when the weather is fayzeand calm, 


and chuſe aplate ſoꝛ her to flee in, where there is ſome narrow 
b:oke o2 plaſh of water. And when you caſt her off, goe into 
the wind ſo far that the fo wle may not deſcrie vou. And when 
ſhe is caſt oft, and beginneth to recouer her gate, make you 
then towards the bzoke where the lo wle lie, alwayes wyſing 
t making your hawke to leane in vpon you.

Take with you a ducke, 4 flip one of her wing feathers, and 
hauing thꝛuſt it thꝛough her nares, thzow it out vnto pour 
hawk, æcaſt it as hie as you can right vnderneach pour hawk 
that ſhe may the better know your hand, andpou. And reme- 
ber that vou neuer lle a young hawke without ſome quicke 
thing carried into the field with you, that ifſhee faile at firft 
to kill the wild fowle, you may yet mate her kill that traine 
which pou bꝛing with vou. And this you ſhall do foꝛ accrtaine 
time, vntill your hawkebe wel entred and quarried, and that 
ſheknow a quarrepoꝛ ſuffitiently. Some other Falcons there 
be ofa tontrarie nature, which will requite great fkill to finde 


their pꝛoperties. And the ſame being known, vou map kerze 


them high oꝛ poze,acco2ding lo their conditions. So ſhal you 
doe moꝛe gad with them, than if von haue no re pea to the di⸗ 
verſity ot their nature: loꝛ then you ſhould commit areat er⸗ 


ee ſeldome makegod hawkes,PYou may train hawkes 
in 
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in this wiſe. Firſt you ſhall fe your Yawke well vpon a 
fowle of the ſame kind that you would traine her withall, oꝛ 
haue her flce to. and you ſhall doe fo vntill you haue acquain- 
ted your hawke with that kind of ſo wle, the which vou may 
doe in this ſoꝛt. Take that fowle that you will make the traine 
of, and ſet it on fote with meat tyed vpon the backe of it, and 
goe ſo neare it, that the Hawke may ſe it: and when ſhee 
ſeth it, let her ſeaze thereupon, and ſote the fowle, and 
kill it.D2 vou map thus doe better: Take a Cryance and 
tye the fowle(which hath the meat tyed on her backe) by the 
beake, and cauſe one to ſtand cloſe which may hold the ſame 
Cryance.Zhen vnhod pour Pawke,and ſtanda farre off, and 
let him dꝛaw the fowle and ſtirre it with his Criance, vntill 
your Hawke may ſeett ſtirre. And if ſher fate it, then may 
you afterwards make her this other kind of traine. 
Takea quicke fowle which can flee,and when 
vou haue halfe ſeeled it, and caſt it out, 
let your Hawke flee to it, and if ſhe 
kill it, reward and ferde her vp 
* wy it.

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To keepe and make ꝗ parowhawkes, 


I vou would know how to feede and man Dparowhawkes 
taken tender penned out of their exꝛie, it is met that 
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lets and ſuch like. And alſo you map giue them other lleſh, but 
ſe that it bee ſweet, clean, god, ſhꝛed into ſmall pellets vpon 
a tleane trencher. Mhen they begin to waxe full ſomed, giue 
them Sparowes, and other ſmall birds whole, that they may 
learne to plume,fote,and tyꝛe:and ſet them a baſon ofcleane 
water in a heape of ſand, that they may bath therein, pꝛoine 
and picke their feathers, They that be thus dealt withall do 
not know how to p2ey,4 therſoꝛe you muſt enter thebytraing 
in this maner. Cake a yong chicken which is of coloꝛ e plume 
like a Feaſant oꝛ Partrich, caſt it out befoze yourſparhawk. 
But if ſheflee not vnto it, noꝛ do fot it, then ſtrip the ſkin vpõ 
the head of the chicken vntil it bleed, z ſhe will lightly ſeaze it, 
thinking that it is fleſh to fed vpon . Thẽ feed her vpon it well, 
and thus you ſhall vſc her vntil ſhe will ſeaze a chicken ol her 
ſelfe.UUhen ſhe wil take a chicken of her ſelfe, goe into ſome 
fayze cloſe 02 meadow, where nothing may bee to interrupt 
you, and take a youngchicken, and thꝛow it vp vnto your 
hawke,vntill the flee to it and foteit : then feed her vp there- 

vpon,and coy her as much as you can deuiſe : Foz Nyaſſe 
Sparowhawkes are much moꝛe dangerous and coy than os 

thers be. When your Sparowhawke will fot a chicken well 
as befoꝛe ſapd, then you may traine her thus. Cauſe ſome of 
pour ſeruants 92 others to ſtand cloſe in ſome ditch oꝛ other 
pꝛiup toꝛner, with a line chicken in his hand: 4 ſfand. your 
ſelf with your Sparowhawke vpon your fil a little diſtance - 
from him:then try and ſpeake as you would ſpeak, and cry to 

your ſpaniels when they range the field. And when you think 
that your ſparwhawk loketh that way as he that hath þ train 

ſtandeth, let him caſt vp the chicken as high as he can, and let 

your Spathawke fler thereat and ſeaze it. That done, reward 

her, and feed her thereupon, making much ofher,x cheering her 

euermoꝛe among. Thus ſhal you doe twice a day. UAhen you 

haue thus trained her, moũt on your hoꝛſeback, ⁊ giue her like 
trains in the field as befo2e ſaid. Then ſet her ſharp againſt an 
euening, and go out to ſerke ſome game: it vou finde, ſecke to 

make her one flight at aduantage, and let her fice but _ k. 
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ſuper vp vpon the pꝛey · Thus in fdure oꝛ flue daies at the be⸗ 
ginning J would haue vou let her flee but one flight in a day, 
rewarding her well alwapes whenſhee killeth any thing, ta 
the endſhe may know her gamethe better, 4 take the greater 
delight therein, vntill the be thzoughly nouſled To keep your 
Sparowhawke in god oꝛder, riſe earely in the moꝛning, and 
taking her vpon your fift, tap her on the trayn with yourtwg 
fo:efingers,and ſtroke on her wings that ſhee may mantle and 
warble,andaduance her ſelfe bolt vpꝛight, and delicately vpon 
vour ſiſt. Sometimes alſo take off her had, and putit on a⸗ 
gaine fay2eand ſoftly, ſoꝛ rebuking her. When you haue kepte 
her two howꝛes vpon the filt, then ſet her in the Sunne to 
weather her halle an how2e : that being done, call her to your 
fiſt with meat, and whaſtle to her often, and chirpe with your 
uppes, that ſhee may learne to know that voyte when poucal 
her, when ſhe cometh reward her well. Thus you ſhould 
vſe her dayly, vntil ſhe com welto the fiſt: remebzing alwayes 
that you deale with her as gently,and as anuably as you can 
deuiſe. Uhen ſhe is well manned,and well comming, trie if 
ſhe couet not the water to bath her. And if ſhe do bath, thẽ may 
vou afterwards fle with her: But firſt, get on hozſebacke, and 
call her from off the ground with a crpance, foꝛ feare leaſt ſha 
ſhould thinke ſtrange to come to you on hoꝛſebacke:and it ſhæ 
come well to you from the ground, being on hoꝛſebacke, then 
may vou boldly flee with her But remember alwayes to eſpie 
ſom flight with aduantage at the firſt, foz diſcouraging of your 
Hawke: Fo21if ſhe be once welnouſled and entred,you may af- 
tecwards be the bolder how and when to flee with her. 


The manner to feedea Sparo shake. 


D feed a Dparowhawke oꝛderly, vou ſhould giue her god 
meats, as thighes of chickens and pullets, pong Spar⸗ 
rowes, Partelets, and other ſmall birds. Alſo ſheepes hearts, 
oꝛ Lambes hearts: all theſe be excellent meate foꝛ a Sparolo⸗ 
hawke. And thoſe you mult giue them cleane and hote, if it 
be 
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beepoſſible : fo2 with hotemeates you ſhall keepe heratwaves 
in beſt plight, and leaſt danger to abate. And tu pꝛeuent dif- 
eaſes, you ſhall giue her euery night calling of Cotton oꝛ lint, 
oz ſuchlike. And yet ſomeare of opinion, that it is not beſt to 
giue a Sparowhawkecafting ſo often: But by their leaue J 
thinke it meet : and my reaſon is, that when pou giue her ca- 
ſting,you ſhall atwayes percepue the diſpoſition of her goꝛge, 
andpaunell from time to time, by the ſignes which you ſhall 
ſe vpon the caſting, and in it: As ſomtumes it will be white, 
ſometunes blacke, ſometimes yellow,ſometumes greene, and 
ofother colours: and by this meanes knowing the infirmity 
of your Yawke, you may the better pꝛouide remedie fo2 the 
ſame.Therefoze J thinke itbeſt to giue a Sparowhawke ca- 
ſting, and it ſhall not be amiſſe to put therein ſometimes a 
whole Cloae,ina pellet of Cotton, which is atryed medicine 
todzaw euill humoꝛs from a Hawkes head: D2 ſometimes 
you ma put a chiue of Saffron in her caſting. And aboue all 
things, giue her water once in thꝛer oꝛ foure dayes: Foz Spa⸗ 
rowhawkes doe much couct the water, and it is the beſt thing 
(with other gend diet) that can be, ta keepe a Sparowhawke al⸗ 


waies ſound and in cod caſe. ¶ The hearts of Pigs are verie Addition 
god ſoꝛ a Sharowhawke, and euer after her feeding, let her 


plumbe vpon a handfull of Parſeley.] 
Of feeding a Hawke. 


Take herde that you feede not your hawke with two ſoꝛtes 
of meat at once, foꝛ that is perillous. Frꝛaſmuch as the ſub- 
ſtances of them being diuers, they ſtriue in diſgeſtion, oz en⸗ 
dewing, and bꝛerde euill humoꝛs and woꝛms in a hawke, and 
fill her with wind. And beware alſo that you feede not pour 
hawke with fleſh of beaſts that be olde, no2 that bee hurte o: 
tainted: Fo2 ſuch meanes are hard to endew, x full of venome 
and coʒruption, bꝛeding diſeaſes. Beware alſo that you giue 
not your hawke the fleſh of a bꝛode hen. And it ſhall not ber a 
mille ſometimes to change your hawkes meat and —

The ficth ofa Fore(as my Authoz affirmeth)is holeſome ,

If your Hawke happen to ſit abꝛoad in the told ayꝛe, 4 eſ⸗ 
petially in the night, giue her ſmall birds to feed vpon, becauſe 
they are hote of nature and comloꝛt much: but beware that yeu 

uſe 
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ve it not cuntmualip, foʒ it wil matze her to ſtatelp, and cauſe 
her ſoꝛget you, in ſuch ſozt that you ſhall hardly reclaxme her 
from her copneſle. 

To leede with riuerfowle,and ſuch like, there are ſome of 
them gd, and ſome bad, as J will bziefly declare. | 

Some hold opinion, that the bones and blood ol a Bargan⸗ 
der, Poꝛehen, and ſuch like may be giuen to an hawke: but 
that the ſkinne, fleſh,o2 feathers of them are not god, becauſe 
they bꝛerd euill humos. 

Che fleſh ofa Ducke oꝛ of a Crane( as they repoꝛt) is good

The ſleſh ofa Partrich is moſt excellent when a hatoke is 
fickc and diſeaſed. 

The fleſh ofa wild Goſe, oz of a flecked Crow, is god: 
but you muſt giue your Yawke but little therof, and none at 
ul of their blod,ſo2 it is ſalt, bꝛackiſh, cot an euil nouriſhment, 

The tech of theſe lech Crowes, and at the Wagtayles, (a 
Diſhwaſher as we tearme them, in Latine called 4fo1acla)x 
the Coꝛmoꝛant, is of euill nouriſhment and diſgeſtion. 

Lhe fleſh ofa white Stozke,andalſoof theblacke Stozke, 
called (Ser icireſſ.) is emltof nouriſhment, and hard to been- 
dewed, and ſtinking. 

The fleſh of the Bitter, and Sea Coote, is god and ſounde, 
efpectally when tho Sea Cote doth ferde and ſtoure her with 
land, it is god to enſeame and bzeatha Yawke: although na⸗ 
turally all water fowles are cold of complexion, moyſt, and 
hard of diſgeſtion. 

The fleſh of the white Heron, otherwiſe called the Shoue⸗ 
ler, and ofthe blew oꝛ aſhe coloured Heron, is of god dilgeſti⸗ 
on and nouriſheth well. 

The fleth of inches, hedge Sparo woes, and ſuch like, are 
in maner all one: and you muſt beware that you giue not your 
hawke tw much of them at once.

The lleſh ol a Hearon royal, that is to ſap, the gray Yearon, 
is reaſonable god, accoꝛding to the opinion of many ancient

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Faltoners: : but tholomems Hing of Egypt doth allcadge the 
contrary, ſaying, thatnaturatly all fowics which liue vpon 
fiſh, frogs, oꝛ ſnakes, and ſuch like venemous wo2mes, are 
euill ofdiſgeſtion,and that their bid bꝛerdeth opilations and 
euill humoꝛs, although they ſerme to delight hawks to feed on 
them fo2 their delicate ſwertnes and taſte.

The fleſh of all birds which ferde vpon ſ&ds, as Feaſants, 
Partridge, Nuailes,and ſuch like, are the beſt that can be, 
eſpecially when a Falconoz any sther Hawke is ſicke. 

Doues lech is excellent, eyther when a Yawkeis ſicke, a 
to mew withall:fo2 it makes a hake to mew well x quickly. 

Pullets fleſh,and Chickens fleſh, is god at all times, and

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To manne and make a Hawke : and firſt of 
a Nyaſie Falcon. 
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Falconeis call ramage 02 fleight Falcons.And J am of opini⸗ 
on that they ate all made after one ſozt,aud are manned much 
a like. But by mine aduite no man ſhal much aſſure himſelte 
in a N-af<,becauſe ouer and beſides that (fo2 the moſt part 
they pꝛoue not well, they doe allo require great pains x atten 
dance with extreame patience, to make them kill and ſtope a 
fowle well, oz fo fler a high pitch. Neuertheleſſe if a man 
will needes be doing with them, he ſhould firſt make a v 
to the Hearon from the fiſt, J meane both the blew and redde 
Hearon, and to ſuch other great fowles. Fo2 aſmuchas the 
NMaſſe hawkes ate narurally gd ſeazers, bold + hardy birds, 
and after they be well in bid, and entred in flering to thoſe 
fowles from the fiſt, then may vou make them tothe Niuer, 
going into ſome faire large field, wheras there may be eyther 
ſome wild Peacocks,fleſhCrowes,92 ſome other great fowl, 
bearing your Falcon on pour fiſt:loſe her hodein a readincs, 
dꝛawing as neare the fowle as you can, and the firſt fowle oz 
birde that ſpꝛingeth, vnhode her, and let her flee from the fiſt 
to the ſame fowle, becauſethey may d2zaw your Yawke vp 
wards. And when ſher is at a great gate, oz at a reaſonable 
pitch, then thꝛow her out a Ducke oz a Pallard ſ&led with 
a feather thꝛough the nares. And if ſheꝛ kill it, then reward her 
well, and feed her vpon it with as much fauour as you can de⸗ 
uiſe,alwayes luring and crying to her to comfozt and encow 
rage her.

Of Ramage Falcons. 


Fa Falconer chance to retouer a ramage hawk which was 
neuer handled befdꝛe, let him immediate lp ſerle her, : there- 
withal let him eut then alſo put on her Jeſles, the which mut 
bee of Shameuſe leather, oꝛ ſoft calues leather, o2 ſuch other 
leather as may bee gentle and plyable to her legge. At the 
end therof, it ſhall not bee amiſſe to ſette two Ueruelles of 
Siluer, the one thereof may haue the Armes of the King 
oꝛ Quern whom you ſerue, and the other a 2 
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owne armes. Fozaſmuchas when they lle out, if they chance 
tobe taken vp, they may the ſooner be returned agame,andre- 
ſtoꝛed to their owners,the which you mult then te member to 
reward the taker vp ol his Bawke liberally. ou ſhall alſo put 
her ona paire of gad belles, with two pꝛoper Bewets: Being 
thus furniſhed, you ſhall goe about to man her, handling her 
often gentlp, and both to auoide the ſharpenes of her beake, as 
alſo the better to rebuke her from biting and nipping: xou ſhall 
haue a ſtreight ſmooth ſticke, as bigge as your finger, and halte 
a lat long oꝛ moze,wlth the which vou ſhal gently ſtroke your 
hawk about the pinions of her wings, t lo downwards thwart 
all her train. And tt ſhe chance to knap oꝛ byte at the ſticke,let 
her bite hardly,foz that will rebuke her thereof, whereas your 
hand being twitched away fearfully, would make her pzoceed 
themoze eagerly. To man her wel, you mult watch all the 
night and kerpe her on yourfiſt:and you mull teach her to 
liede ſerled: and hauing a great and eaſte rufterhad,youmuſt 


had and vnhode her oftentimes ſled as thee is, handling her 


gainſt yer Keeper. And alſo make her toplume and tyꝛe ſom- 
times vpon a wing and kerpe her ſo on the ſiſt day and night 
without perching of her, vntill ſhe be wearie,aud uffer pou to 
hode her gently and ſtirre not: andcozrec her of her ramage 
toyes,eſpecially of mapping and biting, ſtroking her cuermoꝛe 
as befo2e ſaid with your ſticke. But if it happen (as it doth. 


ſometimes)that pour chance be to haue a Falcon ſo ramage x 
ſhꝛelode metteld, that ſhe will nat leaus her ſnapping e biting, . 
then take a cloue of Gatlicke cleane pilled, oꝛ alittle 11 Cy- 
carrina,and when ſhe byteth oz ſnappeth at pour hann oz ſtick, . 
offer her the Garlickes2 «loe-,and let her bite it: fo2 eyther 
the ſtrong ſent of the Garlicke,o2 the bitter taſte of the Alas 
willquitkly make her leaue herbiting and ſnapping. - 
To vſe a Hawke to the hoode. 
]Ehapnethoftentimes that Falconers haue Pawkes which 
come from Cyprus, Candya, Ale xandria,and other far coun- 
tries,

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trycs,the which hauing bane mthe hands ol ſuch as could not 
well ſkillofthem, become toy and very vntewalde to ba 
hoded, and will hardly be wonne to abide the Heod by any 
meanes. In this caſe au muſt firtt ſale pour Hawke, and 
being ſeeled, you mult fitte her with a large eafie hwde: and 
hode and vnhodeheroften therewith, watching her a night 
oꝛ two, and handling heroſtentimes about the head as befoze 
ſayde, vntili ſhee haue foꝛgotten that fault, And when the 
once doth leaue it, vou may vnſeale her in an eueuing by can 
dle light, handling her ſtill ſoftly with your hand about the 
head, hwding and vnhoding her oltentunes, virtiil ſher wil 
well abide the 1}wde; and bꝛocke to be handled. And here J 
thmke god to exp;ee mine opinion, that be which takethin 
hand to be a Falconer, ouſcht ſirſt to be very patient, and ther 
withall to take fingylar delight in an Hawke, ſo that hee may 
ſeeme to bee in lone (as it were naturally) with his Hawke, e 
uen that a man would ſap, it were a thing bꝛead ſo in the bone 
As it could neuer bir xoted aut of the fleſh. Foꝛ ſuch a man 
with neuer ſo little paine and induſtry, will become an excel 
lent Falconer: but hee which taketh not that delight in his 
Haluke, but doth rather exerciſe it fo; a pompe and boaſt, than 
vpon a naturall inſtind: oꝛ being a pa man, doth vſe it to get 
his liuing, ſich a man in mine opinion ſhall ſeldome p2onea 
perfect Falcdner;but amar-hawke, and ſhall beare the bagge 
after a right Falconer. - 

To turnetomy purpoſe, when your Hawke being ſo ſ@ 
led, doth feede well; and will abide the Hoode: and to bee 
handled, without ſtritking oꝛ bytingat venr hand: then in 
an Euening by Candlelight vou ſhall vuſecle her, and with 
pour finger and a little ſpittle, annoint the place where 
the ſeeling thzead was d2awne thꝛough. And when you 
haue hoded her, take her on your fiſt, and holde her co all 
night vntill day appeare againe, doing off her Ywde. oftew 
times, and handling her gently with pour hand, ſtroking 
her ſoftly about the wings and the body, hoding and vnha- 
of her, and giuing her ſometimes to frede, ay 
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twaine, oꝛ ſomctimes tyꝛing oꝛ plumage. But aboue all 
things vou mut watch her an the fiſt ſo many nights toge- 
ther, without ſettung her downe on any pearch, that ſyce' 

may be wearie, and ſufter you to hode and handle her gently 
without any manner ofrefaſtance, and vntillſhe& haucalto- 
gether left and foꝛgotten her ſtrikung and byting at our hand: 
but ſonre hawkes will be long beloze they leaue that fault, as 
the moꝛe copy oꝛ ramage that they be, the longer they will 
tetapne thoſe ill tatches, and will not peraduenture be wonne 
ſtom them in thꝛee, ſoure, oꝛ fiue dayes. - When thee is wel 
reclaymed from it, then may pou let her ſit vpon apearch to 
reſt her. But euer night you ſhall doe well to keepe her on 
the fiſt thꝛer oꝛ foure houres, handling her and ſtroking her 
gently,andcauſing her to tyze oꝛ toplume, alwayes making 
or her, andhodingand vnhoding her ofteatimes, as befoze 
ſaid. And the like may you doe alſo by day light, but in a 
Chamber apart, where ſhe may ſee no great light vntill thee 
kde ſurely andeagerly without dꝛead. 


+ To make your Hawke know 
your voyce. 


F your hawke be thus in foure oꝛ fine dayes manned, ſo 
that ſhe begin to ferde eagerly and boldly, then pou thal firſt 
beginne to make her know your whiltte,. o2 the chirping ol 
your mouth: and afterwards pour voice in this maner. Take 
aquicke Pullette, and going into ſome ſecret plate, where 
yur Hawk may well perceiue the fowle,and pet ſee no great 
open light, let her piume and fcede vpan it, as the ſitteth 
bpon your fiſt: then chyꝛke with pour vopce, and vſe thoſe o⸗ 
ther ſounds which Falconers do to their Hawks: and feed her 
ſo, hoding her gently:then afterwards you may let her plume 
alittle vpon ſomte wing, being ſtill hoded, as well to lcoſe 
hei in the head, and to make her caſt water, as alſo to teach 
her the better how to ſitte on the fiſte.

F your Falcon at firſt when ſhee ficeeth from the fiſt, will 
not get vp, but take ſtan d on the ground, as the moſt parte 
of ſoare Falcons doe commonly,you ſhal / not pet therefoze be 
diſcouraged, noꝛ out of hope, but rather making towardes her 
with your hozſe,x thꝛeatning of her, ſerme to ieare with your 
wand, and dꝛiue her from the ſtand, vntillſhee flee a turne 02 
two.

Aud tt pour Hawke doeepther 
truſſe o ſtop it, ſuttoꝛ your hawk immediatelp, croſſing the 
Ducks wings, and let pour hawk plume, c. J am of opini⸗ 
on, that fo2 the firſt o2 ſecond tune that you ſhew pour hawk 
à ſowle, it ſhall not be beſt to ſhew her great fowle, but ra⸗ 
ther ſmall fowle, as the Dapchicke,o2 ſuch like, Fo2 if you 
ſhew them the greateſt fowles at the firlt, it often happe- 
neth that they ſtippe frem the Hawke vp the wind, and the 
hawkecannzt recouer them (but raketh out aftcr) where-

E that would make a flight foz a Haggart, hee ſhal do 

well in my conceit, to flee where there be no Crowes, 
Choughs, oꝛ ſuch like fo2 the ſixſt two oꝛ thꝛee flights, becaus 
ſhe ſhall rake none occaſion to rake out after ſuch checke. And 
it hall be god alſo, that pon let her not fleeout on head to far 
at the firſt, but run after her, and cry to her y loe, why loe) to 
make her turn head. And when ſher is come in, take her do won 
with the lure, vnto the which J would haue a quicke Pul⸗ 
let faſtened, as befo2e ſaid. And you ſhall ſuffer her to tyze , 
plume,and feede as befoꝛe, c. It hapneth oftentimes that a 
Haggart though her gadding mode gallantneſſe of minde, 
doth rangle out from her keper,moze tha vpoany other cauſe. 
Then ſhall you clogge her with greater luring bels, and make 
her a traine oꝛ two w a ducke ſeeled, to teach her hold in, and

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know the man. Pou ſhall not nerde to trapne a Haggard ſo 
often as a Soarehawke, becauſe they haue bene accuſtomey 
to pzey fo2 themſelues, and doe by experience know one 
fowle from another. But they doe much better remember 
eyther the re bukes, oz cheriſhings which are made to them, 
than S24cehaw'zes doe: and theceioze it behoueth to vſe 
moꝛe care and hed about a Haggart, than a dare Falcon, x 
aboue all things to take her often downe with the dꝛie luce, 
and to let her take her pleaſure of her reward. And (as 
Falconers teaxme it) to bx euer well in blod. Foz 
otherwiſe ſhee will not long be at your 
tcommaundement, but make 
vou 4.9 her.

True 
it is, that to be aſſured, you ſhall doe well alwayes to haue a 
quicke Mallard oz Ducke in the hawking bag, whenſocuer 
you would make a flight: and if vour Yawk kil not the fowl 
which is ſtwped (as often hapneth by many ouerthwart chan- 
tes) then map vou quickly haue recourſe to the hawking bag, 
and feeling pour liue Ducke (pour hawke being ather pitch, 
and her head in) you may thꝛow her vp to your Vawke, re⸗ 
ward her, c. Foz this oꝛder ſhall alwates maintaine pour 
Hawke tobe inwards, and in god life and blod, 95

VVer pour Hawke is well quarried, and flecth well 
to the riuer, and fletha great gate, oꝛ a reaſonable 
pitch, then ſhall yon doe well alſo to make her fond of the lure: 
foꝛ when a Hawk hath oped once, twice, oꝛthꝛice, vou ſhall 
do well to take her downe with the lure, and to let her kill a 
Pulict, and feede her vpon it: yea the higher fleeiag that a 
Habbke is, the moꝛe need to take her downe the oftner with 
the lure, and to regard that you ouccflee her not: Foz if it 
happen that a fowle being often ſtoped, will not ſpꝛing a⸗ 
gaine, but will rather fail to diuing ( which Falconers call the 
plonge) then muſt you take her with dogges, oꝛ kill her with 
Hawking poles, oꝛ vſe ſome ſuch other deuiſe, and be fain to 
take downe pour Falcon with the lure, and giue her the fowle 
vpon the lure, feeding and rewarding her with as much de⸗ 
light as vou tan, to make her fond of the lure. It hapneth of- 
tentimes that many Falcons will hardly become fond ot the 
lure, thꝛough the great deſire they haue to kill their fowle.

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To helpe that, Jthinkeit not ſufficient only to keep her frem 
often killing, but ſometimes you muſt alſo take the quarrey 
out of her fwt as ſone as ſhe hath fedde vpon a little of the 
bꝛaines, and had her vp, then gining her vnto another to hold: 
goe from her a Bow; ſhot, and call hex to the luxe, and ſo feeve 
and reward her well vpon the lure with the fowle that ſhe 
killed,and this ozder will make her fond of thelare.

SOmetimes a Falcon will become very pꝛoude and di⸗ 

dainefull by being ouer high kept, in ſo2t that ſhe ſhal not 
neede to be fedde no2 rewarded acco2ving as they tede U hen 
they pꝛey ol themſelues at large: and although ſher fc: aud 
kill, vet as ſone as ſhee hath plumed a little, let her keeper 
take a ſherpes heart cold, oꝛ the leg of a pullet, and whiles the 
Hawke is buſie in pluming, let the Falconer conuey the hart 
of the ſherpe, oꝛ the pullets legge into ſome part ot the body of 


the ſowle, that it may take ſome taſte ofit : and when the 


Hawke hath eaten the bꝛayns, heart, and tongue ofthe fowle, 
then let him take that fozth, and call his Hawke with it vnto 
the fiſt, let him feede her therewith, and giue her a little ofthe 
feathers in the necke of the ſayde fowle, to ſcowꝛe her male

Here 3 will not deny buf that if ſho 
kill cuery day, although ſhe ſtope from a very high gate, vet 
if ſhee be not rebuked oꝛ hurt therewith, ſhe will doubtleſſe be⸗ 
come cuery day higher fleeing than other, mary there withall 
the will ſo much fo2get the lure, as the moze you ſhewit her, 
the moze ſhe will bend if, and flee out on head from her 
Keepcr:and oftentimes wil teach vou hot poaſting iourneys. 
Wherefoze aboue all thinges, the high fleeing hawke ſhould 
be made inwards,and(as we tearme it) fond ofthe lure, be- 
cauſe it is no leſſe pꝛapſe wozthy in a high fleeing Falcon to 
make in, and turne hrad at the ſecond, oꝛ third toſſe ofthelure, 
and when ſher powꝛeth done like a ſtone vpon it, than ifſhe 
had killed: nay rather ſuch are moꝛe eſteemed than the other. 
And ſo is the Falconer moꝛe pꝛayſe woꝛthy which doth winne 
his Hawke thereunto. Foz to tome vnto the lure is a thing

To make a high fleeing hawke vpwards, 
T hapneth oftentimes that a Hawke(although ſhee be na 
turally high fleeing) will pet be longbefoze ſhe be made vp- 
wards, but will fiſh and play the flugge:fo2 when ſhe ſhoulde 
get vp to couer the fowle, ſhee will ſtoope befoꝛe the fowle bee 
pttt out, the which may pꝛoterde thꝛough two cauſes, Firſt, it 
may beethat ſhe is to ſharpe ſette, and the ſecond cauſe 
may 
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map be that thc is flowen withall out of tune, eytherto ſwne 
02 to late. So that when von ſæ a Falton vſe thoſe euill tat- 
ches without apparant cauſc,you ſhall do well to taſt her out 
a dead fowl oz a dead pullet fo a dead quarrey (as Falconers 
tearme it,) and to hade her vp without any reward, to the 
endſhe may take no enconragement fo vſe thoſe vile trickes: 
fo there is no greater ſpoyle to an high fleeing Vawke,than 
when the killeth a fo wle from a baſe andlow. pitch, and ſo 
much the greater is the loſe of her, by how much the moze 
ſher doth uſe thaſe vile butardl y parts. Therelaꝛe by mybeſt 
ain ay qutar- 
rey and ho d her vp: then afterwarhs within halfeanhowze, . 
tal her to the lure and fede her, aud dar khis an aten an her 
eth to fiſh 02 to play the baſe ſtugge on thatfaſhion, and to 


ind whether it p:oced ol becing tw ſhape ſet, 02 of flæing 
out of time, idee ſhall doe well withall by gence to 
note the naturall diſpoſition of his YawReg: as hich will 
lie beeing hie and in god plight, and which deft, when the 
is kept low,which will flee bet when ſhee is ſet molt ſharpe 
and eager, and which conttary., and which in a meane be⸗ 
tene both, which earely at Sunne riung, and which when 
Sunne is two howꝛes high dꝛ moꝛe, which ſooner, and 
which later in an euening. Fo2the natures cf Falcons are 
bery diuers and ſondꝛie, in ſuch ſoꝛt as to flee with ahawke 
at her beſt howꝛe and time, and to flee with her out of that 
time, is a thing which will ſhew as great difference; as be⸗ 
tween an excellent god Hawke, and a Rite. Therefvze let 
the Falconer haue eſpeciall regard thereunto, ſetting his 
Pawkes to flee acca:ding to their natures and diſpoſitions, 
and keeping them alwares in god oꝛder. And heere it is to 
noted, that alhawkes,aſwell foarhawks,asmewedhawkes 
ind haggartes, ſhould be ket out in the euening two oz thaee 
houres,fome moꝛe and ſome leſſe, hauing conuenient regard 
ih theit nature, as it is ſtronger oꝛ weaker:and in the moꝛning 
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them ava weathering, vntill pou get vp on Hoꝛſebacke 

to gor to ſleld, and ſo pour hawkes will al wayes be wel wea⸗ 
thered and in god oꝛder. Theſe be the beſt meanes and obſer⸗ 
uations which J can ſet vowne foz Riuer Hawkex, which if 
it lucreede well to you, then ſhall you ſtand allſuced of your 
ſpazt, ann Jofmy deſire. | 


To makea Falcon to the Hearon. 


Nev Dwtoteachyou to make a flight at the hearon:although 
be the moſt noble and ftately flight that is, and plea⸗ 
Aa tobepalo,vetthote b noch art v2 induſtry therein as 
inthe vther lights. 02 the Hawe ficeth the Hearon: moued 
by nature, as againſt her pꝛoper foe:but to the riuet chte ficeth 
s taught by the induſtry 4 diligence of the Falconer. Then 
mut itniedesfollow,that(ſuch Falconers as haue flowenat 
theriuer,when the end ofthe moneth of Febzuary,oz the be⸗ 
gmning of arch is tome, a time when Mearons beginne to 
make their palſage) it pou will make thoſe Falcons to that 
flight, you mull ceaſe flieingat the river with them any lon⸗ 
ger: but you muſt pull them downe and make them light, the 
which you ſhall doe by feedingthem with no wilde meats, but 
the hearts and fleſhofLambs,Calues, and chickens, and ca 
lung ol them to the lure with other make Falcons, that is to 
fay a caſt at once,tothe end they may accuſtome and acquaint 
themſelues one with another, and ſo may the better flee the 
Yearpn by helping one another, and by ſuccouring each other. 
Verein youmuſt take god herd ſo to acquaint them that they 
crabbe not logelher ſoꝛ ſo would they doe when they come to 
the by they might be in perill to bee ſpoyled oꝛ ki 

ud. When your Faltons beſkowzed and cleane, ſo as being 
charpe ſet, they may becalled hungry hawkes, 02 (as Falte 
ners tearm them) rager hawkes, vou muſt get a liue Yearon, 
vpon the — ol whole bill oz truncke you muſt con ⸗ 
| eivynt dra rede o: Cane, fo as ſhee may — the 
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hawke therewith: thet being done, tie the Hearon in a Cri- 
ance, then ſettuig her vpon the ground, vnhod pour hawke, 
tothe end that when lhe eſpieth the Bearon, ſhe may flee her: 
and ifſhedoe lo, make in apate to ſuccourher,x let her plume, 
etake blood ot it, allow ing her the bꝛaines, the marrow ol the 
bones, with the heart all together: (the Jfalians call it S yy.) 
Hauing thus laid it vpon your Hawking gloue, giue it your 
Þawke:and afterwards rippe the b2eaſt ofthe Hearne, z let 
your Hawke feed thereon vntill ſhe bee well goꝛged. This bee- 
ing done, hode her vp vpon the Vearon, ſuffering her plume 
thereon with all the fauourthatmay be: then take her vpon 
your fiſt, and let her tyzea little vpon the foote oꝛ pynion of 
the wing. But ifa Falconer haue not ſtoꝛe of Hearons to 
traine withall (as often it hapneth, by mean tge fowle is rare 
and daintie, then may he doe thus: When he hath armed oz 
caſed the Hearons tronke with a Cane oz reed, as befoze ſaid, 
hemaptake a peete ot a Calues ſkinne, oꝛ ſuch other like, as 
long as the necke ol a Hearon, ę beginning at the head, con⸗ 
tinuing to the ſhou r body ofthe Hearon, let him ſew it 
inp:opoztion t ſhape or ſheath, that it may arme the hearons 
necke 4 head: + afterwards with a penſill, pen, & incke, oꝛ ſuch 
other deuice, let him paint it as like as he can to the necke and 
head ol an hearon, with fethers & euery thing to the purpoſe. 
Then let him ſet the counterfeit Hearon vpon the ground, as 
befoze ſaid:and when the Hawke doth flee it and lot it, he muſt 
haue a quicke pong Pigeon, the which he muſt hanſomly con⸗ 
ney vnder the Hearons wing, and let the Hawke plume and 
liede thereon,reſeruing the hearon ſafe ſoꝛ an other time, and 
to make traine againe with it the next day. Then hauing 
thereupon rewarded pour Hawke, and coped her ſufficient⸗ 
, vou may goe the next day into a meadow, oꝛ other conue⸗ 
nient place with your Falcon on your ſiſt: and giuing the 
Hearon armed as befoze ſaid, to ſome other which may holde 
it under his arme a god way off kom the Malwke, as 
haife an Arrowe ſhote oz moze; Then your Yawke — 
L ing 
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ing vnhoved, giue ſigne vnto him to thꝛow vp the hearon on 
hie, andifyourhawke ſeaze it, reward and feede her with 
a pigeon as beioꝛe ſaide, dealing familiariy with her, and the 
third day vou may doe again in like manner, cauſing him 
that holdeth the traine to hide himſelfe as cloſe as he can, and 
to caſt out the Hearon as farre from him as he map. All theſe 
being done, and the Hawke hauing thus often taken her icain 
to your liking, vou may the fourth day in a fapze field, put 
out the Hearon without cryance , oꝛ arming her at all: and 
when ſhe is vp of a reaſonable height,you may caſt off your 
Vawke, who if che bind with the Bearon and being it down, 
then make in apace to reſcue her, thꝛuſting the Hearons bill 
into the ground, bꝛeake his wings and legges that the hawk 
may the moꝛe eaſily fate and plume it. Then reward her as 
bountifully as pou can with the bzaines, the marrow of the 
bones andthe heart as is befoze declared making her the ita 
lian Sepp⸗) many vſe to make a traine another way , which 
dooth not miſlike me, and that is this: they cauſe one to tlumt 
a tre with the Bearon , from e hecaſteth her out to the 
Halwke, and then they let their hawkSflec as be:oze ſaid. But 
as touching theſe traincs, it behoueth that the Falconer be 
al god iudgement, as alſo in diners other things. Jo: 
euen as the Hawke doth flee thein with better oz 
woꝛſe liſt and life, ſo behoueth it that the 
traines pꝛouided be ſtronger 02

Ve your Hawke will kill a trainelufhly, and bold 
ly, then may you goe into the field to finde a wilde 
Hearon at ſiege,and when you haue found her, win in as nie 
to her as you can, and goe with your Hawke vnder the 
wind, where hauing firſt loſed her hode in a readineſſe, ag 
ſore as the Yearon leaueth the ſiege,off with her hwde, and 
let her flce:andif the clime tothe Hearon, and beat her ſo that 
thee bꝛing her down,runne in apace to reſcue her, thꝛuſting 
the Yearons bill into the ground, and bꝛeaking her wings : 
legges (as is afozeſaive) feede her and reward her vpon paur 
hawking gloue, in manner befoze declared. But if pour hawk 
ſhould fayle to beate dane the hearon, oꝛ doe giue him ouer, 
then ſhall you flee the Bearon no moꝛe with her, vnleſſe it be 
with ſome other make hawke, which is well entred, and in 
god fleeing· And thereby the vnſ kilfull hawke ſceing that « 
ther Hawke flee at the Hearon, and bind with her, will take 
courage and flee eake with that other make⸗Hawke, eyther 
little oꝛ much, and if they kill the Yearon, then ſhould they 
be fedde and rewarded together while the quarrey is hot, ma 
king them an Italian Sopya as befoze ſaid. And by this means 
the coward hawke may be made bold and perfect: But ifit 
chance that any luſty royſtinghawke will fie the Hearon of 
herſcife without trayn,oz the Shoueler,the Falconer ſhould 
let her fote it,plume and bzeake it vntill ſhe find blod, and 
ſhould giue her the S pa, as Falconers do tearm it, foꝛ ſo they 
will become much bolder, and the better Pearonerg alſo. But 
hee that will woꝛke furelie to enter his Yawke at the 
Hearon, let him helpe her by any pzadiſe oz means 
that he can demiſe: and theſe bee the means 
and pꝛeceptes to make a Falcon a 
© god Hearoner 
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hawked withall alike: foꝛ the@ acres, Lanners, Gerfal- 
tons, Millions, and Pertins,do not flee the riuer, vnles hap- 
pily the Laners doe, which as J vuderſtand doe flee the river 
in France:þut they flee not ſingle, but ſund2y Laners at one 
tune, moze than a caſt oꝛ aleaſſeofthematbnce, and ſo per 
aduenture doe the Gerfalcon and the Pillion. Whereofal; 
though there be few in this country which are made oz flo- 
wen withall,yet wil Jnot ſparc to wꝛite what J haue lear- 
nid ofthem by hereſay,beginning with the Sacre. J ſay that 
they are flowen withall from the fi@,in a plaine fielde where 
there are feweſt blocus, oꝝ ſtubs, o ſuch other impediments, 
but that a man may gallop freely : men hawke with them to 
the Dearon,the Rite, and ſuch like, as alſo at Feazant,Þar- 
tridge, Quaile,and ſometimes at the Pare, but with moꝛe 
than one ſingle Yawke at once as I ade befoze.And in Cy- 
pꝛus they hawke with them to the Crane with the help ofthe 
peregrine Falcon in this oꝛder: When they haue found the 
Crane,the Falconer doth looſe his Vawkes hode in a rea- 
dine le. (A meane the percgrine Falcon) e dzawing as neare 
tothe Crane as he can vnder the wind, when ſher riſeth, ha 
quickly vnhodeth his hawke,and lets her ſee, and after her 
they caſt off a caſt oꝛ alcaſeof Sacres, which follow the pere- 
grin Falcon,thatleadeth them as the moze waighty and va⸗ 
liantYawke:andbecauſe the Crane ſtriueth not at the en- 
coanter in defence as the Hearon doth, but alwapes ficeth 
right fozwards,thereſoze the peregrine Falcon doth ſraze vp⸗ 
pon the Crane, and buckling with her two oꝛ thꝛer boundes, 
the Satres make in and beat her down to the ground vutill 
the Falconers come in to reſcue theit hawkes, who ſpedily 
thꝛuſting the Cranes bill into the ground, dor eftſone bzeate 
her wings and legs (as they do the Yearons,) becauſe they 
doe Hawkes moſt w2ong with their leggesandfeet : which 
being done, they reward and ferde all their Hawkes vpon the 
Crane, making them an Italian S-ppa vpon their hawking 
aue, of the hꝛaines, marrow, and the heart, but giuing the 

5 peregnire. 
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peregrine a greater re ward than the Sgcres, (yet with dil⸗ 
cretion)they reward them altogether. Thoſe peregrine Fal- 
cons which are god ſoꝛ ihe Crane, are much eſtamed in Cy- 
prus of great ſtates, and ſo much themoze, by howmuch they 
aremoze rare and paſſing in perfection. But here amongit 
vs this ſlight is not vſed,as wel] ſoꝛ that wee haue no ſuch oz- 
dinary ſtoze of Cranes, as alſo becauſeour fields are not ſo 
playne, and free without fewel, as 


This is the oꝛder in Cy In France, the chiefe vſe of 
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Le are much eſtemed in Frante, foꝛ the they flee with 
them (a caſt 02 mozeat once) to the Riuer alſo. And be- 
cauſe they are hawkes (which mamtaine long flightes,) they 
tyꝛe a fowle in ſuch ſoꝛte, that with dogges andhawking 
poles they kill many, and by that meanes they ſpoyle m02e 
with aLaner,than with a better hawke. Thus much J haue 
heard by credible repoꝛts. Theſe Laners are flowen withall 
at Partridge alſo x Feazaut,and lome ſay that many ofthcm 
pꝛoue very good therefoze. But in Italie they vſe no ſuch flee- 
ing, pereduenture becauſe there is no great ſkill in it. Jf you 
would fice with aLaner, you mult keep her maruailous ſhoꝛt 
and ſharpe ſet. Foz they are of the ſame nature that a Sa⸗ 
cre, and that one(in manner) ismade euen as that other is: 
and becauſe they kerpe their caftings long, by reaſon they are 
hard metteld hawkes, you ſhallnotgiue them caſtingofcot- 
ton, but ol towe, a knottes of Hempe, oz the ſhauing ofa Ha⸗ 
ſell wand. And if vou giue them any cotton caſting, pet put 
the towe o2 knottes of Hempe onthe outſide of it, and ſobc- 
cauſe they take ſmall | wil caſt the ſwner. 
Let this fuffice ta be ſaid of theſe kinda othawks,bccaule they 
arco2vinary,ttheirnaturesto well known of all nien. 


To hawke u ith the Gerfalcon and 
the Mylion, 


Piles fpeake ſome few wozds ofthe Gorfatcon and the Pi⸗ 
lion, which are all( in manner) of one nature, as thehawkes 
laſt rehearſed, and are made to the ture in the ſeife ſame 
manner. Theſe hawkes (as far as I haus vnderſtoad) do not 
flee the Niuer, but alwaies from the they flee the Hearons, 
Shouelers,and the ite with the foren tayle, and at ſuch 


other flights. In going vp to their gate, they holde not that 


courſe 02 way which other Falcons doe. Foz they clime vp vs 
pon the traine when they finde an fowwle, and as ſone as 
they haue reached her, they plucke her down,ifnot at the — 
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pet at the ſecondo2 thirdenconnter. Thep are ſedee and re- 
wardedas other Falcons are: thep are very cralty ot nature, 
and couct to keepe their taſtings long though floth. There⸗ 
fo:c you ſhallnot giue them caſting of Cotton, hut of Tow, 
Haſell, oꝛ hard things, as vou ſhall do the Sacre and L aner. 
and you mult ke pe them likewiſe very eager and ſharpe ſet. 

It is aYawke that is flowen withall by great fates 4 Pꝛin⸗ 
ces moſtcommently. And thereloꝛe 3 will wzite no moꝛe of 
it, as one that haue no great p2aciſethereof. 


To flee with the Merlyne at the. 
Pattridge. 


F you will flee with the Perlyne at Partridge, chuſe the 

fozmall, which is the larger, foʒ they onely will pꝛoue gad 
thereunto. And in trayning oz making the Jacke, vou ſhould 
but looſe your time. When you haue made the founall Per⸗ 
line tothe lure, in maner befoze deſcribed, and that ſh& will 
likewiſe abide the hoode, vou muſt make her a traine with a 
Partridge,ifyou can get any, ifnot, then with ſome other 
liue bird, in ſuch oꝛder as hath berne ſet downe to trayne 0- 
ther hawkes. And if ſhee fote and kill it, then reward her, ſul⸗ 
ft ring her to take her pleaſure on it, c. This being done, you 
may ftraightwayes flee with her the wild Partridge: and it 
thee take it at the firſt flight ( which ſeldome hapneth,) oz if 
ſhe fle it, to mark and take it at the ſecond ſlight, being retry⸗ 
ned by the Spaniels, feeve her vpon it with a reaſonable 
go2ge,cheering her with your — ſuch ſoꝛt, that ſhe may 
know the ſame. Butif ſhe pꝛoue not hardy at the firlt traine, 
then you ſhall doe well to pꝛoue her with another train,befoze 

von flee with her at the wild game. But it at the ſecond 

traine ſhe pꝛoue not hardy, it is a token that ſhee

eit well that men flee with a caſt ol Merlines atone 
at the Larkeoz the Lenet. Foz ouer and beſives that they of 
fhemſeluesloue company and to flee together, they doe alſo 
nue greater pleaſure oz delight to the lookecs on. oz —

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that one (at the ſtwping) ſtrikes the birde, and thenthat other 
at her downe conic: and when that one climeth to the mown- 
tie aboue the Larke, then that other lyeth low fo2 her beſt ad⸗ 
uantage, which is moſt delectable to behold, Pea and ſoms- 
times the peoꝛe birds become ſo fearefull, that they ſhzowne 
themſelues in the houſes andchambers ofſuch as dwellneare 
the fieldcs. So that both the birde and the Hawke are often - 
times taken both together by thecountryman. And therfo:e 
it ſhall not be amiſſe to tye vnto their Jelles o: Bewets ſome 
veruile bearing the armes of their owner & maſter,(as if they 
were falcons) to the end they may be reſtozed vnto them. But 
to returne to my purpole, J ſay that when the Perl nes are 
th:oughly manned, and made gentle, you may carry them in⸗ 
to the ſield, where hauing found a Larke oz a Lenet, (making 
loſe her hode) you muſt goe as neare as vou tan into the wind 
to the bird. And as ſon as the bird riſeth from the ground, vn⸗ 
have pour taſt of Perlyns, andcaſt them to flee vntill they 
haue beaten downe the Larke oz Lenet, and let them fede on 
herfo2 their labour indifferently. But hercwithall note that 
there is akind of Larks, (called cutte Larkes) which doe not 
mount as the long ſpurd field Larke doeth, but flee foꝛeheade 
befoꝛe the Merlyn. Ju any caſe let them not flo ſuch Larkes, 
fo: neyther will then make you like paſtume, noꝛ pet can you 
fler them without danger ol lecſing your Perlynes. 


Of the time to mewe a Falcon. 


Ette vs now ſpeake of the oꝛder how to mewe hawkes, 
and ol the Pewes. Firſt, to ſpeake of Falcons, they 
may bee flowen withall vn till Saint Geozges day, that is a 
bout the middeſt of Apꝛill. Then ſet them downe. And 
you mulk diligently marke, whether they haue any lyſe 
o2 not. And if they haue, pepper them to kill the ſayde 
lyſe, and ſkow2e them beſoꝛe you caſt them into the mewe.- 


Chat being done, vou may put them into the mewe. 
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are two ſundꝛy ſoꝛts of mewing, that is to ſap, mewing loſe 
at large, oꝛ at the Stocke: and J will firlt ſpeake of this lait 
kind of mewing. 


Of me wing at the Stocke 
or the Stone. 


T* plate wherein you ſhould melo ahabwoke at tbe ſfocke, 
ſhould be alow parler oz chamber vpon the ground, farre 
from any nopſe o2 concourſe o people, and ſituate towards 
the No2th oꝛ Nozthcaſt. Place therein a table ofa conueni⸗ 
ent length, foꝛ the number ol pour Falcons, and let it bee fine 
oz ſire fotb2oad at the leaſt, with little thinne boardes 02 
planckes all alongſt the ſides and ends, nayled on foure 
fingers high. And let this Table be ſet on treſtles of two fot 
high · oꝛ th2ee fot high from the ground, and fill theſe Tables 
with great — hath pꝛety little round perble and gra⸗ 
uell ſtones in it: in the midſt whereof you may place ſome 
great free ſkones a Cubite high, made like vnto apillar,flat 
in the bottome,and playne x — — 
meale lefſe and leſle vnto the toppe of them „WMhereunto let 
your hawkes be tyed, epther Falcon, Gerfalton, ꝙpllion, 02 
Perlyne. Then take a ſmall co2d of the bigneſſe of a bow- 
ftring oꝛ little moꝛe, put it th2ough a ring, and binde it about 
the ſtone in ſuch ſozt that the ring oꝛ ſwyvle may goe rounde 
about the ſtone without any ſtoppe 02 let: And thereunto tye 
the leaſe ofa Falcon, which may ſo ſtand vpon the ſaid 32 0 
being ſet in the ſand. But vou muſt haue regard, that (if 
you mein moe Falcons than one at oncein one tame) vou 
ſet your ſtones one ſofarrefrom another, that when pour 
hawkes bate, they may not reach one anotherfoz crabbing .. 
We great ſtones are ſet,fo that a Faleonfeling the freſhnes 
and cootenes ofthe ſtone, will delight to ſitte ſtill vppon it, 
t the litle grauel ſtones are, becanſe a hawke will oftentimes: 
ſwallow them to cole her within, and willkepe them _ 
E 


— — 
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tunes two oz thzxx howaca, oꝛ moze within her. The ſand allo 
is neceſſaxp, becauſe when they bate,they ſhal not marrs their 
feathers, andal'o becauſe thereby their mewts are the eaſlier 
cicanſed,and to be removed from them. {The litle coꝛdoꝛ bend 
with the ring on it, are tyedabout the ſtone, becaufe the Fal⸗ 
con bating this way and that way, the ſhall neuer twindnoz 
tangle, becauſe the ring followeth her ſtill. All day pour Fal- 
cons ſhould bee hoded vpon the ſtone, vnleile it be when they 
would fe d,fo2 then onely youmult take them on the fiſt vn⸗ 
till they haue fed. At nightoſt with their hodes, and becauſe 
fometimes inconueniences doe happen by night, the Falconer 
may doe well to haue his bed in the mew, that her may the ſa- 
ner, and in tune helpe oz redꝛeſſe any thing that ſhall happen 
am iſſe amongſt his hawkes. 


Of me wing at large. 


— — Falcon at liberty, and at large, then 
mult you mew but one at once in one rome, and pet if the 
circuit of your mew be great and capable inough, there may 
two, thzee,02 foure Falcons bee mewed therein well inough 
(with diuiſions.) The ſcope ſoʒ one Falcon muſt bee 1 2. fats 
ſquate, as much in height, oꝛ therabout, with two windows 
a ſot and a halfe bꝛoad, oꝛ two fet bꝛoad at the moſt. Wherof 
the one ſhould open towardes the Nozth, whereby the mewe 
may alwayes receius freſh coldayze, and the other towarves 
the Caſt, ſoʒ the heat and comfozt of the Sun. And each of 
theſe windowes ſhould haue his cloſe caſementes on the out- 
ſide, to ſhut when vou liſt, eyther one oz both of them, accoz- 
ding as occaſion ſerueth.

euery foztnight, you mult ſet her a latten baſon, 02a veſlell 
of ſtone oꝛ earth, and at euening fillit with water, that pour 
hawke may to the water, if ſher deüte it. And it ſhe dee bath 
therein, then take it away the night following, and haue rc- 
gard that your baſon, panne, oꝛ ſuch other veſſell bee of ſuch 
bignes and depth, that a Hawke may therein commodiouſie 
bath at eaſe. Your mew muſt alla haue a Poztall, wherein 
there may bs a little hole below to conuep in the demiſe wher⸗ 
on their incat is ſerued, called amongſt the Falconere, the 
Hache. And that muft bee made on this faſhion. Take a pœte 
ol thicke boꝛd, a ft and halle long, and a fœt bꝛoad, oꝛ ther- 
abouts, vnder the which faſten two little treſtles, th:& 02 
ſoute fingers hie. Let them be faſt pinned o2nayledto. Then 
with an awger oꝛ a pearcer, boate two holcs on each de 
thereof, and th:ough each ol theſe put a ſhoꝛt co2de of the big⸗ 
nes of abow-ltring, with the ends dewnward, thꝛough the 
hole g, anv knots faſt x nit on them vnder the button of the 
bo:d,ſo ſtraight knit, that vou cannot ray ſethe coꝛd aboue the 
bo2de moꝛe than a fingc:s bꝛeadth, oꝛ there abouts. And when 
you would giue ꝓour Hawkes meat, take a littie ſticke ſome⸗ 
what longer than the Hacke, and as bigge as y our ſłiger, but 
let it be ol ſttong wd, as Crabfree,Bolly,o2 ſuch like. 2nd 
bpon that ſticke binde your hawkes meat, and put the ends of 
the ſticke vnder the toꝛds, vpon the Hacke, and conucy it 
into the mew to your hawkes, becauſe the hawkeſhait not 
trulle oꝛ dꝛagge hermeat away into the mew, but map ſe de 
the ce. And as wne as thee hath goꝛged her and ed, take it as. 
wayaugainc. And it is be vnderſtod, that if vou mew moꝛe thã 
one hawke ſingle, then you muſt haue fo2 euery hawke her 
ſeuerall Hacke. Andit ſwallbe god to keepe one ſet howze in 
feding your hawke,fo2 ſo ſhall they mew ſoner and better: 
and thus may you mew hawkes. (lcole and at large.) But 
vnleſſe 
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vnlelle it be a Jfalcon which is ſo hote and madbzayned, that 
vou are ſoꝛced to mew her ſo at large. 

In mine opinion it ſhall be better to mew at the Stocke oz 
Stone, as beioꝛe ſaid, ozclſe to melo them at the grate, (as 
we call it.) F92 in that kind ol mewing wee take ouc hawkes 
on the fiſte eucry day, and ſo may ſer in what plight and ſtate 
they be. And ik they be ſicke, oꝛ fallen into any inürn:ity, then 
may you giue them ſuch medicines as ſhall be declared inthe 
next diuiſion, the which cannot bee done when you mewat 
large. Andthereloꝛe Jcommend the mewing at the Grate, 
becauſemany times our happe is to haue Haggarts, oꝛ Pa- 
ſengers, oꝛ Lentiners, the which haue flowen eyther to the ri⸗ 


uer, oꝛ pꝛeved fo2 themſclues. So that it ſhall bee needefull to 


beare them often and euery moꝛning in the coole apꝛe, vntill 
midde July, oꝛ moꝛe, oz leſſe, acco2ding as you ſhall ſœ them 
ramage and cop, vea and to call them to the lure, and to ride 
abꝛoad with them alſo ſometimes an howze oꝛ two, in the 
frech ayꝛe. And it ſhall be a thing moſt neceCſary ſoꝛ a haggart 
o2 ahawke that hath p2eyed foz her ſelfe, eyther moꝛe oꝛ lefle, 
This J haue obſeruedin mine owne experience, 4 me thinks 
it an aduertiſement wozthy the noting vntoall Falconers. 
Sundzy Gentlemen doe vſe to mew their hawkes on 
the pearch,which truely J can moſt commend, as 
well foz that they are then aſſured to bee clean 
kedde, as alſo to be dayly peruſed foz liſe, 
wozmes,andother diſeaſes, wher⸗ 
to they are by nature ſubiec,

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Ou ſhal not ned to ſhew any other game to a Goſhawke 

foʒ her firſtentring,than a Partridge, becauſe in learning 

to flee the Partridge they pꝛoue moſt excellent. And the firſt 
yearc you ſhall doe beſt to flee them to the ſield, and not to the 
touert, ſoʒ ſo will they learne toholdout , (and not to turne 
taple) in the middeſt of their flight. And when they be mew⸗ 
ed hawkes,you may make them doe what you will: and vu⸗ 
derſtand pou, that you ſhall not nerde to takeſuch pain, no: to 
vſeſuch art in making of a Goſhawke which is taken a bꝛan⸗ 
cher, as with a fe, fo: ſhe will alwayes know of hor ſelſe 
what to doe. Bea and it ſhall be rather better to let her be a 
little ramage ſtill, than to man her ouer much. Yer feeding 
would bee god and hote meats. And if pou would inſtrua her 
to kill great ſowles, make her trains therof,as I haue ſhew⸗ 
ed in the tteatie of Falcons. And if you would haue her con⸗ 
tinue at thoſe flights, then pou muſt not let her flee any leſſer 
fowles, foꝛ that would quickly mar her.

You ſhall al. o pꝛouide in the fame 
mc we, a Baſon o2 other veſſeil fo2 water, and enery this 
dates at them off, change end ſhiſt the water. Ind fee 
your 
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faire mewed, and hard ponned, then giue her ex⸗ 
ther chice ns, d Lanthes heart, and Calues heatts, by the 
ſpace of ans together, dt ae wze her, and tu make her 
liſe out the tim y ſabſtante and glytte out at her pannell, and 
to enſeame her (as Aalconers tearme it.) That being done, one 
tuening you max dꝛaw her aut ot ſhe mcw, and new furniſh 
her with Jeſſes, belles, 3 Wewets,andof all other things that 
hall ber ner deſull . And vou haue ſcled her, kecpe her ſo 
ſaled two oꝛ th;ee dayes,vntill ſhe will be gently hoded. And 
thereofa Falconerought fo haue a ſpeciall regard. Foz com- 
monly all mewed hawkes are as coy to be hoded, as when 
they were firſt taken. But when you haue won her to abide 
the hode gently, then in an euening by cand le light you may 
bnſele her, and the next day peu may gee about to ſhew her 
the fiſt and the gloue. And as J haue befoze aduiſed you to 
with Haggarts, oz hawkes neu taken from the Cage, 
nachall not ſozget to let her tyꝛe and plume mozning and e⸗ 
uening, giuing ber lomtuncs in the moꝛ ring, when her goꝛge 
vemptie,a little Sugar Candie, ſoꝛ that will helpe her mar⸗ 
natlouſly toendew. Scmetimes alio when thee is emplie in

Bꝛanchers are thoſe, that hauing fozs 
ſaken the eyꝛee, are fedde by the old hawke vpon the boughes 
and bꝛanches neate about the eyꝛce, and thereupon they are 
called Bꝛanchers: afterwards they are called Soarchawks. 
They are called Soarchawkes, becauſe when they haue foz- 
ſaken the wod,and beginne to pꝛey foꝛ themſelues, they flee 
vpaloft vponpleaſure,which with vs Falconers is called ſoa, 
ring. Mewed hawkes are all hawkes that haue once 02 moꝛe 
ſhifted their feather : and Yaggarts are they which pꝛey fa2 
themſclues,4 doe alſo mew themſelues eyther in the wod, oꝛ 
otherwiſe at large. To beginne with the Nyaſſe which is of 
greateſt difficulty to bzing vnts any perfection, pou muſt 
firſt ferde her in ſome freſh cole Chamber 02 parler vpon the 
ground. And the ſame chaber ſhould haue two windows not 
very large, whereofthat one ſhould open towards the Noth, 
and that other towards the Eaſt, to take the freſh cole apꝛe, 
oz the comfo2t of the Sunne at her pleaſure. Theſe win- 
dowes mult be open,barred ouerthwart with lathes, oz thin 
boꝛdes, ſo thicke that neyther your hawkes may cette out, 
no2 your Cattemay come in. And in this Chamber caſte 
and ſtrew Vine leaues, and other freſh leaues. Foz it 
refeſhetha hawke maruailouſly to reſt vpon them. And foz 
the ſame conſideration it ſhall not be amiſſe to ſette two 02 
the great free ſtoncs in the chamber, whereuppon the 
Yawkes may ſitte coole and freſh. Vou mult alſo haue two 
oꝛ thzee pearches lined oꝛ coucred,one a littie higher than a⸗ 
ſo that the hawke as ſhe groweth huger and huger, 

may fit from one pearch to another, and neuer hurt her fete. 
An when ſhe is full ſommed, ſo as ſhe can fler, then wil it be 
meete and moſt neceſſarie to ſette ſome large baſon, o2 other 
veſſext full of Mater, that ſhee may bath her at pleaſure 
therein. Fo2 that is rotonely very wholeſome fo2 her bodie, 
but ali will make her put out her feathers the better, z the fa 
cer. And you ſhall doe well to ſhift her water euerp thꝛer

da pes. Pou ſhall fed her with young Sparrowes, Marte 
lettes, and young Pigcens , end ſometunes with ſherpes 
hearts: and whiles ſheets very ycung and littte, you thould 
tutte her meate, and ſhꝛedde it in {mall pellets vppon a tren⸗ 
cher, oꝛ a cleane boꝛde fo2 the purpoſe, letting it o neare her 
that thee may 1cathit withher beake, and feede. Thus you 
fhall fe de her twice, oꝛ moꝛe euer bay, cucn as you ſhall 
ſe her endew it, oz (as Falconers ſay) put it ouer. Be⸗ 
ware that you giue her not goꝛge vpon go2ge, foz that will 
make her taſt her goꝛge. But when ſheets full ſommed, and 
fleeth about, then you ſhall doe better to giue her whole 
birdes, and ſometimes to ferde her vpon pour fiſt, ſuffering 
her to kill and ſtraine the line birdes in your hand: Fea 
and ſometimes to put quicke bitdes into the chamber to her, 
that ſhe may learne to know them, to fate them, and to 
kill them, and let her ferde vpon them her ſelfe in your pꝛe⸗ 
ſence, Fo2 that ſhall bee very good as well to noule her, as 
alſo to make her leauethat vile condition which commonly 
all Nyaſſes haue, which is, to carry and hide their pꝛey in 
ſome hedge o2 ditch, oz ſecret place: and therem they will 
fitte very cloſe fo2 being heard, when they hcare oꝛ perceiue 


their Keeper to ſccke them. Mhereupon their Keepers are 


oftentimes euill troubled and diſplcaſed. And allo it ſhall not 
bee amiſſe,cuery moꝛning to goe into the ſaide Chamber, and 
tocall them to the fiſt, whiſtling and chirping with your 
mouth, fo2 by that means you ſhall both man them th2ough- 
ly, and alſo you ſhall gaine the tune which you ſhould elſe

V Hen pour Mpalle is well wonne to the hod, and to 
the fiſt, let her kill ſmall birdes vpon your fiſte, then 
call her two oꝛ th2e dapes together, vntill ſhe will come farre 
off, Then vou muſt take a quicke Pigeon tyed by one fate 
with a Cryance, and ſtirxe it vntill your Hawke will bate at 
it, and ſeaze it, though not farre off, yet as you map, and helpe 
her at the firſt, leaſt the Pigeon ſtrugling with her, ber to 
ſtrong, and diſcourage her. Then let her plume her, and fat 
her, and ferd her thereupon with as much fauour as you map, 
and whiſtle to her, to make her know your whiſtle, vntill ſhe 
haue takena reaſonable go2ge. Then had her vp, and let her 
plume oz tyꝛe a little afterwards. The day following you ſhal 
call her to the fiſt, and ſhew her a line Pigeon, fo ncare that 
thee may reach at her with her brake. Then caſt it out be⸗ 
fo2e her, vntill ſhce ſlee it, and take it. 
That done, reward her, c. Againe, vou ſhall another time 
th;ow out achicken beſoꝛe her, and if ſher take and fonte it, re⸗ 
ward 
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warde her, c. Afterwardsyou ſhal cauſe one to hide himlelle 
cloſe in a ditch oꝛ pitte, and thꝛow her out apigeon oꝛ pullet, it

a Feaſant poult. As alſo vſing her to great chickins, ſher 
will neuer couet to carry as ſhe? would doe, if you trained her 
with ſmaller birds, which is a thing woꝛthy the obſeruation, 
as you ſhall find by experience. 

And when vou haue giuen her ſufficient traines ot chicken 
and ſuch like, you ſhall one day ſet her ſharpe, then take a 
Auaile tied in a Criance, and in a plaine meadow: Firſt, he w 
her vnto yourSparowhawke,then thꝛow it vp aloft, and caſt 
your hawk offhandſomly after her, ił ſhe take it, xeward her 
with the bꝛains, to nouſle and encourage her, but ferd her with 
the leg of achicken 92 pullet, and deale daintelp with her. 

- The next time you may traine her with a Quaile without 
acriance,the which hauing a legge bꝛoken, and two fi 
pluckt out of each wing, giue it to another whichmay cloſelig 
thzow it out to her, and irede her vppe thereupon, with a god 
goꝛge.

But now J count it high time to pzoceede, and deſcend to 
the knowledge and particular cure ot the oꝛdinarp euils, and 
diſcaſes, which doe plague and pefter hawkes. Jn which dil⸗ 
tourſe, to obſerue ſome methode and oꝛder, J will ſpeake ge⸗ 
nerally of all infirmitics and ill accidentshapning to the bo⸗ 
des of Yawkes,as namely of the feuer, and ſo conſequently 
ol euery ſpeciall diſeaſe that belongeth to eachparticular mem⸗ 
ber ol a Yawke,aſwellthoſe that are within the body as with 


out: And beides all theſe, of the goꝛge, guttes, and lyuer, ot 


the ſtripes and bꝛuſes that happen tohawkes: and laſtly of 
their feathers, and other euils. Laping downe to pour vicwe 
in the latter part hereof, ſuch inſtruments and tales as Falco- 
ners doe vie to cauteriʒe their Hawkes withall, with ſuch o⸗ 
ther oꝛdinarie remedies, as they doe commonly beſtow vyon 
their diſeaſed and ſicke Hawkes. a 
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Ot dic ever or Ag ue wheewith Hawkes ate wont to bee 
woleſted and troubled,

Haue noted and obſerucd, that the Feuer happeneth vnto 
4A Hawkes,by reaſon of ſome ſinall colde, and heat enſuing 
the ſamc. And verely in myne opinion, it doth much reſemble 
the Tertian, wherewith we our ſelues are dayly vexed. Pon 
may eaſily geſſe this griefe, when pou ſeæ your hawkeſhake x 
tremble, and pzeſently after hold hir wings cloſe vnder hit 
train, ftouping down with hir head to the ground-warne, 
And beſides all theſe tokens, you haue oncmoze, which is, y 
yourhawks will haue hir barbe feathers vnder hir beake ſta- 
ring, and out of oꝛder, and ſomtimes eake ſhe will refuſe hir 
meate. And ifhappely you touche hir with xoure hande, you 
ſhall fele ſenſible the extremytie of heate that doth ſurcharge 
hir. All, oꝛ the moſte part of theſe ſignes, do euidently argue 
your hawke to bee troubled witha Feuer, a very daungeroug 
griefe, but not altogether deadly, foꝛ that 3 haue ſeene many 
hawkes recuredof this diſeaſe. Wherefoze all yourcare muſt 
ber, to cole and refteſhe hir, becauſe in deedethe Feuer is no⸗ 
thing elle but an inozdinate heate. In this caſe, hir feeding 
muſt be eyther the leg of a chicken oꝛ a youngpigeon, o2 ſome 
other ſmall fowle, but Sparoweslaſt of all, foz they are not 
to be allowed in the beginning of the diſeaſe, foz their great 
heate.

— fo; what liketh one, perhappes contents not ano 
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Ot diſcaſes of the head, ind firſt of the Apoplerie 
ot falling evill. 


Ha at treate of the diſeaſes where with 
hawkes thoſe ſilly birdes are veredin their he ades, 1 
mult do you to know, that vnder the name and tearme of ths 
head, A doe not onely compziſe that part that containeth the 
bzaine, but alſotheeares,eves,beake,oz chap, naren, emouth 
ofthe hawke:al which parts are ſubiec to ſundꝛy ſes and 
euils. But firſt ofall, I meane to ſpeake of the chiefeſt, and 
molt pꝛincipall part of all the reit, of ſuch maladies as light 
bpon the bꝛaine, and after that, of ſuch as happen to the ex⸗ 
ternall and outward parts of the hawkes head. Among all 
which infirmities and griefs, J account the Apoplexie(whom 
the Italians call J the greateſt and moſt perillous, as 
the which doth ozdinarily cauſe and bꝛing ſodaine death. 

.» This nuſchiefe doth commonly befall hawkes, by meane 
ofto much greaſe, and ſtone of bid, fo that at that time ther 
doth happily bzeake ſome one vaine o; other in the b2aine, 
which doth fill ſome concauity oꝛ hollow cell of the bꝛaine w 
had, in which Cels, (as theleamed do imagine and affirme) 
the animal ſpirites are engendered, and haue their beginning. 
Without which animall ſpirita, no liuing creature tan eyther 
haue ſenſe 02 mouing. VAhereupon it doth follow of very ne⸗ 
cefſity,and by a meere conſequent, that the paſſage of thoſe 
ſprites being ſhut vp, and intercluded, the creature whatſoe- 
ur it be, muſt dic. 

Againe, it may happen, foꝛ that the Yawke hath berne ſette 
to long in the heat of the Sunne, fo2 by that occaſion there 
may be ſo much humidity and moiſt humo dzawne vp into 
the bzame,as may engender this euill, andpzocure this mif- 
chiele in the hawke. 

Poꝛeouer it may chance by making a long flight at a Fea- 
ſant 02 Partridge, in the heat of the day, by meane of which 
the hawke hath ſurcharged her (elfe with ouermuch — 
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Mlherelaꝛe it hall bee behouefnlland neceſſary ſo to vie the 
matter with. care and diligence, as it may be tozeſcene , that 
hawkes incurre not this aduenture and euill. UWhereuppon 
fo: that hawkes in the mew,are accuſtomed to gather much 
greaſe, it ſhall bee gad fo2 the ſpace cffiftcenc 02 twenty daies 
beſozet he dzawingofthemout of the mew, to fed them with 
lyquide and ſlipper fleſh,ſuch as may lightly bee put ouer, 
and paſſe thꝛough them. As namely, with the hearts of 
Calues, Lambes, oꝛ Goates, waſhed in luke warme water, 
and afterwards died ina linnen cloth, befoꝛe you giue it your 
Hawke. 
Likewiſe may you bolbly feede your hawkes befs2o they 
2:ed2awne out ofthe mewe with {mall Pullets, and young 
Sparowes. When you haue thus done, andobſerued this 
der ot ding them,when the tinte is come to dꝛawe them 
aut of the melde. you muſt remember todzaw theni verie 
a2derly, and after that, to continue the ſame kind of feeding, 
and to kepe the ſame hand vpon them fo2 other twenty daics 
ſpaceat the leaſt, to ſcow2e and daſburden pour Yawkics of 
that lime and ghtte, which doth ſurcharge them, hauing 
tem alwapes ſoꝛ the moſt part on the fiſt, and eſpecially at 
night. Neyther ſhallit ber euill ta ſcowꝛe thei, (oꝛ as our 
Oſtregers and Falconers do termeit to enſcame them, by 
giuing them a quantitp ot waſht Aloes, allowing a Falcon 
as much as the biggeneſſc of a Beanc braten into powder, 
wꝛapped in Cotton, 2 ſo to make her a ſcow2ing thereof, and 
beſides to giue her Sugar Candictws oꝛ thx moꝛnings. Bui 
in any con dation vou muſt beware not to vſe Aloes vnwaſht, 
becauſe thercot᷑ are bꝛed ſund2y ill accidents in hawkes. And 
{o2 that occaſion is it pꝛeſcribed you to vſe Aloes waſht, to a- 
uoide that vndoubted euill which wouldotherwiſe happen. 
Moꝛcauer, J haue happily, and with god ſucceſſe ap⸗ 
pꝛoued this remedy. I haue giuen ſo much larde, o2 but- 
ter, as J could well conuep into my hawkes thꝛoat, when 
her hath bernc emptie aboue, hauing firſt pzeparcd the lard, 
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ozbutter, by waſhing it feuen, eight, oꝛ moꝛe times in clear 
water, and -afterwardes letting it ſoake in Roſe-water a 
ſpace,. and laſtly, by putting vnto it of the beſt Sugar that 
I could get, oꝛ Sugar Candie beaten to powder. And my 
eder was, ener to gine this ſrow:ing euerꝑ ſeuenth oz eight 
day . And this is not alone to bee vſed to hawkes in the 
mew, but alſo to ſuch as arekapton the pearch and ſtocke. 
But if it ſo fall out, that by theſe deniſes and ſcow2ings you 
cannot make yeur Yawke haue a ſtomacke, and greedy appe- 
ite to fad, it ſhall not bee euill to piſſe vpon her meat, and 
hauing dꝛied it in part againe, to giue her a goꝛge ſufficient , 
fo much as may ſerue her, and as ſhee will take. Foz the moꝛe 
liquide and ſlipper fieſh you giue her, the ſamer wil ſhe bee en- 
ſcamed. And by this meanes doe Falconers: pꝛeſerue _ 
hawkes from the falling euill, and ſodaincauſchiefe, and be⸗ 

s that from ſund2ypotherperillous accidents, that doe fol- 

w thoſe ſilly birds. [But if you take finelarde and beat it 

with Rue and Yyſope till it be all one body, and then make a 

round pyll and giue it to the Hawke, it men 
of the head. 


Of the Apoſtumes of rhe head. 


Alcons, Goſhawkes,andotherbirds of pꝛey, are wont 

to be much cumbꝛed and moleſted with theſwelling of the 
head, and the Apoſtume thereof, a very grieuous euill,occaſio- 
ned by aboundante of euill humo2s,xthe heat of the head. It 
is diſce rned by the ſwelling of the halwks eyes, by the moiſtur 
which ſundꝛy times iſſueth and diſtilleth from the eares, and 
often cake by euill Sauour, and ſmell of the Apoſtume. 
Alſo it may be pertepued by the ſmall deſire the hawke hath 
to moue oꝛ aduance her ſelfe by the wꝛeſting of her heade, 
and the little regarde ſhe Hath to tyre and pull the fleſh 
that ſhe feveth on „ as though inderde ty2zing were 
verie painefull to her, and Ly that ſh is ſcarce able 
3 da 
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to open her r clappe, and beake, alter her accuſtomed manner, 
Againft this moſt pcrillous euill, it ſhall be very neceſſary 
firſt of all to ſkowye your Haluns thooughly ,and after that 


chiefe. 

As touching the generall ſkowzing. Fcancommendany 
allowyou to giue her thꝛet o2 fours mozninges , when the 
bath no meate to put duet, a pytt as bygge as a nutte of but⸗ 
ter waſht ſeuen az eight times in freſh water, and ſto 
well in Roſe water, mingling it afterward with e of 
Roſes,e very god ſugar, holding pour Pawke onthe ſiſt, till 
ſhemake one 0; twomewtes. Which being done, to diſburys 
and ſkow2ethe head, it ſhall be excellent well done to take of 
Rewe ſerde foure dzammes, Aloes Epatick two dzammes , 
Saffron one ſcruple , teducing and fo2cing all theſe to fine 
powder, and with a quantitie tunuenient of hone of Roſes to 
make apyll of that bignefle and ſyze, as may well be cdneyed 
into the hawks beake, by which her bꝛayne may ber purged 
and ſkow2ed, thzuſfing the pyll ſo veepe into her thꝛate, as 
you may well ſe, holding her a ſpace after it vppon the fil. 
And that done, ſetting her downe on the pearch, in a tonne 
nient place, fit ſoꝛ the tune, and two hours after, to f&de her 
at her accuſtomed time with god hatte meate. 

But if happily there bee any ofthe cozruption and filthin 
the Bawkes eare, it ſhall be very neceary,carefully with an 
inſtrument offiluer, oa other god mettall fo2 the nones, that 
the one ende ber (harpe poynted and edged, of purpoſe to ap- 
ply lynt, and on the other ende hollow , and faſhtonev like 
vnto theeareof a ate, to clenſe and remone thefilth that 
furreth the hawkes eare. And with that ende, whereon the 
lynte oz bumbaſt is, to ſkow2e it very daintily, and pꝛe⸗ 
ſently vppon the ſame, to infuſe and dꝛoppe in a _ 
of Dyle of ſwerte Amondes , fceſh and luke warme, and 
after the ſame to conney into the eare a little lynt oꝛ bombaſt, 
to kepe in the Oyle, till ſuch time ſhe ber dꝛelled agains, to 
the ende the Oyle, may ſupplie and molliſte the filth , ſo - 
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it may eaſily ber remoued andclenſed. And this oꝛder muſk 

you obſerue and continue, vntul the Apoſtume be reſolued x 

th;oughly ripe. But it it ſo fall out, that the Apoſthume wil 

not come to maturation, oꝛ ripe, in ſoꝛte as it may growe to 

ſuppuration, and be mundified in manner afozeſaid, but wil 

ren at one ſtay in the head ol the hawke: then muſt von ber 

fayneto tome to cauterize the head aloft, and beſtow a but⸗ 

ton there, to cauſe the humoꝛ to bzeath,and to bꝛing the coz- 
rupt matter thither, temembꝛing alter this fire and tauterie 
to remoue the eſtarre, by beſtowing on it fo2 the ſpace of eight 
oꝛ nine dayes, butter, by which you ſhall eaſily remoue the 
- du muſt not forget, if tt be ſo, as your hawke bee ſoweake 
as thee is vnable, oʒ ſo froward as ſhee will not ſerde and tyꝛe 
vpon her meate which vou giue her, then to cut it in ſmal pel⸗ 
lets, and ſo giue it her, eyther by fayze meanes oz fowle, not 
leauing fo vſeit ſo, if it be poſſible, as ſhee may recepue it 
willingly,andfede herſelfe,becanſe it may the better nouriſh 
her. Foz this is one vndoubted rule, that when à Vawke 
doth refuſe to feede and ty2e,theeis very vnluſtp, and ed, 
and not one among a hüdꝛeth ofthem, that dothreconer. And 
fo: mine owne part, in all my time, J hade reconeted but one 
Falcon being ſo diſeaſcd, and that by the meane and cure as 
fozeſaiv,and by vſing this cauterie. 

.- Lot this ſuffice,as touching this monſtrous accident,fo2 J 
meane to referre vou to another place foz thecauterteand fire, 


thereof. Only giuing you this taueat befoze you goe, 

eaill of the head, is infectious,and will paſſe from one hawke 
to another, as the maungie doth among Spantels,o2 any ſuch 
contagious diſeaſe. Uherfo:e it ſhall be very god to ſeque- 
fterand\under the hawke that is thus affected, from your o⸗ 
ther hawkes,foz auoiding of the ameeuill, | 


which you ſhall vſe to hawkes where J ke gow vos | 
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Ofthe diſtillation and felling of a Hawkes head, 
and a ſo of her eyes and nates, 


Awkes are arcuſtomed to haue acerfaine diſtillation oꝝ 
Catazre in their heads, hetauſe when they ard hard flen 
withall, i ſet in great heates,by long and painful flights, they 
eaſily take cald vpon the ſame, eyther thꝛoughj ſome vnhap⸗ 
py ſto:mes of weather, oz great windes, oꝛ by reaſon of the 
extreame cold of winter, & chiefly when they are full of groſſe 
and naughty humozs. - | 
' DfthisCatarre oz diſtillation, ſundzy times there grow 
athouſandmiſchiefesto thoſe paye bitdes, and ſpecially the 
Cwellingof the head, with a kind of aopping humoꝛ, which 
is the canſe many times, that the hawkes eycs become lefle, 
and are contracted in a mauner together. Beſide which ins 
conuenience, the nares alſo become to bœ ſtuft and ſtoppey 
with exceſſiue excrement that deſcendeth from the bꝛaine. All 
which euill actidenrs doe require, and ſtand ne dlull of ſeue⸗ 
tall cures befoze they can be ranoued,and the hawkes enioy 
their accuſtomedhealth.. . | 
Uherefoze firſt of all, if hall be neceſſary to ſcowee your 
Yawke being thus affected and diſeaſed, with Butter pzeyas 
ed in manner aloꝛeſaide, oꝛ with Dyle Dliue pzepared al. 
ter that faſhion, as 3 ſhall inſtruct yon in the Chapter ot the 


J haue in the Catarxe of Falcons, (as alſo of other 
hawkes) diuerſe times vſed with great god foꝛtune and ſut⸗ 
teſſe, to giue them of Agaricke two ſcruples, of Cyna- 
mon finely beaten, of theiupce of Liquoziſh, of ether one 
ſcruple,. bring made alcs infopowder, and witha quanti- 
ty of hony of Raſes, ta make all thoſe thinges afozeſaid into 
a pyll, as bigge as a.Beane, foz the targeſt ſoꝛt ofhawks, 
and foz other lefle hawkes, halfe as bigge. And this was 
JFaccuſtomed to giue my Falcon, and other _ —

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the moꝛning, hamng nothing aboue in their goꝛges, holding 
me hawueon the fiſt, vntill ſuch time the medicine beganne 
towozke, becauſe ſhe ſhould not caſtthe ſcowzing, (which 
then would doe her no pleaſure at all,)and after thzeehoures 
then to feed her with ſome meat. You muſt remember, ann 
note this very well, that if your Hawke to whom you glue 
this ſcowzing bee greaſic,and ful of fleſh,you may boldly giue 
it her two 02 th: moꝛnings. But if thee bee andlow, 
then onee oz twice to allow this ſcowzing, very well 
ſufkice her. Foz there is euer reſpect to bie hadof theftate

with a whillle of luer, os other like mettell, (yea though it 
be but a quill, it will terue the turne) being applyed vppon 
her nares, to blow it into her nares as ſfrongly as you may, 
to make it pierce the further in. And beũdes that, vou mu rub 
and frat the pallate of dur Bawke withthe ſaidpowder; and

To viſcharge the heavofa Yawke, that is tuft with ill 
humoꝛ, Staueſaker which the Apothecaries do ſel inthe win 
ter, I haue found a very excellent thing, and ol great te, 
giuing ol it the biggenelle of a Beane vuts 2

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being emptie,and hauing nothing aboue. And withall J was 
accuſtomed to rubbe the pallate of her mouth, ſozcingaiſo 
ſome parte of the powder to aſcend vppe into the head, by 
the hole that goeth to the bꝛaine: and affer J had ſo done, 
would caſt myhawke to the pearch, g her. Which 
was no ſoner done, but pou ſhould ſe her caſt a wozlde. of 
ſump filth and moiſthamour, and nyſe at her nares as 


faſt. 

But if it be lo, that the aboundante ofhumozs in the head, 
by none of theſe afozeſaid remedies will be remoued, applying 
them neuer ſooften,no2 the miſchtefe ceaſe to vere your hawk 
which you ſhall eaſily diſcerne by her ſlimy caſtings, and the 
. aboundance of filth that will iMue at her nares: then muff 
vou of fozce be daiuen ventrouſly to flee to the actuall cauterie, 
— — to cautertze her vpon 


the daintineſſeof the plate the 
— — — And befoze 
vou doe vſe the cauterie, it is neceſſary to cutte away thoſe 
feathers, that are growingabout the place where you meane 
to beſtow your fire. 

At with this monffcous moyſinefſe of your hawkes head, 
— —— —— ot en 
caſe I doe thinke if beſt to beſtom pour button vpon her head, 
iuſt betwixt her eyes, obſeruing the ſame oꝛder that J haue 
alreadie pꝛeſcribed pou. 

When the nares of your hake are ſtuſt with filth, and 
ſurcharged with ſuch diſtillation from the head, as J haue 
ſpoken of: after a conuenient ſcow ing, then ſhall it bœ god 
to take Pepper and Muſtard ſed beaten into fine powder, 
and putting it into a cleane linnen cloth, to ſtype it a ſpace 
in the ſtrongeſt vinegar pou can gette: and that done, to 
beſtow ſome few dꝛoppes thereof vpon her nares, ſo as 
they may enter and pierte her nares. Foz truely _

uile will io ico we and dꝛie vp the humoꝛ, as it will do great 
pleaſure. But it᷑ ſo with thele remedies and meanes you 
cannot reſolue it, then muſt vou befameto vie the cauterie, 
not aloft vpon the head, but round about the nares, giuing her 
alittle touch with the fire, ſomewhat below the nares, to 
make them moꝛe large,alwayes vſingthe matter ſo carefully 
as you touch not the rot oꝛ (oꝛ poꝛet) of her nares.Uhen you 
haue in this manner beſtowed your fire, — 
vntill tuch time the paine doe ceaſe, and the eſtarre fall away, 
(which is nothing elſe but the cruſt that is growne there, by 
meane of the fire,)youmulk annoint the plate with freſh but⸗ 
ter, and after that you haue ſo done, then p2oceede to the cure 
ofit with the powder of Maſticke, oꝛ Dlibanum. 

This is a very god remedy fo2 the ſwelling in the — 
a Hawke. Take Staueſacre, a quantity ot Pepper, and a 
little Aloes Epaticke, beat theſe ſaid things —— 
and put them into the water ot rew , where when it hath been 
— ſpace in the ſaid liquoz, with a little bombalt 07 lint, 
bath your Bawkes nares twice a dap, and yon ſhall ind it 
eaſs your hawke greatly, and ridde a great part of the filthie 
matter that b:&veth the ſtoppage in hex head. I all theſe: 
| remedies which J hauealleadgedgenerally,'noz any one ſpe⸗ 

tiall medicine will pꝛeuaile, as J ſaid befoze:thenmuſt you te⸗ 
poſe your chie feſt truſt in the cauterie, which mult bee done 
tyther on the head with a tauterizing button, oꝛ about the 
nares with a needle,o2 ſharp y2on,firehote, oꝛ ſome golden oz. 
filuer Anſtrument, ofpurpoſe made; applping after the ſtre, 
fo; the remouing ol the Eſcarre, and thecure of the ſame, the 
temedies afozeſaid.

Iftheſe receits and ſcowzings yeeld no remedy, then mul 
vou to the actuall cauterie, hearing away the plumes about 
that part of the head where you will apply your fire, euer re- 
ſpecting the bone, and buinfngnothingbattheveryſkinne, fo 
let the miſchicfe bꝛeath, remauing the eſcarre, and doing the 
ture after the eſcarre remoned, as is beſdꝛe ſaid.

leaſt, vntll vou ſc your Yawkeamendof her miſchiefe, and

Laſt of all,iftheſe thinges auayle not to the cure, à do com⸗ 
mend and allow aboue all the reſt, that you take the iuyce of 
Celendine rootes, making them cleane from the earth that 
doth vie to hang tothe mazes: then ſcrape away the outmoll 
rynde and pill of the rote, and vſe the iuyte to pour Hawke.

It ſhallnotbe amiſſe, in this and ſuch like affections and 
ill paſſions of the eyeofa Bawke,tobath her eyes oſten with 
roſe⸗water, wherein haue been boyled the ſeeds of Fenygreke. 
But vou muſt remember, that this water 02 colirie, be ſome- 
what warme whey you vſe it, becauſe the eye is ſo noble, and 
ſo ſenſible a member, as it can ill bzoke thinges eyther oner- 
hote, oʒ ouer cold, but muſt haue them moderately hot oꝛ cold. 
This deuiſe may you vſe to bath your Hawkes eye withall, 
vntill ſuch time ſhe beretouered, ferding her mean while with 
fwd meats, and ſuch as are light of diſgeſtion. 

Hawkes are of ſo noble and excellent a nature, as the moi 
part of medicines that vou doe apply to the hurtes and cures 
of men, vou may bolvlybeſfow on hawkes, as thinges verit

The weakeneſſe 
of which part diuerſe times is a cauſe that the Hawke doth 
not well endue, noꝛ fill in the Panel. 

Somewhiles againe J haue vſed, andchiefly to Falcons 
to giue a ſcow2ing in Cotton of powder of Þummye, pꝛepa⸗ 
red of Cloues and Nutmegs, rolling aloft vpon the cotton a 
littlelynt of Flaxe, betauſe they ſhould the ſonercaſt it. And 
by this meanes haue retouered them pzeſently . 

When ahawke dath endew but lowly, and hath by that 
means ſmall luit fo her meat, you mult thus do, to make her 
moꝛe eager, 4 ſharp,w2ap her meat in the ſced of V.1/urcinm,, 
oꝛ watercraſſies,and ſo tauſe her to take it. But this muſt be 
vſed only in winter, by reaſon that kind of ſeed is very hote. 

The meat being thus vſed,will bing her to be very ſharpe 
ſette, and canſe her to be well bꝛeathed, and beſtdes make her 
luſty,foz indeed it is a medicine very excellent, and of infinite 
vertue. 

Beũdes, ſometimes the goꝛge is ſo out of tune, as it is the 
cauſe that the hawke at her accuſtomedhoure doth not caſtc, 
but retayneth her caſting within her. Mhereupon it behoues 
ſome art to be vſed to make her taſt. The next remedy foz that 
(as I haue ſaid already) is to giue the rote ot Celendine,pzes 
pared in foine afozeſatd. - 

Moꝛeouer muſtard ſcede, otherwiſe called Senuy lcede, is 
anercellent t a pꝛeſent remedy fo2 that miſchieſe, beingcon- 
neyed into the Hawkes th2oat of the bignes of a beane, to the 
hunger ſoꝛt of hawkes: but to the leſſer hawkes aleſſequantity 
zught to be giuen:t beſides that, one graine of Cloues, with a 
kttle pure Aloes well walht, albeit that will ſome what vere 
and 


has - 
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and wꝛong the hawkein this caſe. 

But akouc all other, doe J bommend and p2eferre aſcow- 
ring conueped into a little cotton caſting, that is made of the 
powder of Aloes Epaticke wacht, of Cloues, Nutmegs any 
Ginger, of ech of theſe equall poꝛtions, roling the Cotton in 
alittle Tow o2 Flare, making it as hard with pour hand ag 
vou map, ⁊then rolling it in the powder ofctoues, and foꝛcing 
it doſone the Hawkes thꝛoat: and pꝛeſentlꝑ pou (hall ſg pour 
hawke caſt it vp with the olde catting which hee had beloꝛe. 
This, beſides the benefite of that, willcomfo2t greatly, ' and 
ſtrengthen the goꝛge, and ſcow2ethe heod of all ſuch euill hu⸗ 
moꝛs as are there, ſurcharging the ſame. The vſeof this de⸗ 
uiſe now and then will bee very neceſſary and beneficiall to 
pour Hawkes without doubt. 

It pour Hawke will not caſt, take Aloes, Pepper, powder 
of Cloues,andhony of Roſes, making ot all theſe a long pyll, 
and as bigge as a taſting, giue it your hawke, and ſhee ſhall 
p2eſently caſt vpon the taking of it.

N dv doe J hold it high time, and the place very tonueni⸗ 
ent to wꝛite of ſuch kinds of woꝛmes as do trouble and 
vere the poꝛe hawkeas her moꝛtall enemies, which after a 
ſoꝛt doe depend of the goꝛge, though whoſe weakenefle there 
are engendꝛed groſſe and viſcuous humoꝛs in the bowels ofa 
hawke, where bering weakely wꝛought by default of natural

Pou may perteiue theſe wozmes to plague and trouble 
pour hawke, when pou ſe her caſt hergo2ge,when her bzeath 
ftinkes, whenſhce trembleth and waitheth her traine, when 
ſhee croakes in the night, offereth with her beake to her panel, 
when her mewt is not cleane,white, noꝛ in ſuch aboundance 
as it ought to be.

Dw J amentred in ſpeech of woꝛms, 3 thinkeit good to. 
\ w2ite ſomwhat of p Filanders,to give both knowledge x 
cucs . 
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cure ot them. Albeit theſe wozms do not al deped of the goꝛge, 
fo: their natural plate, being is near the the rains ofa hawk, 
where they be enwꝛapped in a tertaine thin net oꝛ ſkin, ſeueral 
bythemſelues, apart from eyther gut oꝛgoꝛge. 

Thele Filanders(as the very name doth impoꝛt, are ſmal 
as thꝛeds, one quarter of an inch long, and moze p2operand 
peculiax to Falcons, than to any other hawke oꝛ fowle. And 
this makes me to thinke that they are naturally allowed the 
Falcon,becauſeinded thoy doe not at all times vere 4 trouble 
the hawks, but now and then, eſpecially when the hawk is 
pm a loin of fleſij. ut if ſlje be hie t luſty, then by reaſon of the 
abundance of nouriſhment a fd that they receyue from the 
bawke,they moleſt her not gf all, but rather do her god: x my 
reaſon is this. cannot betMucedfo thinke that nature ( who 
doth vſe to make nothing but to ſome end and parpoſe) hath 
p2oducedand placed thoſe Filandersin that part of the falcon 
fo2 naught,o2 to hurt thehawke;,2But how in what ſoꝛt they 
pleaſure oz p2ofit thehawke, J could neuer vet reach by con⸗ 
tecture. 

When they are troubled and grieued with the Filanders, 
pou ſhallfirft diſcerne it by the pouerty of the hawkes,by ruf- 
fling their traines, 4 by certain twitches and ſtarts that they 
will make, ſtrayning the fiſt oꝛ pearch with theirpownce,and 
laſtly by their croking in the night time, which kind of noyſe 
they vtter, when the Filanders pꝛicke and gripe them within. 
Fo2 when they want their ſuſtenance, which they can by no 
meanes haue when the hawks are low and poꝛe, then do they 
endeauour to rend and bꝛeake that ſlender net wherein they 
are naturally intloſed, to iſſue out to ſeeke their victuals ſome 
other where. And many times it hapneth, that, not ſering to 
it in time, and at the firſt, they paſſe thꝛough their web, z crall 
vp as hie as the very heart, and other pꝛincipall partes of the 
Hawke, whoreofit muſt needs conſequently follow, that ſher 
periſheth without redemption.

The Italians tearme 
them Cbiodetti. 


ere is vet one other euill which hapneth in the foteof; 

hawke, by meane ol matter that powꝛeth down in a ma 

ner as hard to bee cured as theGowte, and as cumberſome ii 

the ſilly hawke as the Gout, foꝛ by reaſon ofthe pinne the is 

neyther well able to fot her pzey, to feed her ſelfe, noz pet to 
ſtand ſure vpon her pearch. 

The Pinne is a ſwelling diſeaſe that doth reſemble ſharp 
naples, xiſing vp in the bottome oꝛ palme of the hawkes fate: 
and by reaſon it doth ſo much in ſhape reſemble a naple, by 
meane of the ſharpeneſle thereof, thoſe ſwellings are called hy 
the Falconers of Italy Chioderri,as a man would termethem 
in Engliſh (mallnayles,of which, very few hawks can ber te⸗ 
cured. „ 

Pet fo2 remedy of this diſeaſe, ſome doe aduiſe to open the 
vainof the leg, a thing not only friuolous to talke of, 4a ver 
old womans fable, oꝛ Canterbury tayle, but alſo very perilous 
to bee put in pꝛactiſe. Foz truly neyther will J my ſelle at any 
time pzactiſe it, ne yet aduiſe others to doe it. I can moꝛe conv 
mend that you molliſie and make ſoft the ſaid pin with ſtrong 
Uineger the beſt that may be gotten, which done, pare it til the 
bloud follow after:then to bꝛing it to maturation, and to ripen 
it, apply handſomely vpon it in a linnen plegget, a quantity of 
vnguent made of iuyce of Lemmons, one ounce xa halle of 
hennes greie,th2& dꝛams powder of Paſticke, leaues of Bit 
tony and Frankenſence,o2 Olibanum a reſonable poztion, x 

ſo much new wa xe as will ſerue the purpoſe. | 
Beſides this, J doe vſe ta boyle it in god white wine, al 
thel 
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theſe things together, Maxe, Oyle of bitter Almonds, of each 
like quantitp, a little Sage, Frankinſence, Rewe, Noſema ; 
ty, to the tconſumption ofthzee partes, then pounding well 
all theſe with Turpentine and yellow Maxe, J make an 
vnguentofexcellent vertue and operation. And ifby theſe 
remedies afozeſaid,the Pinne become to be ſoff,and fo2go his 
hardneſſe,then doth it behoue you to cutit ont from the rote, 
as low as ts poſſible, and to dꝛie if vp with Agrippa, an vn⸗ 
guent ſo called, and with Gra! Dei, mingling thefe two 
together by equall poꝛtions, as much ofthe one as of theo- 


er. 
Ouer and beſides all theſe, the plapſter that is called C- 
plaſtrum Sacrum and Iſis, whome the Apothecartes do ſo term 
are of fingular vertue, becauſe they doe mol liſte and deſiccate 
the wound oꝛ diſeaſe. J cannot remember, that aboue twice, 
J could ener doe any good vpon my Hawkes herewith (noꝛ 
with any other reme dy) * therefoze J will leaue to make 
any further recitall herevf, | 
There be ſome ventrous Falcbners,that will withacaute- 
rizing y20n goe about to rote and burne out the Pinne, which 
J will at no time endeauour to doe, doubting leaſt thereby x 
ſhall chꝛinke my Hawkes ſinewes, and ſpoile my Habbke, by 
meanes they are ſo neare neighbours to the heart. 


Of the breaking of a Pounce, or Cley 
of your Hawke. 


Eingthat J haue begunne to wꝛite and decipher you the 
iſchiefes that doe happen to hawkes fete, it ſhall not be 
beſide my purpoſe, no2 amifſe to ſay ſomewhat of the cure of 
their Pounces and Talons, when eyther by ſtriking the 
fowle,oz by any other accident they bꝛeake cleane off, o2 riue 
in ſunder. 

Wherfoze when your hawk hapneth to haue this miſchicfe 
the part of the-pounce,o2 the whole pounce beingbzoke away, 
rou mult apply vnto it the bladder ofthe gall ofa 3 
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vling the matter ſo as itmay get into the bꝛoken Talon, bia⸗ 
ding it ſo handſomely and artificially to the hawkes foot, as 
thegall may not iſſueout,noz fallaway from the place. This 
deuiſe will ſtoppe the blood, ceaſe the paine, and within foure 
oz fiue daycs faſten and harden the hoꝛne of the Pounce, ſo as 
the hawke ſhall bee able to flee:and it ſhee be a Falcon ſhe ſhal 
ſtrike oz ruffc a Ducke as beioze her hurt. 

And to the end your hawk teare it not away with her beak, 
it ſhall bee neceſlary eyther to clap her on a hoode with a falſe 
beake made vnto it. oꝛ to faſten to her hood a peece of leather 
artificiallp, ſo long and large as may ſerue the turn, to arm her 
beake, ſo as in time her pounce, if it be but bzoken, may ware 
whole againe : oꝛ it it bi clean riued away,a new may grow 
in the place againe. ¶ But if it bee not cleane riuen awap, then 
with a little new red ſealing wax fixt about it, let her reſt, 4 
it will ſone conglutmate together again. 

Let this ſuffice as touching the bꝛeaking 0; riuing of the 
Pounte of a Hawke.

BZ ſomeoutward accident many times the thigh oꝛ legge 
ofa Yawke is become out oftoynt:wherefoze it ſhal be ve⸗ 
ry neceſſary in this caſe,as ſwne as is poſſible, to ſet it in his 
right and naturall place againe, to the end that no matter no: 
fluxeof humoꝛ deſcend oꝛ diſtil to hinder the ſetting ol it in 
ioynt againe, which muſt nerds enſue if it be not regarded in 
time. NAhich done, ſet the hawke in ſome ſuch place where ſher 
ſhall haue no occaſion to bate oꝛ bꝛoile with her iclie, but be 
at the greateſt quiet aud reſt ſhe may, applying medicints 
that haue vertue to d2{iccate and ſtrengthen the hurt member 
which pou ſhall doe by bathing a linnen plegget, oꝛ a plegget 
offlar in the white ol an Egge, Dyle of Roles, and Tur⸗ 
pentine, with two dꝛams of S anguit Draconis, and of A. 
Les incozpoꝛated together, and binding it about the thigh 02 
legge which is out oftoynt,and faſtning ouer and abouc the 
ſaid plegget a ſiander roller of linnen cloth, to canſerue q keepe 
| if 
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it the moze firmely and ffayedly in the place where you would 
haue it to remaine.Uiſing the matter thus tendayes together 
ſhifting and renuing the medicine euery two dayes once, to 
the ay the plegget ware not ouer dzie and ftiffe to the hurte 
member. | | 

J tan like very well withall, if beſoꝛe pou apply this ſaid 
medicine, vou bath well the thigh oz legge ol the hawk with 
areaſonable warme lotion oꝛ bath made of Nine, roſes dꝛied, 
Myꝛthe, Sage, Comfrey, Camomill, andRoſemary:fo2theſe 
will warme and comfozt the nerues and ſinewes, and withall 
dꝛie vppe ſuch fluxe of humoꝛ as ſhallpowzedown vpon the 
lame and bꝛaſed member. ¶ But aboue all, if you bath it w 
the oyle of Swallowes x the oyle of Þandzag mixt together, 
it will take away all paine andtumoꝛ.] 


When a hau ke hath broken a thighora legge. 
I by any miſhap vour hawke haue bꝛoken an arme 02 a 
leg, as ſundꝛy times Falcons that are ſowle layers doe vſe 
to doe by ſome ſtripe oz encounter at the bꝛooke with a ſtrong 
fowle,you muſt with all care and ſpeed ſet right the bꝛoken 
bones in their naturall place againe:which done, deplume and 
plucke away the feathers from the member that is hurt round 
about the wound.

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When you haue made this plaſter, ſpꝛead a poztion of it 
thinne vpon Flaxe oꝛ Lynte well towſed,applyingit vpon the 
rupture and dꝛoken place with as great cunning and care as 
vou can: you cannot vſe it tw daintily when you apply it, be- 
cauſe ofthe tendernefſe of the hurt. This done, binde it with 
a fine linnen coller to ffay the playſter. Then make fine 
ſplets of Timber all ot one length, thinne as may be, and in 
faſhion like the ſcates of a Swozdſcabbard,whome you muſt 
enw2appe in L vat fo; bzuſing the member. Theſe (plets be- 
frow o2derly about your Hawks legge oꝛ thigh on euery fide, 
binding them with the linnen rollers oz fillets artificially, but 
nepther ſ{oloſely as the bones may ſlippe out ef their place, 
ne pet lo ſkceighfly, but that the hurt member may recepue 
his naturall nouriſhment 4 comfozt. Foz otherwiſe it would 
be moꝛztiſied, and the vſe of it loſt. 

This ligature and rolling of the member muff be continu- 
ed at the leaſt 3 0.dayes,foz that the bone cannot cloſe againe 
firmely vndet one moneths ſpace. Vet can J wiſh that you 
vnbind pourrotlers, and change your medicine twice at the 
leaſt in the firft fiftene dayes, dealing ſo daintily as the boucs 
may not ſunderthereby.And by meane thereof will your mc- 
dicine, and the ligature wozke the better effec. 

L aftiy,it ſhallnotbe amiſſe after you haue thus done, to vſe 
fo2 thꝛce o2 foure Bayes this lotion oz water, to bath your 
hawkes leg, to ſtrengthen and comfo2t the plate. 

Lake Koch Allomone dꝛamme, Roſes dꝛied, the Pill 02 
rinde of Pomecranets, and Frankenſence, of each a ſmall 
quantitie, white Wine as much as will ſuffice : wherein you 
muſt boyle theſe things afoꝛeſaid to the conſumption of halfe 
the wine with this lotion, bath your hawkes thigh and legge 
pluckiag away the feathers as afoʒeſaid. And this ſhall com- 
foꝛt the member ſo as no fluxe of humozs ſhail repay:e to the 
place. Beũ des all this you muſt not foꝛget during the time of 
this cure to kerpe pour diſeaſed hawke remoued from all noiſe 
and atteſſe of people: andif this miſfo:tune befall her in the

Wunter time, vou muſt ſet her warme. 
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' Pozeouerit thall ter gam and neceſſary in the beginning e of 
your cure to giue pour hawke, 5

to ſcowꝛe her, to the end there grow no inflammations. And 
withall to feede her with god meat, the better to maintaine her 
in ſtate during the cure. 

It will bee gd foz you to bſe the helpeof ſome Apotheca- 

ry foz the confection of the playſter, as alſo foz your lotion o2 
bath: fo2 the moze artificially it is made, the better effec it wil 
take. Trulp it doth ſtand with good reaſon that it will recure 
your Hawke, the receit is ſo god. All the care muſt bs in the 
dainty handling of the bzoken member, and in rolling and 
ſpletting it oꝛderlp. 


Of the ſtripes and bruiſes in a Hawke, 


Awks are wont diuerſe times to reteiue ſtripes 4 blows 
other fowles,as the Falcon by encounter w a hecon, 
and ſometimes by ſome other arcident, as by carrying her in a 
hawkes bag vpon occaſion,o2 by raſhing into buſhes t thozns 
02 ſuch like hurtfull places. + 
Thele ſtripes and hurts either are ſimple hurts (as they are 
termed)that is to ſap, in the ſuinne and ſleſh of a hawke only, 
. nerue and finew is pꝛicht, oꝛ cut 
in ſunder. 

The ſimple wounds and hurts are of lender oʒ no danger 
at all, and will bee cecured lightiy againe, eyther with the 
iupce of O-g-49,02 a bath and lotion made of Maſticke, A⸗ 
loes and Myꝛche two dꝛammes, Pympernell, Comfrey and 
Dage, of eyther a handſulland ahalfe, of Agreſta cłeare and 
good, ſixe pounds, putting all theſe thinges afoꝛeſaide into a 
ſtone veſſell made very cleane, oꝛ elſe into an earthen potte , 
there ſuffering it to boyle ſo long with a cloſe couer vppon it , 
bntill two third parts ofthe Agreſta be waſted and conſumed. 
Then ſtrapning it very well, adding vnto it one — 
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ol powder of 29 y2tils.7This may vou teſetue to vic as a ble, 
ſed and ſouer eigne inedieine. | 
Theie is yetone other notable medicine deuiled by atter

go3d ſucceflc. 

Take good Alces, Myꝛrhe, Olbanum, ( Sarguit Dracon:s, 
ofepther one dzamme,offine Grains one ſcruple:beat al theſe 
into poboder, and infuſe them in two ountes of A4«a viee,ſo; 
the ſpace of twelue how2es:then alter ſtraine it very wel, x 


of this vie to the hurts of yourhawkeshcad, and alſs to her 


ſhoulders, it they receiue any bꝛuiſe oꝛ ſtripe. 

But in any condition J cannot allow the vie of Oyle of 
Roſes in hurts of the head, as it ſæmes that the ſaid Authour 
wouldhaue it. 

It your hawkes ſkinne or her thigh oꝛ hinder parts be bꝛa⸗ 
ken, fretted away, oꝛ hurt by bearing her ina cloſe Cannas 
bagge, oꝛ ſuch like, you may eaſily recoucr her with this de⸗ 

uiſe. The leaucs of dꝛied Sage beaten to powder, oꝛ the pow- 
der ol Ollanum, oz Maſticke, bathing the hurt with white 
wine,whe vou meaneto apply the powder, and in tiwo oz thx 
dapes pou ſhall ſc it recouered. 

But it the ſtripe bee ioyned and matched with the offence ol 

any nerue oꝛ ſinew, then will it be a harder matter to cure, ſo: 
that the hurt is of greater impoꝛtante and danger, foꝛ then u 
it wont to be fullofpaine, and to cauſe inflammation. UWhers 
foꝛe in this caſe, the beſt remedy that tan be deuiſed, is extel 
tellent good oyle pow2ed reaſonable hote into the hurt, taking 


away the ſeathers firſt that are about the wound, and vſing 


this bath about the member where the hurt is. 
Take Roch Alome one dꝛamme, dꝛied Roſes, rinds ol 
Pomegranates and $y2rhe, of each a quantity, boyling 
all theſe in good odozifecous Uthite Wane tothe conſump⸗ 
tion of halfe. 

No queſtion this will greatly comfoꝛt the wound, and hin⸗ 
der the fluxe of humoꝛs that otherwiſe would flow dolune to 
the place, and bꝛerde an Apoſtume. Puch 
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Such moꝛe might ve laid ot litipes and bꝛuiſes ol hawkes,. 
but J doe leaue vou cue to the learned Phiũtious & ſkilfull 
Surgeons, becauſe J will not ouerweary pou wich tedious 
circumſkances : accounting it ſuflitient foꝛ mo to haue laide 
downe the cures foꝛ molt oꝛdinaxy hurts, which do rifeſt hap⸗ 
pen to hawks, and or ſuch as haue times paſt by foꝛtunc tame 
to my handes. Jf pcu couet to haue greater ſtoʒe ot Medi⸗ 
tines fo2 the cure a7any member oꝛ hurt part of yourhawke, 
Jaduiſe you that haue ſ kill in the Italian tongue to ſler ouer⸗ 
to Ageſſer Frederigo Gior ge his pꝛadtiſe, plainely and excellent 
y ſet downe in his Booke of Falconrie, from whence 3 haue 
collected ſundzy things. But as tcuching theſe. hurtes and 
tripes of hawkes, J haue nat boꝛrowed much of him, but 
haue in this part of my callection moze vſed the bꝛieſe cure of 
Franceſco Sforxans Uacantinsathat excellent Italian Gentle 
man Falconer. | 


Of Hawkes Lyſe.. 


auing hetherto ſpoken of ſuch diſcaſes andgrecics,as ſo3 

the moſt part hawkes are troubled withall within their 
bodies:now remayneth that in few ſperches J ſhew yon are: 
medy fo2 vermineandLiſe,a particular paſſion and affection 
that lighteth on theſkin ofa hawke, and ſpecially about her 
head, the plyeof her wings, and her traine: fo2indede, theſe 
liſe and mytes dot chielly raigne and lodge in thoſe thae parts 
ofthe hawkes, moꝛe than in any other. 

Falconcrs dee vſe to ridde theſe vile woamcs andliſe in the 
winter time by tau lng of pepper beatẽ to powder two dzams, 
of warme water one pound, oz as much as will ſuffice, ming- 
ling the pepper and water well together, and the to pepper (as 
we terme it) oꝛ waſh all her feathers with the ſaide lotion 03 
bath, and ſpecially thoſe paxts ot the hawke whereof 4 ſpake 
betoꝛc, where the mites and liſe doe moſt haunt: which done, 
they ſet the hawke on a perch with her traine and backe to the 
Sunne ward, holding in their hands a ſmall nnn 

ng 
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long, on the toppe whereof they faſten a peece of ware, either 
red, oz greene,t with that ( while the Yawk doth weather her) 
they takeaway the liſe and mytes crawling vpon the ethers, 
fo as befoze the hawk be thꝛoughly dꝛied and weathered,what 
with the ware and their own dꝛopping awap, there wil not be 
a vermine left about the hawke. Foz the pepper and water 
Both ſo much diſeaſe them, as they are enfozced to leaue their 
accuſtomed lodgings:then the heat ol the Sun oꝛ ſlce, helps to 
make them ſhew themſelues: ano the ware by cle auimg to the, 
vttecly and cleaxely rids the hawke of them. 

J hane ſeene ſome Falconers adde vnto the pepper t water, 
a quantitp of @taueſager,as an enemy to the liſe and mites, 

by meane offtrengthand fozce that is in it:and take it to be 
very neceſſary to be added in this medicine to the Pepper fo2 
the better diſpatch ofthoſe vile vermines which doe ſo much 
vexe and annoy the hawke, as ſhe can by no means kepe her 
ſelfe in god ſtate whileſt ſher is intumbꝛed with them. 

Pou muſt remember to pepper pour hawke in this maner 
as J haue ſhewed you in a very warm ſunny day,when there 
is no wind at allblowing intheſkie. But ifby fotune you 
be enfo2cedto doe it in another time when the weather is cold 
and the Dunne not ſhining, then mult you ſet your hawke by 
the fire to weather her, and dꝛie her feathers:but neither muſt 
the fire bee ouer hote,no2 the goꝛge of your hawk towards the 
fire, whereof Jhane giuen pou aduertiſement befoꝛe, in thoſe 
pꝛetepts which are to be obſerued of a good Falconer. Foz if 
vou ſet her with the goꝛge to the fire, no doubt ſher wil recetue 
no ſmall harme and inconuenience thereby, and foz the moſt 


part death enſues ofit. 
Jnthe Summertime you may diſpatch your hawke ofthe 
liſs x mites with 4 um becate into very fine powder, 


beſtowing andſiftmg irt the hawks feathers w your 
fingers, ſpecially in thoſe places where they do moſt vſually 
hau nt,alwayes hauing regard that none of the powder come 
into your hawks eyes fo2 oſfending her. And after the beſtow⸗ 
ing of this powder,you muſt in no wiſe beſpowt her w _ 
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(as ſome vſe to doe) to the great hurt and milchiefe of thoſe 
poꝛe birds. Fo2 the hathing a ſpowting her with water, is a 
meane ta make the powder to frette away, andconſume the 
Dome other affirme that int leaues boyled in water, to 
the conſumption ola third part, bathing the Hawke therwith 
ſomewhat warm, wil diſpatch the Lyſe and ites, but foꝛ my 
= — medicine, and there loꝛe can ſay 
e OT ik. | 
Let theſe ſuffice as touching the peppering of lowſiehawks, 
fo; of all other plagues that befall the Hawke, J account this 
the leaſt, becauſe they may mott eaſily be deſtroyed, as dayly 
experience doth teach vs: and yet the remedies fo2 them gad 
to beknowne, becauſe you ſhall ſeldom oz neuer buy a Hauk 
from the Cage that is not lowſic,o2 ſet yourhawkeon a perch 
where a lowſiehawke hath ſtod, and ſhe ſhall ber aſſured to 
bee neueralowſe the wozſefo2 it. 


Of miſfortunes that happen to Hawkes inthe 
mew. And firſt of all, of their laying 
egges in the mew.

I N the mew hawks are ſubiect fo ſundzy accidents. Among 
all which (to paſſe ouer the greaſines and exteſſtue glit that 
they areſurcharged withal, hauing ſom what toucht that mat⸗ 
ter in the Chapter of the Gowt) the greateſt miſhap that may 
be, is when hawkes fall to laying egges, and to be with egge in 
the mew. Foꝛ in very derd this is a great miſchiefe, and divers 
times doth kill the Hawke, 

Pou ſhallfirft perceiue it by the creaking and crying that 
they vſe in the mew ſomtunes, and otherwhiles ontheperch, 
albeit now and then they doe it fo2 eagerneſſe and appetite, 
when they are ſharpe ſet; whichas itis eaſily found, ſois it as 
quickly remedied. 5 

A man ſhall know when they fall to liking and laying, by 
this, from the necke ol the hawke down to the very middle of 
her

And if hahpily the egges ber growne any thing 
great within her, von thallhardly hinder her but that ſhe wil 
lay them.@heretoze(as I tell von) it ſhall bee good in time tg 
looke vntoit,keeping herlow in Apꝛill and May. And in thoſe 
anonethes to miniſter vnto her Aloes Epatick waſht,aquan- 
tity of Saffronlappedin bumbaſt oz cotton,” whereupon con⸗ 
ueyalittle FlareozTowe,andmakea caſting o2 ſcowꝛing of 
it, thꝛuſting it downe her th:oatinto her goꝛge, the hawke be⸗ 
ing both empty paneld, and hauiug no meate aboue to put ouet 
koping her on the fiſt aſter it, till ſuch time the ſcow2ng be in 
her goꝛge. Ofthis and ſuch like ſcow2ings may pou giue your 
hawkeeuerp third oꝛ fourth day foz foure o2 fiue times, feeding 
her with liquid meates, ſuch as will lightly be endewed.

Againe, it is very god againſt the ſame miſchieie, to cauſe 
vour Halwke in foure o2 ſiue bits of meat, to take a quantitp 
of — in Chiues, vſing her after the manner and fozme 
afo:eſaid.

Moꝛeouer, it is a very god way to delay and kill the liſt and 
likmgofa ſparowhawke to ferde her fo2 th:&,foure, oꝛ moꝛe 
dayes if vou thinke good with liquid mcates waſhtin water, 
wherein the great pylles of Oruus haucbencinfuſed fo2 the 
ſpate of eight oꝛ ten dapes bieing finely cut to peeces. But it 
ſhould be far better if poucauſe thoſe rinds epilles to be boiled 
in water, ſo iong vntill they become loft and tender, 0 
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to wach pour hawkes meat therein. 

At vour Hawke be with Eggel as they tearme it) ſo as you, 
map perteiue and feele the egs within her, beſides thoſe foze- 
ſaid remedies, it ſhall ber good to annoint her tuell with oyle 
oliue:which being done, conuey in thy fozefinger at her tuell, 
as finely as thou canſt, to firle the egs, which if thou once feels. 
gripe thy hawkes pannel ſoftly foꝛ hurting her, fozcing down- 
wards the eg towards thy finger in her tuell, z if it be poſſible. 
ſo bꝛing it awaycleane, ⁊ rid thy hawke of it:but it thou canſt 
not doe it, bꝛeake it euen there right, and afterward beſtow a 
gliſter vpon thy hawke of things lenifine, to make her mewt 
aud ſliſe well:fo2 by this meane (as my Italian Authoz doth 
into nne me)thou ſhalt diſcharge the hake of this miſchiefe, 
and bꝛing her tobeinperfec ſtate Maine. 


To cauſe a Hav łe to mewe faſt 
and well. 


Ometimes it ſo falleth out, that hawkes doe uot mewe in 
e, ſo as they may be flown with in the pleaſant time ol 
the peare, noꝛ be dzawne when other Naltoners do atcuſteme 
to dꝛaw their hawkes, but they tome ſo late as the peare is far 
ſpent, and ſmall pleaſure to be taken in keeping oꝛ fleeing with 
them, loꝛ which a man is ſometimes dꝛiuen offo2ce to vſe de⸗ 
uiſe to further the matter, and to pꝛactiſe to make her mewſw- 
ner than her accuſtt med maner is to mew ol her ſelle. Aher⸗ 
ſoze to make a hawke mewe timelp, the ſureſt and beſt way is 
to caſt her off into a good meine ſoꝛ the purpoſe, (made in ma⸗ 
ner as J hauetaught you beſoꝛe) and there to allaw her of ths: 
belt hate meats that may be had, as Quailes, Pigeons, and 
Sparowes, and now and then among to ſet her in the mewe 
ſome veſſell, large and derpe, conuenientlp filled with water, 
wherein your hawke may bouze and bath at her pleaſure. 
But if this ozdinary kind ol good and kindly mewing 
will nat ſeruethe turne (which ſeldome oz neuer almoſt hap⸗ 
neth to Goſhawks,foz that by this fozmerfathivs EG 
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doth vſe to mew very well and oꝛderly (then as J ſaid ) it beho⸗ 
ueth to aſſiſt and further nature by axt and phyſicke, to cauſe a 
Vawke to mew timeip. 

To helpe in this cale thoſe kirnels oꝛ ſmall nuttes, which 
are growing vnder the thzoat ot a weather, ate very god (as 
mine authoꝛ affirmeth) vſing them euer third day foz thꝛice, 
oꝛ thereabouts, allowing a Sparowhawke th:& 02 faure of 
them at onte, being both empty go2ged and panneld. But you 
map giue a Falcon ſixe oꝛ moꝛe at one time, holding the hawk 
on the fiſt, till the beginne to ſliſe and mewie, and after that a 
ſpace fecde her nth god hote meat, alwayes remembꝛing that 
if tho hawke do loath the taking ol them, (as happily ſhe wil) 
oʒ doe not very well bzwke them after ſher hath taken them, 
then that you giue her reſpite betwirt times fo2 thꝛe oz foure 
dayes together, to the end ſhee may not finde her ſelfe cloped 
with them. | 

Ifat the end of eight dayes ſhee beginne to caſt any feather, 
then may you into the mew with her without moꝛe a doe: but 
it not, then muſt you fall to giuing her of thoſe glandulous kir⸗ 


nelsof the weather againe, once oꝛ twite moꝛe:ſoꝛ vſing it in 


this oꝛder the ſecond time without queſtid, within ſix oꝛſeuen 
dayes, ſhee will caſt the backe feathers, oꝛ her ſarcels oꝛ flags: 
thimuſt you thꝛow hir into the mein, giuing hir water to bath 
fo: ſhee will very much couet the water, and you ſhall ſee her 
within twooꝛthꝛer dayes ſo bare,andin a maner cleane with⸗ 
out frathers, as ſhe will not ber able fo2 lacke of them to flee to 
her oꝛdinarp ſtand oꝛ pearch. Wherefoze I can commend and 
aduiſe vou to haue ſome lou pearch and ſtand fo2 her in the 
mew, whereunto ſhe may iumpe when ſher hath calf her fea- 
thers, ſo as thee is vnable to flee.Cſpecially remt̃bꝛing to feed 
her all that while ſheets ſo without feathers,twicein a day,al- 
lowing her ſuch and ſo much meat as ſhe tan endew, + make 
away with. Fo2 all that time will hee couet great goꝛges, and 
ridde great ſtoze of meate vntillſhe haue recouered her cote a- 
game. And to reſtraine her, oꝛ kepea hard hand vpon her, ha- 
uing mewed her fethers, andbiring now at point to put foo2th 

new 
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new in their plates, will bꝛerd her feathers to bee ful of taints 
and ill fauoured, and beſides that her Sarcelles and pzinct- 
pals will not be ſo long and large as they onght to bee, by 
meanes whereof ſhet will not bee able to flee ſo well as the 
was accuſtomed, 

Some others, to cauſe a hawke to mew ſpeedily, doe will 
you to enw2appe her meate in the powder of a Frogge dzped 
in an ouen o2 foznace. 

Other ſome, in the powder of a Cuttell bone, taking off the 
powder of this fiſh bone, to the weight ofapenny. But thels 
p2actiſes and deuiſes J did neuer appꝛoue, and therefoze doe 
committe them to the diſcretion ofthe Reader. 


Of Accidents that happen and light vppon 
© a hawkes feathers, and firſt how 5 
vſe the matier when a feather 
cannot bee ymped. 


989 — times it ſo fals out that a Hawkes 
"feather being d2awn out of the wing oz traine by vio⸗ 
lence and loꝛce, the hole cloſes vp, aud ſhuts aſter it pꝛeſentip, 
in ſuch ſozte as a new feather can by no meanes grow and 
ſyꝛing vppe in the place to ſerue the hawkesturneand vſe a⸗ 


Foz teme die hereof, ſome doe will a man to make the hole 
againe where it was befoꝛe, and to open it afreſh witha bar⸗ 
ley graiue, dꝛyed ſo as it bee not burnt. Then after that, 
to keepe it open that it runne not together againe , you 
mult frame a ſinall Pellette of Larde, oz boyled Yoo 
ny, which beeing conueyed into the hole, will there abide, 
vntill ſuch time as the ſhotiugout of the new feather doe re⸗ 
moue if and diſplace it. 

Some other time it hapneth a feather to bee bzoken in the 
quillſo nzere the wing, as it is - poſſible to ympeit againe:

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then doe they vſe, (to make the quill to fall and dꝛoppe away 
without paine to the hawke) this deuiſe. They annoynt the 
place with the bloud of a young Kat, which will cauſe the 
b2oken quill to came away. Aſter which, to keep the hale open 
they vſe the helpe aſozeſaiv with the barly coꝛne. 

Theſe twocures J neuer tryed, becauſe it was neuer my 
happe(J thanke foꝛtune to ſtand nedfullofthe pꝛadiſe. But 
truely I like neither ol them la well, as J can greatly com- 
mendthem. 

-.-  Dtherwiſe it chanceth thꝛough the hurt of a Hawkes 
wing, that one oꝛ two of her Flagges, long feathers, oꝛ Sar⸗ 
telles are b2uiſcd,and thereby both put her to great paines, 
and eake hinder her flemng. Nherefoꝛe it ſhall bes in this caſe 
very neceſſary, as ſone as it hapneth to looke and view the 
wing well, whether there be any bloud much oꝛ little in the 
quill that is bꝛuiſed in manner aſoꝛeſaid: which ik it be ſo, it ſhal 
be nerdfull to pierce it with a ſharpe nir dle, oꝛ ſuch like inſtru⸗ 
utent to giuethe bloud iſſue befo2e ſuch time as it bee congea⸗ 
led and waren hard. And after that to annoint the bꝛuiſe, and 
eſpecially where the blacke bloud is) witholde larde and reſty 
Bacon. l , 

Mozeouer, it ſhallbe very god to ceaſe the paine, to poure 
vpon the hurt place thc oꝛ foure dꝛoppes of god Oyle of ro- 
ſes ſome what hote, which hauing vſed foꝛ the ſpace of thꝛee 
oꝛ foure dayes, it ſhall not be amiſſe fo bath it with eAque 
vita to dꝛie and rel oluc it. If pou vie this meane in the begix· 
ning when the hurt is firſt taken, no doubt it will bacede re- 
ſolution. 

But it by negligence oꝛ other wiſe it be foꝛeſlacked at firſt, 
ſo as the bꝛuiſed Darcell oꝛ other feather grow aut of oꝛder, 
and troſſe the next feather to it in flecing, and by that meane 
ber a hinderance to the Hawke, and a paine, it ſhall be gad 
to cut it off in the quill. And to the end there may grow an 
other ſecond feather in the place ol that which is ſo ſpoyled 
and cutte off, it ſhall bee well done to make the quill to dꝛop 
aivay 
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away. To being that to paſſe, firſt ofall wipe well the bloud 
congcaled and coꝛrupted within the place, and after that, all 
it with Agua vita, of the beſt that may bee gotten, and deale ſo 
artificially as the «£9*s ue may ſtay,and not d2oppeout.of 
the place. Which muſt be done by ftopping the hole with wax, 
o2 ſuch like deuiſe. This qua vntæ by meane of the heat 
ol it, will caufe the quill to fall away within eight dayes oz 
— by meanewhereof there may ſhoot out anew 
er.

Omtimes it lo falleth out that yp fethers ofa hawks wings 

o2 train maybe bꝛoken, whercupon it is both neceſſarie 
and needefull, to ſet other like in their ſteades. Which 
feat we tearme the ymping of a hawkes feather. 

This map be done in foure ſeuerall manners and faſhions 
after that the feather is bzoken-. . 


Foꝛũrſt, in the greater and huger ſozt of Hawkes , if a 77 ff 
ſeather be bꝛoken one fingers bꝛradth o2 thereabouts mith- a 1, ,,zo 
in the quill,then your next remedie is, to ſheare it off with , han le. 


a papꝛe of Spſſers oꝛ ſheares, to the end it may not cleaue 
oꝛ riue any further. Then hauing pꝛepared a like feather 
to the ſame of ſome other Hawke o2 Fowle, reſembling 
the bzoken Feather: you muſt cut the quill off it, and ſo 
ſoꝛce it together, as it may enter the bzoken quill of the 
Hawkes feather, annointing it befoze you tbzuſt it in, 
o2 ſame to place it foz god and all, in the Gummie latte 
of a Figge, the Volke of an Egge, oꝛ ſome kinde of 
Semonde made of purpoſe, thꝛuſting it very virealp into 
the truncke and quill of the bꝛoken feather, and as wee may 
tearme it, graffing the one in the other. And to the * 
D 2 | 
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it may haue the better hold, and the faſter ſtay, it ſhall not 
ber amiſſe to clynte o2 nayle them faſt together with the point 
of a Partridge feather, taking the very toppe of it, and 
ſtripping away the Feathers on eyther ſide the webbc:and 
after that, making a ſmall hole with a lender Needle,ſo as 
it paſſeth:ough both the quilles, as wel that which ſticketh 
faſt inthe Hawkes wing, as the other bozrowed and a⸗ 
dopted Feather, d2awing thꝛough the hole made with the 
Needle, the point of the Partudges feather to fill vp the hole 
againe. Which done, cut it off cloſe by the Webbefinely on 
ether ſide,and ſo will it ſtand very handſomely faſt, and al⸗ 
molt not to be diſcerned, but to be the hawkes naturall Fea-

Bou mult take a peecejof paper as bigge as yourhand , in 
the middle wherof ou muſt ſlit a hole, thzongh which conuey 
the hawhkes traine beingb2oken, vp to the veryrumpeofher, 
v2zawing backe though the ſayd ſlit of the paper, all th baailes 
andſmall feathers ofthe traine that grow about the hawkes 
tewell,hoth aboue and beneath, ſo as there appeare none at 
all but the long feathers,vpon whichyou meansto wozk your 
feat. Then cut off thoſe long traine feathers with a fine pen · 
knife,begaming from the firft, ſecond, third, fourth, fift, ans 
fo on the other ideof the traineinlike manner, and you muſt 
ent them off a flope, ſidewayes towards the top of the trunke

Yauing ſet one icather in this oꝛder aſoꝛeſaid, on the 
one ſide ofthe hawkes {caine, paſſe ouer to the other firſt fea⸗ 
ther ol the other ſide, and doe in like maner, alwayes placing 
and ymping them ſo, as in length, and each condition elſe, they 
map 
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may agree fully with the naturall feather ofthe hawke: and 
ſo from one to the other, vntill you come to the twocouert 
feathers, which you mult let laſt of all the roſt, and thoſe in ſo 
god oꝛder, as your eye maꝝ iudge them to bee excellentiy ym⸗ 
ped by the iuſt length and ſize ol them.

Pet neuertheles in this laſt part, 
you ſhal fo vour greater ſtoꝛe oftemedies, t betterknowiedge 
haue the french lalconers maner of dealing withtheirhawks 
haue ſet downe.

Df theſe twies and inſtrumentea, it behoues you to haue 
larger and lefſer,acco2ding to the variety a p:opoztion of your 
Hawkes, fo2 that the Falconand Goſhawkes head being 
moze huge than the Sparowhawkes,it ſhall not bee good noꝛ 
tonnenient tocawteriſe th all w one ſelfe y2on of one bignes,, 
but to ſhift pour tole,acco2ding to the quality of the hawke. 

Ouer and beſide alltheſe tales afoꝛeſaid, a Falconer muſt 
haue his paire ot kniues, one ftreight pointed, the other ben- 
ding at the toppe, a ſplatter, his coping y2ons, apayꝛe of @i- 
ſers and a Surgeons inſtrument to ſerue his ve in all diſeaſes 
of a hawke about her beake and pountes. 

Thus much J accept ſuſſicient as touching Hawkes and 
birds ot pꝛey, ſo as now thereremayneth nothing moze, but 
the French Faltoners opinion ot diſeaſes and cuxes, and laſt- 
ty. one ſmall treatiſe and very nereflary diſtourſe, as touching 
the diſeaſes that happen to Spaniels with the cure of the ſaid: 
miſchiefes, which ſhall ber the very laſt part of afall this cob 


lectionof Falconrie.. 
Though Jlike the Jtalian W

fingulavſkill and iudgement in Falcontie, vet nenertheleſe, 
betcauſo F'find ſunw2y things very god and neceffaty in the 
French pzacicionvrs which max ſtand you in ſtead, (as well 
to2 manning and luring, as alſo curing your diſeaſed hawks) 
foz whoſeanely benefite vndortai the collauion ol this my 
boke. And partly, fo2 that the French Gentleman ſhall not 
grbwicalons oł mee that 3 ſcoʒne his ſkill in regard ofthe 
learned and delicate Italian, waping them both indiſterentty, 

if J find them both to deſerue like due commendation and 
pꝛuiſe: J haue here offered to your view anvrudgementes 
fundzy French mens dpimons and inuentions as touching 
this art of Falconrie,crauing vou to iudge the beft both of the 
and me:of them pour neighbours foꝛ their ũrſt ingentions : ⁊ 
ofme your Countryman fo2zmy late tolleaion: whoſe paines 
beſtowed herein, ſhall be nothing butapleaſure,ifJmay find 
my ſelfe guerdoned with grod liking, an ddeſerued thankes 
from you. And ſo J commit you ouerto the diſcourſe it ſelle 
without any farther IT ee egg 


How to keepe and maintaine all manner 
of Hawkes in healch, good plight, 
and liking. 


T5 kerp Falcons andallmaner ol birds of pꝛep in health, 
the chiefe Falconers ſay y they muff neuer haue a great 

oꝛge giuẽ the ſpecially of groſſe meats,as 1Befe,ÞPozke, and 
fach other that are hard to be put ouer 4 endewed. Poꝛeouer 
you mult beware iu any wile that ye feed them not with the 
lleſh ol any beaſt that hath lately gone to rutte, foz p will kill 
them, and ye ſhallnot percepue how. J find by expericnce, 
that the giuing of great goꝛges, and the feeding of them with 
ſuch ſoꝛtes of fleſh, (ſpecialty cold) doth deſtroy and ſurfeite 
moꝛe hawkes than all other miſchances that can happen to 
them.And 3 A warne all Falconers to beware — 

yp 


** — 
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they ouergoꝛge their hawkes: and if they bee daiuen to fave 
them with grolle fleſh fo2 want ol better, let it bee well ſoaked 
in cleane water, and afterward ſufficiently well weng. It 
mult ba done in Hummer with cold water, and in Winter: 
with luke warine water, andit muſt not bee wꝛong te much 
with the hand: foꝛ the maſlineſle of the fleſh, and the loſeneſſe 
of the water will cauſe them to put ouer,and to indew the ſw⸗ 
ner and moꝛe ſpeedily⸗ And it will cauſe them to haue the 
larger panels, whereby they ſhall the better ſcow2etheſelues 
downward of the glit e grofſe humoꝛs. And this is to be vn⸗ 
derſtood of all groſſe fleſh wherewith ver ſhall ber faine ſome⸗ 
times to feede pour hawkes: but nat of any other feeding that 
is light and of g@d digeſtion. Foꝛ pee muſt haue diſcretion 
to reward pour hawkenow and then with ſome god liue and 
warme meat, oz elſe thee may be bzought tolow.. Nenerthe-- 
leſſe the ſeruing of your hawkes with waſht meat (as is ſayd 
befoze)is the way to keepe them in health.

Of Aloes Cicotrina, wherewith you muſt 
make ſcowrings for your 
Haukes. 


Tell yon ſurther that to maintaine pour Pawkes in gov 
plight,xtokepethem from all diſeaſes, you muſt entry r 
dayes, giue them the mountenance of a beane of Aloes Cico- 
trine which muſt bee put into them, wꝛapped vp in alittle of - 
the leſh, oꝛ ot theſkinne of a Henne, to the intent that the taſt 
of the Aloes which is very bitter, ber not felt ofthem. And whẽ 
your hawkehath ſwallowed it downe, beare her vpon your 
fiſte, the better to tauſe her to kerpe that which is giuen her, 
which done, let her afterward caſt vp the water 4 ſime which 
ſhee hathin her body: and fake vp the reſt of the Aloes againe 
which ſhee hath cat, and let it not be loſt, foꝛ it is god and wil 
ſerue fo another time. Then ſet your hawke in the Sunne 
1 93 
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02 againtt the ſire hooded,and ferde her not till two howzes af, 
ter, at which time veu ſhal giue her areaſonable goꝛge ol ſome 
line birde oꝛ fowle.Andthe ſaid medicine muſt bee giuen in the 
moꝛning after that the hawkehath caſt. 


Of common pylles that are givento Hawkes 
tor laxatiue medicines or dount. 
- ward ſcowrings. 

NET the ſaid Aloes, ver may atyour 

diſcretion vſe common pylles, ſuch as Apotecaries giue 
men tomake them loſe bodied. And many are olopinion that 
they be much better than that other of Aloes:toʒ the pils dꝛiue 
downeward,andſcow2e moꝛe ſtrangiy and with greater Ef 
fect Pet notwithſtanding ver may vle eyther ol thoſe two, 
making thẽ at yourpleaſure. Of the ſaid pilles pou ſhall giue 
pour Hawke one oz two after as the quantity ofthem is, and 
when ſhee hath taken them, ſet her by a ſire, oz inthe @unne, 
and feed her not fo2 the ſpace of two howzes after, at which 
time ye ſhal giue her ſome quicke andliue thing to feede vpon: 
Foz the taking of the pylles, will ſetallher body out of tent 
per and tune. And ſo ver ſhall keepe your Mawkes in god 
plight, ſtate and health.

Then ſet your hawk by 

him like the the lire 02 in the Sunne, and fed her with a quicke chicken, 

burre. oꝛ ſome other liue warme meat tioo how2es after, as is ſaid 

afoze: and ſo yourhawkes ſhall be kept in good plight and 

ſtate. And it is to be noted that you muſt not giue fo much to

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aGoſhawke,fo2 they be not.of ſo ſtrong and churlith nature 
and metteliasotherhawkes.are : æ much leſle to a Dparow- 
hawk,becauſc ſhee is not able to bzoke ſa ſtrong a medicine 
as the Coſhawkeis.And therefoze you mult beare in minde 
that your giuing of the ſaid things to your hawkes muſt be 
acco2ping totheir natures and ſtrengthes, by the god diſcreti⸗ 
on of ſuch as thꝛough their noble diſpoſition doe place their 
care, pleaſure aud minds vpon ſuch things. 


To make a Hawke caſt when ſhe keepeth 
| it too long. 

Oꝛalmuch as Hawkes doe ſoineftimeskepe their caſting 

tolong,andcannot put it vpꝛoꝛ elſe it may now and then 
fall out that a man knoweth not whether they haue any ca⸗ 
flings2 no: in ſuchcaſes you muſt giue your hawke a little 4 
loes, and then ſhe will caſt it together with thellime, and filth. 
that hindꝛed the caſting ol it. And foz want of Aloes, giue her 
the mountenance of a beane of the rote of Celendine, in two 
oꝛ thꝛer pellets, and it will eaſe her out of hand. And to further 
the matter, it ſhall not bee amille to giue her one ſpwneſull 
water wherein the Celendine rottshane biene ſteeped fon 
ſpace: fo; thobittornelle thereof will foꝛce her to call;

F yon mind tokeepe your hawkes in tune und Kate to py 
well, you mult make them bath oftentimes, and you mull 
let water by them, though they lift not fo bath. Foꝛ ſomtimes 
a Hawbe is deſirous to bowʒe, and takt of the wat er by rea⸗ 
ſon of ſome chance, oꝛ fo ſomie heat af her — Li⸗ 
ner: and then is water gd and auaileable to

by that that the Hawe will make tonitoriance 'of:mozs -

And if ſhehappen to be 
waſhed oz ſowſt withraine,o2 otherwiſe, let herbe thzoughly 
weathered as is ſaid befoze,leſt thelurfetby cold,ſpecatly whe 
ſhe comes from the field, and from her fleeing. Foꝛ then is 
the commonly mard fo2 lache ot god ozder and looking too, 
inſomuch that thereupon inſue the Pantas, andotherdiſea- 
fes. Andthcreſoze when the Falconer percetueth the time 
to be dangerous foꝛ his hawke to take ſuch manner of colde, 
as in winter tune after her flight, oꝛ by taking wet in flying: 
her muſt firſt weather her well at the fire, oꝛ in the Sunne, x 
then giue her ſiue Cloues of aces in her caſting, ⁊ that will 
heate her againe. | 


To keepe Hawkes from inconvenienccs 
whichthey take of themiſelues, 
or which happen to them 
vnawares. 


| Moen — Hawkes from miſchie fes which 
they take lightly by cold oz otherwiſe: when ve haue ba⸗ 
thed t weathered them, belware ol ſetting them in cold e moiſt 
places, but chaſe ſome warme and dꝛie place, and with ſome 
cloth roll the pearch oz billet that they ſtand on. Foz diuers 
tunes when hawkes haue beaten and bꝛuiſed themſelues at 
the encounter, with great toyle in the field oꝛ at the riuer, they 
bee ſo tyꝛed, and take cold ſo lightly,x doſo chafe their feet, that 
if yeeſhould ſet them downein that plight vpon a ſtande of 
ſtone oʒ wood, their leggesand ferte would ſwell by reaſon 
of the humoꝛs that would falldowne x diſtillfcom the higher 
parts, and by that meane bz&d gowtes, as hapneth in men 
by like diſozder. Fo2 ſuch diſeaſes light not to men, noꝛ yet to 
Yawkes, but fo2 want ol god herd and loking to when they 
bane diſtempered themſelues by any immoderate erertciſe. 
When ſach diſeaſcs light vpon pooze birdes, — 
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der cured, buleſſe a man haue very god ſkil to oꝛder them, and 
to pꝛouide remedy ſoʒ them. 


How men ſhould make their Hawkesto 
tyre every day. 


Say further, that the god Falconers and ſuch as haus 

a care to vie their Hawkes well, and to kepe them in 
health, muſt make them to tire towards the euciangs befoze 
they let them iouke. Then your hawke hath put ouer and ins 
ducd,aſterwaidin giuing hercaſting, you may well at your 
diſcretion giue her (if yon lit) a little Aloes Cicetrine in her 
taſting, oꝛ elſe ſome common pyll, ⁊ that doth greatly ſcowze 
the head, and do her much god. and that muſt ber done eyther 
once a werke, oꝛ twice in thx werkes: and the ſaid meditine 
is giuen diuers times by ſuch as like not to giue their Yawks 
tiring. Meuertheleſle J ſay that tyꝛing in the moꝛning after 
the Hawke hath caſt, is very god: Andif the tyꝛing ber of plu⸗ 
mage, kee pe her ſtom eating of feathers (as wellas you may) 
fo2 feare leaſt ſhee tahe caſting befoze the euening: fo2 to⸗ 
wards night it is no danger, ſoꝛ then of cen mon courſe ſhee 
is to haue caſting. Let her tyꝛe againſt the Sunne, ſnyting 
and ſewing her beake a little at pour diſcretion, after as you 
lind your Yawke low and poꝛe, vntill peu intend to goe to 
your paſtime. J haut knowne many Falconers that neuer 
make their hawkes to {p2c, ſaping, that it is but a cuſtom, 
.andneedleſſe : but J ſay the contrary. Fo2 inaſmuch as the 
Pawke is exerciſed by reaſonable tyꝛing, ſheꝛ becommeth the 
healthier and the lighter both of body and of head, by all mo⸗ 
derate exerciſes, ea, and ſher is the better in ſtate alſo as you 
may petceyue. And J belieue that the opinion of ſuch as ſay 
ſo, pꝛoctedeth ol nothing but of goth and of ſmall loue which 
they haue to their halbkes. Therfoꝛe fo:get not to make your 
Hawke to tyzr againſt the Sunne in the moꝛning: foꝛ it rid⸗ 
deth them the better ol the watry humozs that deſcend * of 
T er 
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their heads, ik exther betoze the doing of it, o after, you ſet the 
vpon a pearch a; inſt the Sunne, that they may tricke and 
enoyle themſelues at their pleaſure. This done, vie may ſet 
them in their accuſtomed places. And becauſe ſome Falconerg 
are ſoſlothfull(as is ſaid afoze)that they will not make their 
- Pawkes to tite, andothecſom haue not leylure alwayes to do 
it: in ſtead of tyʒing, A will giue them a remedy that followeth 
to eaſe them ol their watry humozs which they haue in their 
heades fo; want of tyzing. Take Agarike beaten into. patys

der, and erapigra with a little ſaffron, and make a pyll of it 


as bigge as a baane, and put a third part leſſzof /er«p:gr than 
of Agaricke ta binde yourpouder together. Let that pyll ſo 
made be put into hit w2apped in Cotton, towards Cuening 
when ſhe hathendued her go2ge t is emptie, making her to 
receyue it the 02 foure dapes together. And you may vſe 
this medicine from moneth to moneth at your diſcretion:And 
by the opinion of all Falconers ver may giuc this pyll foꝛ all 
vnknowne and hidden diſeaſes foz which you know nones⸗ 
ther remedy. 


Another receit to keepe and maintaine your 
Hawkes in good 
health, 


vou entend to keepe and maintaine your Falcons andal 

other Hawkes in health: take Germander, Pelamomntame, 
Baſill, Grimel ſeede, and Bꝛome ſiowꝛes, of each of them half 
an ounce:of Iſope, of Sax frage of Polipodie, x of Yozſemints, 
of each of them a quarter of an ounce: of Nutmegges, 
a quarter of an ounce : of Cubebs,Bozage, Piuny, Moge⸗ 
wozt,@age ofthe foure kinds of Mirabolans, / „darum, Kebu- 
lerum, Beliricorum, and Embelicorum, of tach of them halfe an 
ounce:ofDaffron an ounce, and of Aloes Cicotrine the fifth 
part ot an ounce. All theſe things confeax to a powder, *

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at euei y eight day oꝛ at cuery twelſthday giue your Þawkes 
the quantity of a beane ot it with their meat. And if they 
will not take it ſo, put it in a Hennes gutte tied at both ends, 
di elſe after ſome other means, ſo as ye cauſe them to teteiue 
it do lone. Aud if they calt vp the ficſh againe by ſoꝛce of the 
po boder, let it no moze be ginen them with ficth, but in ths 
fozeſaid maner of the gutte, and let them ſtand emptie one 
how2e after. And accozving as pou ſee your hawke diſpoſed, 
make her to bſe this medicine, to ſcomꝛe her of the cuill hu- 
moꝛs that are in her boby, bꝛed of fdiug vpon naughty ficth, 


which engendꝛeth ſuch humnoꝛs, and cauſethmany diſeaſes in 


hawhkes. 


That the diſeaſes which Ha kes haue in 
their heads, doe commonly come of 
giuing them too great gorges, 
and of fowle feeding: the 3 
meane to know it. 


e chiefe Falconers ſay and agree, that the viſeaſes in 
hawkes heads doe moſt commonly bꝛerd of giuing them 

too great goꝛges, eſpecially of groſſe and ill fleſh. Foz when a 
Þawke hath to full a goꝛge, ſhe cannot well put it ouer and 
indne it, whereupon it falleth to coꝛrupting and ſtincking in 
her goꝛge by lying to long there, and ſpecially, moze in a 
Hawke that is low and pooze , than in one that is high and 
full of ſieſh:inſomuch thatſhe is foꝛted to caſt it all ſtincking. 
And il ſher happen to put it ouer ſo ſtinking, it attainteth and 
rotteth her panel, by meanes whercof the fume and ſtinch al⸗ 
tend vp to her head, and there cloſe and ſtuffe vp her cares, 
and the paſſages of her pipes and head, ſo as the hume2s 
which were wont, cannot paſſe away as they were ac- 
tuſtomed, by rcaſon * the heave ſwelleth _ 
2 nate: 
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natety, Foꝛ the humoꝛ ſecketh iſſue, and vent eyther at the 
eares, oꝛ at the nares, oꝛ at the th:oat: fo2 want whereof the 
Hawke falles in danger of dealh ir ſher haue not ſpædy reme- 
dy. And to diſcerne the diſcaſe of the head, the Hawke 
will (niffe ofteu, and ſhut her eyes towards night, and ſome⸗ 
times thut eft the one, and eſt the other eye, and make ag 
though ſhe iouked with wozie cheare than ſhee was wont 
to doe:and then muſt you beware that ſhe ſwell not between 
the eye and the beake. And if ſhe doe, thencautertze her in 
that maner that is ſet down hereafter.” Nihenſoeuer the hus 
mo2 makes a ſhew ftoſcvy out at the Hawkes cares, at her 
nares, oꝛ at her thꝛoat, then is ſhe in pertll of death, if ſhe bee 
not holpen pꝛeſently.

The remedy of the ſaid diſeaſe. 


Ou muſt take the larde ofbacon that is not reſtie, noꝛ o⸗ 
uer old, and of the fatteſt ofit make llices, as it were to 
larde Partridges, and ſuch ſmall birdes, and let them ſterp in 
freſh cold water a whole night, changing the Water th2 oz 
foure times. Then take the marrow of biefe well picked, 
and ſugar once bopled and clariſied, and ofthoſethz& thinges 
being ech oflike quantity, with the quantity of a little Beane 
of Saffron in powder well mingled together, make pylls of 
the bigneſſe ofa beane,and giue them to pour hawke,cauſinx 
ſome body to caſt her, and opening her beake by foꝛce, if ſha 
will not take themothetwiſe. This done, ſet hfr by the fire, 
oꝛ inthe Sunne, and anone pc ſhall {fe hw ſhe will ſcow2e 
and ſliſe by caſting vpward and downewa:d the groſte hu⸗ 
moꝛs wherwith her body is ouerrharged. And when ſhe hath 
muted well thꝛer oꝛ cure times, let her be taken from thefire 
oꝛ out of the Sunne, and ſet vpon her pearch in her accuſto⸗ 
med place, and let her nat be fedde till two howꝛes after, and 
then allow her of achicken oꝛ mutton but halte a goꝛge. Let 
her 


th 
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her bee thus dealt withall thꝛe dayes together, making her to 
tyꝛe euery day againſt the ſunne both moꝛning and euening. 
And foure,fiue 02 ſire dayes aſter, giue her cuery day a cloue 
of Mate in her caſting,and ſhee ſhall recouer. 

' When the thꝛe daycs acepaſt wherein you haue ſo ſcow- 
red her,take alittle pepper beaten into very fine powder and 
mingling it with Uineger in a @awcer,opcn her beake, and 
rubbe the rofe of her chap therewith , and likewiſe put a 
d2oppeo2 twaineofit into her nares, and ſet her by the fire 02 
inthe@unne,andycu ſhall ſce how mightily it will open her 
head. How beit you mult not giue this medicine to a Hawke 
that is very pwze,fo2 ſhte will not bee able to bzooke it. And 
within an howꝛe oꝛ two after fæde her with a chickens legge: 
and after let her haue twice a day at her howꝛes a reaſonable 
goꝛge, and let the ſaide powder be gtuen her no moze but 
once. 

In ſtead of this powder ſome giue this medicine following 
which you may gue alſoifrouthinke good: that is to wit, 
a little Staueſacre, howbeit that is very ſtrong, il there bee 
not ſkill vſed to delay the ſtrength of it. Wherefozeif vou 
mind to giue your hawke of it, gine her not paſt th: 02 
foure grainesofit wꝛapt in a cloath oz in linte, which you 
mult bzeake afterward, and beat into powder. Then take 
alittle cleane water in a diſh, and put pour powder in it, and 
mingling it together in maner of a Sirop, put thzeeo2 foure 
dꝛoppes ofitinto your hawkes nares, and ſet her fn the Sun 
02 by the fire as is ſaid afoꝛe, if it be cold. 

That done, then by Marines aduiſe, take pitch if pon will 
to the mountenance ot a beane which you muſt warme be⸗ 
twirt your handes, and afterward cleaue it to the rofe of 
her Beake, rubbing it oner with a little of the powder of 
' Staucſacre and Pepper fill ſhee fœle the pitch well vppon 
her Palate : and by and by in labouring to ſhake off the ſayd 
pitch and water from her Palate,ſh& will caſt: and let her 
caft her fill till ſhe be thzonghly ſcowzed. And when ver

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thinke ſhee is ſcow2ed ſufficiently, take away the ſaid pitch if 
it it bee not falne off already, and ſet your hawke to the fire, oꝛ 
in the Sunne, as is ſaide in the medicine of the pepper, and 
ferde her with ſome god meat one howze after. | 
And to recomfozt yourhawke after all theſe Pedicines,ye 
may giuc her foure oz fiue Cloues of Pace as is ſaydeafoc, 
after as the bigneſſe of them is, which you muſt firſt bꝛoze a 
little, and put into her caſting. Foꝛ the Cloues ſo giuen, are 
ſingularly god foꝛ hawkes againſt all Khewmes and hu⸗ 
moꝛs of the head, ſo that it maketh them to haue a gonbꝛeath 
and kecpeth it from ſtinking, by ſetting their whole bodies in 
a temperate heate. And the Cloues being ſo giuen euerie 
eight day, is enough to tape a Yawke from all rhewmatike 
diſeaſes of the head, and from all other diſeaſes that come of 
cold. 


Of a confi med Rheve that commeth 
of colde. 


Nau that J haue ſpoken of the diſeaſe of the head which 
tommethotteutimes of giuing to great a go2ge, oz of 
towle feeding, J will ſpeake of the Khowme oz poſe which 
b:cdethofthe coldneſeofthe bzaine and vpper part of the 
head. The hawks that haue this diſeaſe, endure ſuch paine 
as they cannot holde open their eyes. And of this diſeaſe 
ſpꝛing many other griefes, as the pinne and the webbe in the 
eye, whereby they looſe their ſight: and ſometimes they looſe 
their ſight without hauing the pinne and the webbe in they: 
eyt s. Beſides that, there followeth the Babe in theire yes 
as in the eyes ofahozſe,and ſometimes alſo the pyp in their 
tongs,and another diſeaſe which is called the Zforc3//9n- in 
the French tong,(J know not what engliſh terme to beſtow 
vpon it.) And mozeouerthe ſwelling of the roofe of their pal⸗ 
late which is called the Vow/«,an ill diſeaſe, whereofbzeedeth 

the. 
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the Canker. All theſe diſeaſes are very dangerons,and put 
hawkes in great hazard, if there bee not ſkill to remedy them 
betimes. And Maſter Ame ¶ aſſan ſaith, that ſuch diſeaſes 
bꝛerde of flegme which is in the bodies ol Hawkes, as 3 
ſayde afoꝛe ot the other Rhewm': and that flegme commeth 
of ſetting them in moiſt and colde places. Alſo ſometimes 
it commeth ol bꝛinging them home cold and wet out of the 
fieldes, and of ſetting them downe vpon their pearches with- 
out dying oz warming them at the fire oz in the 


The remedy of thoſe diſeaſes is fixſt and ſoꝛmoſt to cau⸗ 
tenze them in manner following.

Caute- 
rize her therewith on the toppe of her head, betauſe the grieſe 
and difeaſe is there grounded. Cauſe your hawke to be well 
caſt that you may cauterize her at your eaſe and pleaſure, 
fo pou muſt beware of burning her to deepe, and therefoze 
that ye may be ſure to doit well, maple pourhawk faſt, and 
pull offafew of her feathers. As ſoone as you haue done fo, 
take another vꝛon with a point as ſharpe as the toth of a 
tombe, and put it in the fire as afoze ſaide, and therewith 
pierce her nares in the mids. Lhe two o2 thꝛe dapes after take 
another flat pꝛon of a finger bꝛoad, heat likewiſe red hote, 
and cauterize your hawkeagaine therewith hanaſomely as it 
were betweene the epe-lidde andthe hoꝛneol the beake,4 do it 
with the ſharper ſide of the pꝛon: not that the y2on ought in- 
deede to haue any edge, but rather by all reaſon to be blunt. 
And tale god hed that the fire touch neither the hall of her 
eye noꝛ her nares, and thereſoꝛe ſe that pe gard her ere with 
a wet clout to keepe it from the ſmoak. All ſuch maner offires 
muſt bee giuen towards the euening befoꝛe hawkes are ſup⸗ 
ped, when they are empty, foꝛ otherwiſe the handling ol them 
would make them caſt their — = = —

And it ſhe tau abide the heat well, let her alone 
ftill fozit doth her much ged.After none feed her with a hens 
tegge oꝛ with ſome ſmall birds, 02 with a Ratteo2 a £Pouſe, 
which are belt of all, and then ſet her in a warme placa, any 
giue her not to great a goꝛge. When evening comes that ſhe 
hath indued e put ouer her meat, take fiue oz ſire Cloues of 
Mace, bꝛoken a ſunder, and w2appedina pecce of fleſh, oz a 
pellet ot Cotton, and make her to reteine itby faire meanes oz 
fowle by opening her beake, and conueping it into her. Con⸗ 
tinue this medicine lowꝛe 02 fiue daes, and rourhawk ſhall 
recouer. Afterwardmake her to tyze euening and mozning 
and let her feeding ber fteeped in mitke as is ſaid afoze of the 
Snaples,fo2 the milke ſcowꝛeth her body within, as is very 
nutritiue, and willquickle baing her to be hie, and in fleſh 
againe.

Then mangle the ſaid mixtures and the 
powders together, and euery moꝛning giue your hawkeone 
of the balles till all be ſpent: and as is ſaid afoze, ſet your 
hawke by the fire, oꝛ in the Dunne, i feed her not by the ſpace 
of an howze oz twame after: at which time you ſhall giue her 
eyther a Hens legge 02 ſome ſmall birds, 02 a Rat, oz ſome 
ite. And in the mozning when ſhee hath well invewev,giue 
her foure oꝛ fine cloues of Mates lapped in a little fleſh,oz in 
theſkinne of a henne,o2 in pullets of Cotton. And ſo may 
vou tauterize her befoꝛe the ſaid medicine after the maner that 
I haue ſhewed befoze in the fozmerreceit ofthe naples, ſo 
you dzaw her meatein milke oz in freſh butter. 


For the diſcaſe of the eares which com- 
meth of the Rhew me, and 
colde. 


— there hapneth another diſeaſetohatokes, by 
ceaſon ofmoyfture of the head which is called the diſeaſe 
the eares, becauſe there iſſue out certaine humoꝛs by them.

which is much better, if vou can tome by it. Then heate your 
y2on in the fire,nepther glowing redjnoz veryhote, and 1 
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it into the oyle,and of that oyle ſo heat with the pꝛon, dꝛoppe 
ia lutle into ypourhawkes eates, putting the yꝛon a little into 
them that they be not ſtopped. Foz then of ſuch inconuenience 
hapacth oftentimes the Canker to the bꝛaine which is incu- 

rable and killeth the hawke. And beware ol tyzuſting the 
vꝛon to farre in, oꝛ of bering to hote, fo2 clſe you may kill her.

A Notherdiſeaſe happeneth to Hawkes in the eye-liddes 
which cauſeth a ſwelling dnder the eye⸗lidde, betwo&ne 
the eyes the ſeare of the beake (wee haue no pꝛoper ſpeech fo; 
it) if pee remedie it not betimes it will ſwell round about: and 
thercof commeth the hawe in the eye which will ouergrow 
the eye and ſtoppe it. And aſſare your ſelfe it is a ſigne of death 
i it grow too long. Fo2 J haue ſeene many die of it in my 
time fo2 lackeof remedy. Now by Maſter «Ame ¶ u ſſi us o⸗ 
pinion, the remedy is this. Yeatethe little round pꝛon that 
I ſpake of afoꝛe, t cauterize her with it ſoftly vpon her heade 
as is ſayd ſoʒ the Khewm.Likewiſe w the other cutting y2on, 
ſeare her betweene the eye and the beake.

Dꝛeouer ſomtimes there grows a great diſeaſe in their 


cres which is named the Hawe and commeth after the 


ſame manner that it commeth in hoꝛſes: namely, ſometime 
by a blow oꝛ a ſtripe, ſometime by a diſeaſe in the head, and 
moſt commonly by hurting of the eye with the ſtreightneſſe 
ol the hoode, oꝛ by ſome other miſtoꝛtune which cannot ſome⸗ 
times be eſchewed. And you ſhall viſcerne the coming of this 
diſeaſe, by ſeing a little filme growing vpfrom the bending 
ok her beake,and couering her eye by little and little. And this 
filme is ſomewhat blacke aloe, and is called the hawe, which 
putteth out the eye ik it once ouergrow the ball ofit. To re⸗ 
mea the ſame, take a little needle that is very ſharp pointed, 
and fine thꝛerded with a ſilke thꝛird, and therewith take vppe 
the hawe handſomelp, and cut it with a little ſlicer, as hozſe- 


leaches doe to hoꝛſes, but beware that you cut it not tu much 


ſoꝛ hurting of the eye, which you muſt waſh with Koſe wa⸗ 
ter thꝛee dayes together. In theſe cures of diſeaſes that grow 


in the eyes,theremult bee greatcare vſed foꝛ feare of a greater 


miſchiele, be cauſeofthe daintineſſeofthe place.

Fo2 
the remedie hereof, Maſter Martine ſayeth, that yee muſt 
tak Celondine and bꝛapit, putting thereto hony and freſh 
butter, and of each ofthoſe the giue your hawke a like poꝛ⸗ 
tion with a hote goꝛge, and mozeouer, put the Powder of 
Pepper and Aloes in her eye D2 elſe(as ſayth Maſter Ame 
Caſſian) you mult giue her the foꝛeſaide medicine of arde, 
Sugar and Parow of Berſe thꝛe oꝛ foure dayes together, to 
ſcow2e her, ſetting her by a fire,o2 in the Dunne, and feeding 
her after it with ſome live Fowle, and keeping her out of the 
wind, and from ſtanding colde o2 moift. After ſhee is ſo ſcows 
red, if pee ſee that the webbe ſhew it ſelfe much, cauterize her 
vpon the vpper part of her head, and likewiſe a little betwerne 
the eye and the beake after the manner afozeſaid.

Maſter lic heli telleth of one other reteit foꝛ the ſayde 
diſeaſe, wich is this. Make a little hoſe in the toppe ol an egge 
and powze out the white of it: then coylecleare Roſe water, 
and Serguis dracon;; well together, and fill vp your egge with 
them, and ſtirre them th2oughly with a ſimall ſtick. Afterward 
wꝛap vp your egge in paſte, and ſtop vp the hole of if, that no- 
thing get out: which done, ſet it ſo cloſed in the fire till the paſt 
become blacke and red at the taking it from the fire.

ſoftly,remouing it as women do pip their chickens, Yowbeit 
pee muſt not remoue it till it bee full xipe: fo2ifyce take it to 
greene,you ſhall hurt your hawke. And loke that ye wet her 
tong and palat t wiceoꝛ thꝛice a day — the foꝛeſaid oyle, till 
hee be thꝛoughly cured,

TR Falconers ſay,that the falling ſicknes — 
kes thꝛough a fuming heat that aſcendeth vp from 
„ OS to fall down vpon þ 
ſodaine. P. Mallopin ſayth, that to remedy this diſeaſe, the 
hinderpart ol their head muſt beperuſed and ſought, where a 
man Gall find two litle pits which mult be cauterized with a 
wyer of bzaſſe.Andifthat help not, then muſt you cauterize 
her daintily vpon the head w the fozeſaid round yon, oz elſe 
you may hap to kill her. This done, dꝛie red Lentfilsinan oue, 
and make them into fine powder: then take the filing of y2on 
the fineſt of it, as much of the one as of the other, 4 mingle the 
both together with hony,4make it in little bals of the bigneſſe 
ofa peaſe.Zhen giue yourhawk two oꝛ thte of them, putting 
them as lar into her goꝛge as you tan, and hold her vpon your 
fiſt at che fire,o2m the ſun till ſhe haue made a mute o2 twain, 
and let her haue no meat till none, and then ſeruc her of a Pi⸗ 
geons wing, dealing ſo with her ſeuen oꝛeight daies together: 
In the night ler her be kept alwayes abzoad, and in the day 
times in the darke with watercontinually befozeher. 
P. Au Caſſian teachethanother medicin : that is to witte, 
that the ſkin of their heads muſt be launted right ouer againſt 
— fo:eſaid pits, where there are little veynes which muſt be 
taken vp with a filke thꝛerd, and annsinted oucr with the 
bloud of a chicken. Which being done, yce muſt giue her the 
foꝛeſaid pils ſeueno2 eight dayes together, taking god herd 
that ye ſet her not neare any otherhawkes, and that your 
hawking gloue ber very cleane.

x that ſhe panteth moꝛe ſtrongly in Þ moznings at one time 
than at another ; allure pour ſelte that ſhee hath the falling e- 
uill. Martin ſayth, that you mull take Sargnis Draconit, nut⸗ 
megges, that kind of Mirabolans which are called Kebuline, 
Cloues, Cinamon, and Ginger, oleach two pennie weight, 
and makingit all into fine powder, ſtrew a quantity of it e- 
uerymo2ning vpon her meat,ſupping her euerp night with a 
ratte oz a mouſe thꝛe oꝛ foure dayes together, and that will 
make her whole and ſound. 


Ofthe Fiſtula, a grieſe that proceedes through 
paincotthe head, 
E ſhall perceiue when pour hawke hath the Fiſtula by 
the running of her nares, by the ſtreaming down of the 
humoꝛs from her head. Foz the which diſeaſe Martine allows 
eth this remedy.Yee muſt caſt your hawke handſomely, and 
deplume her head behind in the backer part, and annoint it w 
butter and ſwines bloud together. And vou ſhall finde a vain 
that commeth downe to her eyes which pou muſt cutt, + knit 


it againe with a red ſilke thꝛed, anointingit well x thꝛoughly 


with butter 4 ſwines bloud fo; nine dapes together, and then 
it will recouer her.

14 7 — pout hawk hath any great diſeaſe, oꝛ pain 
in her head, take fire grains of pepper, ſoux of taueſ⸗ 
aker, and ſiue cloues, t beat them together into fine powder, x 
ferde her but thꝛer dayes together with warme meat mingler 
with it, and ſher ſhallrecouer. And foꝛ want of that ve may vie 
the fine powder that is mentioned heretofoze. And if pour 
hawke will not ber fed with it, let it be conueighed into cotton 
oꝛ into a hens ſkin to take away the ſent ot it, and ferde her w 
none other than warme meat, and ſuch as is light of diſgeſtid. 
Foz2 the diſeaſes of the hend doe fo weaken her appetite ſto⸗ 
macke that ſhe cannot put ouer,no2 enden her meat. And to 
the end ſhe may the better indew it, giue her but ſmall meales 
till ſhee be thꝛoughly retouered. And if ſher will eate the yolke 
ol an egge, dꝛop vpon it ſome of the ſaid powder, and giue it her 
with hote meate, and ſo pe ſhal rettouer her. Here are ſundꝛy 
receits and medicines which J neuer haue pꝛoued, and there⸗ 
foze J can warrant little of them:but neuertheles I ind them 
in my French Auchoꝛs, and therfoze am ſo ventrous to place 
them here in this collection of remedies fo2 hawkes: leauing 
the ouer to the deſirous Falconer that hath a will to pꝛadiſe 
vpon his hawk. Foz ſta2e(they ſay)isno ſoze,and among mas 
ny there muſt needs fal out ſome god and wholeſome reteits. 
Wherefoze iudge diſcreetly ofall: and make pꝛolt ol ſuch as 
you like: Experience is the mother of il. 


Of the ſtone, and how, and whereof it commeth. 

Ou muſt vnderſtãd pᷣ therare 2.ſozts of diſeaſes in hawks 

called by the name ofthe ſtone, ſcarfly doth the one came 
without the other. The one kerpeth beneath in their tuels, and 
the other in their bowels 4 panels : t they may be cured both 
together. Some cal this viſeaſe-yCray.And Be Ame Caſcien 
ſayth that the ſtoneo2 Cray cõmeth by the cating of filthy fleſh 
t by mean of foule feeding. Fozit - "Mx — —

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bowels(as I ſaid heretofoze in the viſeaſesof the head)becaus 
d filth which they haue gatheredintheir panels inſlameththeir 
liuer,whichdoth ſo dꝛie vp theſubſtance of the guts, that they 
canot mute, hut muſt needs die of it if they be not cured. Som 
ſay that this diſeaſe cometh of giuing the waſhtmeat hote be - 
fo2e it be thꝛoughl cold, g that is like inough, ſoꝛ a hawk likes 
notof wat er t bloud both together at once. The ſtone in the 
fundament cometh ofthe filth which the hawke ſhould mute, 
which thickneth and lies bakte at the tuel: by means whereof 
the becomes ſo poꝛ that ſhe cannot mute oꝛ ſliſe ico her, and ſo 
muſt needs die. Pet notwithſtanding 4 haue oite ſen thatwhe 
a Falcon is hie t luſty, ſhe wil ſliſe it out wel inough by mean 
of her ſtrength. And ye may perceiue when ſhee hath the ſtone 
by that thee muteth with paine t by dꝛops, which is a ſigne p 
ſhe needeth to ſcowꝛe that matter wherot᷑ the ſtone doth grow. 

And when ſhe muteth at twice, aa third time alter that, it is 
a token that the ſtone is th2oughly confirmed in her guts and 
panel. Moꝛeouer, when pe lee that her tuel is chafed,+ but litle 
dꝛops from her, and that the feathers of her train are much fi- 
led with her muting, and that ſhe is euermoꝛe picking with 
her beak about her tuel, be pe ſure ſhe hath y ſtone in her tuel; 
which wecal y ſtone Cray. Again, when ſhe muteth a maketh 
as though ſhe would iouke vpũ your fiſt, c in her eies is moze 
troubled thã of a2dinary:doubt not but that ſhe hath the ſtone 
crap. And betauſe ſhe cannot rivit, ſhe is in danger, ifſhe ba 
not lokt to in time. The remedy therofby the indgement of 
M. Am Caſſian is this:take a ſlice of laxd (oꝛ à pellet of iope, 
wet in ſalet oyle) of the bigneſſeofa goſe quill, and an ynch 
long, and put thereon the powder of Aloe Cicotrine: which 
done, caſt your hawk hanſomly, 4conney it into her tu eil as 
ve would giue a man a ſuppoſitozy, if the lard be to tender 
and ſoft to handle, ſticke it vpon a hens feather, ſo as the fea- 
ther appeare natthꝛough the Lard,(fo2 ſo map ye do her great 
harmte with the feather,) and ſo conuep it vppe into her tuell 
ma wing away the feather gently, and leauing the Larde be⸗ 
Hand,and haue ſnayles in a readineſſe to giue her immediate l 
alter 
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after ye haue applyed the ſaid deuiſe. And fo2 lackeofſnayles, 
giue her the fozementioned pyll of lard, mingled with marovy 
and ſugar, and ſet her in the Dun, oz by a fire, without f&ding 
of her til one holoꝛe aſter none. And if thee endure wel to be by 
the fire, oꝛ in the Dun, let her alone, foꝛ the heat is very god 
fo her. After this, giue her ſom what moꝛe than half a goꝛge of 
a vong pullet, oꝛ it pee can come by any myceo2 rats, nothing 
is better. But let her not ſtand in the ay2e oꝛ in the wind ex⸗ 
cept the weather be fayꝛe 4 warm. At night when ſhe hath in⸗ 
dewed well, giue her ſoure oꝛ fine cloues of mate bꝛaken, and 
lapped vp in a little cotton, o2 in the ſkinne of a henne: and 
do ſo thꝛœ oꝛ four dayes, ſauing the ſuppoſito2y oꝛ pellet afoze- 
ſaid, foʒ it will ſerue twice well inough. And thus ſhall you 
ſkoure pour ha thꝛoughly. Loke well to it that ſhe caſt 
not vp y cloues ot mace,fo2 they be ſingular god fo2 hawks in 
all reſpeas, ſpecially fo2 all humozs that ſurchargetheir heads 
and generally fo: all Filanders andwo2ms. And if vou mind 
to rid a falcon clean out of the crap, and of the laid diſcaſe:giue 
her meat ſteeped in Goats milke, oz in other milke, and doe ſo. 
foure oꝛ ſiue dapes together:fo2 the ſaid milke is very good a⸗ 

gainſt the cray . In the booke of the Pʒince, there is another re⸗ 
teit fo2 this diſeaſe of the cxaꝝ o2 ſtone, That is to wit: Take 
the gall of a pigge of thꝛee weeks old, and conuep it into pour 
hawkes beake, fs as ſhee may take it and ſwallow it downe 

whole without bꝛeaking, and take herd that ſhe caſt vp none or 
it againe. Afterwardes, giue her a little peete ofthe Pigges 
ſle lh, of the bignes of a Beane, and let her ſtand empty pan⸗ 

neld vpon the ſame vntill night, ſetting her in the Sun, oꝛ by 

the fire. This medicine is very good loꝛ all birds ofpzep that 
are encombzed with the Cray o2 Stone. Neue:theles ,if a. 

Goſhawkeo2 a @parowhawke haue that diſeaſe ( ſo it bee not 

to ſoꝛe) qiue it her no moꝛt but once. But as fa other hawkes 

that are of ſtronger mettall, xe may giue it them thꝛite. And: 
when enening is tome, fed your hawke with a pullet 02 with 

mutton, oꝛ with ſmall birds, and the next moꝛning ſterpe her 
meat in Goats milke,oz womans mike, ſceding her ſo. thꝛer. 
dayes. 
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dayes together with ſmall goꝛges, and the ſhall ve ſound. And 
if you will not oz cannot vſe the ſaidreceit, yee may take a 
little ople Oliue, and ſomewhat leſſe hony, and wette your 
hawkes meate thercwith, fo2 it is god to helpe that diſeaſe. 
Done put the ſaid things into a Hennes gut tied faſt at both 
enda, becauſe a hawke wiltake it the bettei:and naturally ſhe 
Maſter / Hichelin (ets down another medicin whichi is this. 
Take Lard,marow of beeſe, Sugar clarificd, and once boiled 
and Saffron in powder,ofeach a like quantity,p:ouided that 
the larde bee firſt ſteeped in vineger four and lwenty howꝛes, 
and the water ſhifted th:e& oꝛ foure times, ſet abꝛoad in the 
open ayꝛe. Or the which thinges contened together, yer 
mult make pyls ot the bignefle ofa beane, whereof pou ſhall 
giue pour hawke one oꝛ two, ſetting her in the ſun, oꝛ by the 
ſire, and feeding her with poultry oz with muton, allowing her 
but reaſonable goꝛges four o2 fiue dapes together, and giuing 
her mates as afoꝛe: fozthey cannot but do the hawke great 
pleaſure meuery condition and part. Maſter Aichelin tcach⸗ 
eth another receit foz this diſcaſe, ſpecially foꝛ Goſhawkes , 
and @parowhawkes which J hauetryed oft. 
Cut a ſhæpes heait in ſmall pœces, and when ye haue let it 
lie ſterping all night in aſſes nulke, goats milke, oꝛ womans 
- milke,put a little bopld Sugar into the milke, and goꝛge your 
hawkereaſonably there with thꝛee dapes together. And aſſure 
pour ſelfe that this medicise is very excellent fozthe Cray, & 
without danger foꝛ all maner ofhawks. M. Martin ſaith in a- 
uouchment ofthis matter, that when a hawke cannot well 
mute with her eaſe, it betekcneth and plainly ſheweth p ſhee 
hath the ſtone Cray. Foꝛ remedy whereof, take the heart ofa 
— „t aquantitpot his ſewet minced very ſmall, & make 
them into powdertogether, e giue it the hawke in her meate 
th:& dayes ſucteſſiuely. Againe, J haue ſcene ſome take the 
whit ol an egge, oꝛ the whole egge, with a little ſaffronin pou⸗ 
ver well coyled and beatẽ together, which being beſtowed vp- 
pon the hawkes meat, hath cured her.

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44allopin (ets down yet one other reteit moꝛe. Put the iuyte 
of (water Creſſyes)m a Hennes gutofoneinch long, tyed at 
both ends, and fozce your hawke ta reteiue it. Mhich dane, ſet 
her in the ſun, oꝛ by the fire, and feeve her not till none, at 
which time giue her but halle a goꝛge of hote meat, becauſe of 
the medicine which hath ſet all her body out of temper. Let 
this be done two oꝛ thꝛe dapes, and it pou find the medicine to 
haue ſcowꝛed ⁊ taken muchat the firſt of your hawke;aiueher 
leſſe x leſle, and ſo ſhall ſhe recouer. The boke of Pʒinces ſet- 
teth downe yet one other remedy fo2 the ſame diſeaſe, that yee 
might put it in vꝛe which ſoeuer liked you beſt. Take a peny 
weight of Perſly ſerd, as much of Smallageſede, adzamme 
of boyld ſugar, a peny weight of Staneſaker,ofwheaten bꝛan 
one dꝛam, and halfe the ſhell ofan egge. Put them altogether 
into a gd large poſnet full of water, & ſeth it t ill it be conſu- 
med to the ane hal, : then ſtrain it though a cloth. Then take 
of C-ſſia Fiſt «1x one dzammie and of Turbith onepeny weight, 
of Hermodatt:ils two peny weight, F of Alec 4 tcotrine the 
peny weight. Beat all theſe into ſine powder, put them in- 
to the water wherein the other mixture was boyled, 4 make 
thereof a Cliſter in the bladder of a Pigge. 

Then take a great quill ofa gooſc,o2offome other bird, and 
thereof make the necke of pour Clyſterbange faſt tyed to the 
bagge that nothing may iſſue out ot it, and ſo giue pour hawk 
the Clyſter as vou haue ſine it giuen to men at their nerde. 
This done ſet your hawke in the Sun, dꝛ by the fire, ana kerpe 
her empty till none, at which time giue her a pullets legge, and 
fo ſhee ſhall recauer no doubt,

TFve chiefe Falconers ſay that al hatuks haue the Fiavers 
| ... Ta made; 1 
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hoꝛſe is without the Bottes. There are foure kinds of Filan- 

ders, and one other kind of Filanders,of which J will ſpeake 
hereaſter in their due places. And with all theſe ſoꝛts of Filan- 
ders, ſome hawks are moze peſtered than other ſome. The 
cuſeof this either their feeding on groſſe x foulmeats,which 
ingender t increaſe thoſe filanders in the,o2 els fo2 that in flp- 
ing eyther p ficido2 the riuer, they bꝛeake ſome ſmall veines 
within their bodies, at the encounter, by ſeazing tw violentlie 
vpon their pzey-Wy reaſon wherofthe bloud burſteth out into 
their bowels, z there dꝛieth and clottereth, whereof bꝛeede the 
ſaid Filanders in great aboundance. Afterward by reaſon of 
þ inch of the ſaid bloud ſo ciottered and bakte,beingcozrup-s 
ted g putriffed in the bulke,becauſe it is out of the pꝛoper veſ⸗ 
ſels t vains whereit ought to be, the Filanders run about ſee⸗ 
king the cleaneſt places of the body to ſhun the ſaid noyſome 
ſtinch, and crepe vp eyther into thehawks heart, oz into her 
gozge, ſo as hedyeth ofit. Again, ſome men ſay, that they2 
hawkes die of the viſeaſes ofthe head,o2 of the Crap, when in 
died · they die of the Ftlanders,02(whichis wozſe)ofthe( A g- 
nillet) à kind of Filanders, foz which wee want an Engliſh 
terme. I will ſpeake firſt of thoſe Filanders that traule vp to p 
hawkes goꝛges, and frem thence to the holes in theirpalates, 
whereat the hawkes doe bꝛeath, and by them into their bꝛains 
whereby they be in danger ol death. Ye map perteiue this in⸗ 
conueniente in the goꝛge by this, that when vou haue fed your 
hawke,the Filanders filing the ſwertnelſe x taſte ofthe fleſh, 
do ſtirre and craule about in ſuch wiſe , as you ſhall ſe your 
hawk oftentimes gape. By reaſon wherof if commeth to paſſe 
that now and then ſhecaſtcth her goꝛge. Again, yee may know 
by this, that yourhawke will bee ſtrayning at thein with her 
talons. Therfoꝛe caſt her gently, and lake into her thꝛoat, and 
you ſhall ſe them crawling there. To kill the ſaid Filanders, 
M. Ame Caſſi in ſayth thus: take a great Radiſh rote, and 
make a hole in it, and fill it with water, & ſet it in embers ve⸗ 
rie hote, putting freſh embers to it continuallp by the ſpace of 
halle an howze oz moꝛe, til it be thꝛoughly well bopled, and as

Foꝛ when this woꝛme is once 
quite dzawne out, the Spanell will become karre the fairer, and 
ware the fatter. Many times the want of woꝛming doth kerpe 
a Spanell poꝛe, and out of fleſh, ſo as he can not pzoue. And 
(as ancient waiters affirme) the woꝛming doth diſcharge the 
Spanell of madneſſe and frenſie (which I can hardly credite gz 
beleeue: the infection and biting of an other madde Dogge being 
ſo venemous, as it is able to wozke great effecte in the Dogge 
that is bitten.) 

Thus much J thought god to wꝛite of panels, and their 
diſeaſes and cures, foꝛ that they are ſuperintendants, and ne⸗ 
ceſſarie ſeruants, both fo2 the Hawke and the Falconer, with⸗ 
out whome, the ſpozt would bee but colde, and the toyle farre 
moꝛe than it is to the man. UWherefo2e it ſhall not beamiſſe foꝛ 
a god Falconer, alwayes to bꝛeede and keepe of the beſt kinde of 
Spanelsthat he may come by, and ſo fo reſpect them, as they 
heate not at any time: D2 if they doe by nuſfoztune oꝛ negly- 

gence ol pour lackey bope, then to regard their cure, which 
may be done in manner as J haue heere ſet downe: 
And withall to vſe due cozrection to the bop. 
Foz a god panell is a great iewel: 
and a god Spanell maketh
